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Obfdienco dots not usually CArry an 
tfirreeable meaninfc to niost people; for 
some reason, the word Ia rather out cf 
class. We have thought of servants 
and sometimes children as biioK rs* 
quired to obey orders, but the “Ameri¬ 
can spirit'* has always heM itself too 
proud to do anythint^ but command. 

It was for this reason that all the 
world declared that the United Slates 
would be a failure at war. It was said 
that our independent youth would not 
accept army dteiphne; besides, peace- 
loyina America could never be turned 
into a war machine. 

The flrat reftistration day, when all 
men between the af^es ot twenty-one 
and thirty-one were required to sian 
op for their country’s service, was pre- 
dicUd to bring about riots and protests. 
And, instead, this day furnished con¬ 
crete evidence that the superiflcal esti¬ 
mate of the “American spirit" was 
wrong. 

Men drafted into the service poured 
foto hurriedly constructed cantonmeots 
and camps. Here, instead of ill will or 
despondency, the highest type of will¬ 
ingness to serve and serve cheerfully, 
was shown. The “I told you so," of the 
pessimists was mysteriously checked, 
but still the remark was heard that, 
eyen though willing to go. the men 
would not make good soldiers. The old 
argument was again brought up—obedi¬ 
ence to orders was not |)os8ible among 
citizens of so democratic a nation—and 
fighter^ could not be created over night 
from peaceful and peace-loving men. 

And then they went across. 

Will any one of us ever forget that 
day when the cable came home that the 
boys, in a scctar of their own. had re- 
^ heavy German attack? 

After that the nows followed, day by 
day, of the wondertul hghti g qualities 
that the war had suddenly awakened in 
the American men. All Europe—more 
eapecially Germany—rubbed its eyes 
and sat up. This wasn't expected: in 
fact was most surprising. 

And Just nineteen months and five 
days after the American declaration of 
war against the enemy, Germany signed 
the armistice. This, in spite of the 
fact that on April 6. 1917, the United- 
States army waa only 70,000 strong, 
and between eyen this handful of rot n 
and the front-line trenches there were 
three thonsand miles of sea perils. 

They did not hesitate, but obeyed and 
went over. A great many of them are 
•till there. We said go, and they went;

1 would instantly close with 
the offer,’* expresses many a man's 
wish. Yet God did not breathe wheels 
into a man but a living soul, preferring 
the risk of wrong to the impossibility 
of moral growth. Loyalty to an idea 
and an ideal can never be the charac¬ 
teristic ot a machine. The adding ma 
chine is errorless who ever heard of a 
man falling in love with his adding ma¬ 
chine? God is man's lover not his man¬ 
ipulator. This precious first pair had a 
sense of shame after the act. They 
knew themselves responsible for the 
thing done and God charged them with 
its responsibility in the penalty visited 
upon them. If they themselvea were 
net responsible fur the choice God was 
unjust in blaming them for it. Re¬ 
sponsibility can only accompany free¬ 
dom. Sin is always a personal thing. 
It is made in the choice of the will, 
j Man’s own toil is the factory where 
j alone it is produced. Not evil, for that 
is external; and God made. Mosauitos 
I and men, germs and genius came from 
1 the same hand. When a man chooses 
• to make a pet of his mosquito and al- 
i low it to carry his fever germs to others 
j he becomes a sinner, if it can be proven 
I that he is not insane. Sin is the willed 
j act of a free person. 

, The Material.

I James points to desire as the stuff out 
I of which sin comes. Physical craving 
I for the forbidden fruit is one of the ele¬ 
ments involved in the garden test. The 
! eager curiosity to find out for one's 
I self what lay in the experience is an 
! other. Self-assertion that leads one 
' towards the prohibited thing as the 
I challenge of it is felt is a third. Social 
I influence that makes my act relate 
! itself to other lives so that my wrong 
I causes all wrong-doing to be easier, all 
' right-doing harder, is a fourth pictured 
here. “These four motives," writes 
Dr. Curtis, “physical desire, cosmic 
curiosity, the personal spring towards 
self-assertion, and social influence —are 
i not only good, but absolutely essential 
I to the development of man, and to the 
I progress of society. Every one of 
these four motives becomes bad when 
it urges a moral person to disobey God. 
or to violate any moral ideal." Sin al¬ 
ways is presented in the guise of a 
larger good than the one possessed. Its 
materials are normal desires misdirect¬ 
ed or intrinsic good misused. Christ 
was asked to make bread, to throw 
himself upon God’s upholding, to se¬ 
cure His Kingdom. Each was good but 
it ran back in each case to the securing 
these things for himself in the assertion 
of personal will against the Father's | 
will. Right things wrongly used are 
sin’s raw material. 

The Product. 

Various words express the fact of 
sin in the language of the book. The 
most common means to miss the mark 
as the arrow flies wide of the target 
Transgression is a stepping across the 
line. Iniquity or un tquily marks the 
up and downness ot our life’s walk. 
Wickedness is plain crookedness in¬ 
stead of the straightness of high honor, 
guile is trickiness and lawlessness is 
anarchy in the Kingdom of God. Al¬ 
ways selfishness enters into it so that 
sin becomes the assertion of mv own 
Aill against the good of all. The sinner 
put<< his own desire first. God and man 
c *11 look out for themselves 1 is the 
Illy letter in his alphabjt and it is not 
s.ittiig*' ihal his spelling does not con- 
(oriii lu me dictionaries of God and 
will He has hecomc a Hun in 
ep.rit tho he lack the power to follow i 
to conquest for his own ends He may 
wear broad cloth or rags, he mav con¬ 
form to BOvial custom or break every 
convention; literate or illiterate, intelli¬ 
gent or ignorant, blue-blooded or plain 
red, if he seeks to crown self he has 
assaulted the throne of God's kingdom 
in this world. It is not the aizo of hib 
act primarily, that is measured by his 
power; it is the attitude of his will that 
has made him a menace to the peace o 
Goi’s world. 

The Price. 

There are wages to be paid. Ger¬ 
many has discovered that the robber 
who knows no interest other than his 
own must meet the consequences of his 
act. Death inheres in sin. Separation 
follows self-assertion. They were cut 
of! from their old garden communion by 
a flaming sword and Germany finds the 
same condition fronting a state. Ar.J 
the end of separation is deadness 
whether it be a single soul or a nation 
of them. Yet price does rot ent<»r into 
the choice of one's act’s supremtlv. He 
who refuses an act only because of the 
price has committed it in his heart al¬ 
ready. And the soul becomes corrupt 
in its beautiful correctness. The Ger¬ 
man would be a Hun if he had won the 
war. And while we would sweat blood 
to pay the bills the penalty of death 
would have been exacted from his soul 
j jMt the same. It inheres in the atti¬ 
tude. It is part of self-will. It it a 
demonized angel.

out of bed. 1 would instantly close with 
the otfer,” expresses many a roan’s 
wish. Yet God did not breathe wheels 
into a man but a living soul, preferring 
the risk of wrong to the impossibility 
of moral growth. Loyalty to an idea 
and an ideal can never be the charac¬ 
teristic ot a machine. The adding ma 
chine is errorless who ever heard of a 
man falling in love with bis adding ma¬ 
chine? God is man’s lover not his man¬ 
ipulator. This precious first pair had a 
sense of shame after the act. They 
knew themselves responsible for the 
thing done and God charged them with 
its responsibility in the penalty visited 
upon them. If they themselves were 
not responsible for the choice God was 
unjust in blaming them for it. Re¬ 
sponsibility can only accompany free¬ 
dom. Sin is always a personal thing. 
It is made in the choice of the will.

Not evil, for that 
j is external* and God made. Mosquitos 
! and men, germs and genius came from 
j the same hand. When a man chooses 
I to make a pet of his mosquito and al- 
' low it to carry his fever germs to others 
j he becomes a sinner, if it can be proven 
I that he is not insane. Sin is the willed 
j act of a free person.

I challenge of it is felt is a third. Social 
I influence that makes my act relate 
j itself to other lives so that my wrong 
' causes all wrong doing to be ea.sicr. all 
* right-doing harder, is a fourth pictured 
here. “These four motives.” writes 
j Dr. Curtis, “physical desire, cosmic 
1 curiosity, the personal spring towards 
I self-assertion, and social influence—are 
I not only good, but absolutely essential 
j to the development of man, and to the 
j progress of society. Every one of 
these four motives becomes bad when 
It urges a moral person to disobey God. 
or to violate any moral ideal.” Sin al¬ 
ways is presented in the guise of a 
larger good than the one possessed. Its 
materials are normal desires misdirect¬ 
ed or intrinsic good misused. Christ 
was asked to make bread, to throw 
himself upon God’s upholding, to se¬ 
cure His Kingdom. Each was good but 
it ran back in each case to the securing 
these things for himself in the assertion 
of personal will against the Father s 
will. Right things wrongly used are 
sin’s raw material. 

The Product. 

Various words express the fact of 
sin in the language of the book. The 
most common means to miss the mark 
as the arrow flies wide of the target 
Transgression is a stepping across the 
line. Iniquity or un equity murks the 
up and downness ot our life’s w ulk. 
Wickedness is plain crookedness in¬ 
stead of the straightness of high honor, 
guile is trickiness and lawlessness is 
anarchy in the Kingdom of God. Al¬ 
ways selfishness enters into it to that 
Hin becomes the assertion of my own 
Aill against the good of all. The sinner 
put-^ his own desire first. God and man 
c tii took out for themselves. 1 is the 
Illy letter in his alphab.t and it is not 
j <».rttiig'' ibaC bis spelling does not con- 
luriii to me dictionaries of God and 
Ji'Od will He lias become a Hun in 
rpirit iho he lack the power to follow i 
to conquest for his own ends He may 
wear broad cloth or rags, he mav con¬ 
form to social custom or break every 
convention; literate or illiterate, intelli¬ 
gent or ignorant, blue-blooded or plain 
red, if he seeks to crown self he has 
assaulted the throne of God’s kingdom 
in this world. It is not the size of hib 
act primarily, that is measured by his 
power; it is the attitude of his will that 
has made him a menace to the peace o 
Goi’s world. 

The Price. 

There are wages to be paid Ger¬ 
many has discovered that the robber 
who knows no interest other than his 
own must meet the consequences of his 
act. Death inheres in sin. Separation 
follows self-assertion. They were cut 
off from their old garden communion by 
a flaming sword and Germany finds the 
same condition fronting a state. And 
the end of separmtion is deadness 
whether it be a single soul or a nation 
of them. Yet price docs rot enter into 
the choice of one’s act’s supremtly. He 
who refuses an act only because of the 
price has committed it in his heart al¬ 
ready. And the soul becomes corrupt 
in its beautiful correctness. The Ger¬ 
man would be a Hun if he had won the 
war. And while we would sweat blood 
to pay the bills the penalty of death 
would have been exacted from his soul 
jjst the same. It inheres in the atti¬ 
tude. It is part of self-will. It is a 
demonized angel.

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FOR ROBBERY AT CRELLIN 


Two Small Bova Had Truckload of 
Plunder When Captured. 

For some time past many petty 
thefts have occurred in and about 
Crellin and it was a hard matter on 
the part of those who lost goods and 
articles of wearing apparel to locate 
the guilty parties until one of those 
who had been robbed came to Oak¬ 
land on Monday and had a search 
warrant issued directing that a cer¬ 
tain house in the town occupied by a 
family named Lewis be searched for 
a trace of the missing articles. 

Armed with the proper papers Con¬ 
stable William Casteel went to Crel- 
lin on Tuesday night and in making 
bis way along the railroad track he 
ran on to two boys, Chester Lewis 
and Darius Johnson, who were push¬ 
ing a truck in front of then^ which 
was loaded with a lot of material con¬ 
sisting of rubber shoes, mule shoes, a 
coal pick and other articles which had 
beien stolen from the mine of the 
Kendall Lumber Company and which 
the boys were taking to their homes. 

Caught with the goods in their pos¬ 
session they were placed under ar¬ 
rest and brought to Oakland where 
they were given a hearing before Jus¬ 
tice West who committed them 'to 
jail for the action of the grand jury. 

During the hearing it transpires! 
that a bushel of oats had beep stolen 
from the lumber company’s ham and 
upon the information of the Lewis 
boy a warrant w’as isued for his 
father who was arrested upon the 
charge of receiving stolen goods, but 
who was released upon his own recog- 
oognizance for the action of the grand 
jury next month. 

At the Justice’s office yesterday a 
number of warrants were also issued 
at the instance of the parents of four 
children at Crellin upon the charge 
of incorrigibility. The children were 
June McCabe, Artie Johnson, Jesse 
Johnson and Thomas Lewis. They 
Were given a hearing later in the day 
and paroled by the Justice upon the 
condition that they hereafter conduct 
themselves properly.

Delay in Summoning Congress Has 
Embarrassed Nation’s Business 

Washington, May 14—It was due to 
the repeated appeals of Secretary 
of the Treasury Carter Glass that 
President Wilson ffnaliy yielded and 
called Congress together for May 19. 
This is the prevailing talk in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The new’ speaker of the House, 
Mr. Gillett of Massachusetts, said 
Congress should have ben called long 
ago and that the country’s interests 
had suffered by the delay. Mr. Gillett 
said: 

*T am exceedingly glad that at last 
the President appreciates that there 
is need of immediate legislation. It 
has seemed to me that Congress ought 
to have been in session long ago, no 
matter where the President was. 
There are obviously prodigious prob¬ 
lems for rearranging our industrial 
activities, upon the decision of what 
business is W’aiting and upon which 
Congress ought to have been deliber¬ 
ating. There are also very many 
j appropriations which failed last 
winter which are urgently needed now 
and for lack of w’hom many of the 
1 departments are suffering. 

' “The fiscal year ending on July 1, 
• and any eovernment activities which 
have not been appropriated for before 
then must immediately stop, and yet 
six of the great supply bills, covering 
the greater part of the national expen¬ 
ses, were not con^nleted by the last 
Congress in the three months of its 
session. Now’ the new’ Congress is 
expected to investigate ami prepare 
and pass those hills in six weeks. 

“It is un.iust to the Congress and 
unjust to the country not to have 
allowed more time. Of cour.se there 
! may have been imperative compelling 
reasons for not allowing Congress to 
he in session, but I am not aware of 
them, and 1 can only see the pressing

William A. Price, of Gormania. Con¬ 
victed Under Lever Act in U. S.C^ourt 

William A. Price, coal operator well 
know'j^ in Oakland where he had bus¬ 
iness dealings with a number of the 
merchants and others, and with resi¬ 
dences in New York and Gormania, 
was convicted in the United States 
Court in Baltimore on Tuesday of this 
week of violating the Lever Act and 
the order of President Wilson fixing 
the price of bituminous coal. He was 
sentenced to serve sixty days in jail 
by Judge Rose and to pay a fine of 
f$2,600. 

It was alleged in the indictment 
against Price that on August 30,1917, 
he charged the Richmond Light and 
Railroad Company S2.90 a ton for 
2,643tons of hitumious coal. Un¬ 
der the President’s order the price 
should have been $2.00 per t3n.

PARK TRANSFER ALMOST SURE 


.Money and Stock Totalling Nearly 
$12,000 Pledged Monday ^’ight 

At the Court House in Oakland on 
last Monday night at a meeting call¬ 
ed by those delegated with the power 
to increase the membership of the 
committee having in charge the man¬ 
agement of the campaign to secure 
funds for the purpose of liquidating 
about fifty per cent, of the indebted¬ 
ness of the Mountain Lake Park As¬ 
sociation so that the property of the 
corporation can be turned over to the 
Board of Foreign Missions of tHe M. 
E. church free of incumbrance, nearly 
$12,000 in stock and real money was 
pledged for this purpose, which al¬ 
most insures the bringing to the Park 
for the season of 1920 and for many, 
many years thereafter hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of young people 
to be trained for missionary work at 
home and abroad, and many returned 
workers w’ho will seek restoratiofi of 
their broken vitality by coming here 
to recuperate. 

The plan of making the Park one of 
two or three proposed school centres 
where fifty thousand men and women 
are to be instructed and trained for 
missionary work originated with Dr. 
John F. Goucher himself a member of 
the Board of .Missions and one of the 
individual owners of stock in the As¬ 
sociation. The Board of .Missions has 
agreed to accept the prouerty upon 
the condition that it W’as fr»^e of debt 
and for the purpose of raising half of 
the indebtedness against the prop¬ 
erly was the meeting held. Mr. i red. 
A. Tha>er was chairman, while Mr. 
Harlan<l L. Jones was the secretary. 

In anticipation of the .Monday night 
meetings Kev. W. M. Shultz, pastor of 
the .M. F]. church in Oakland, went to 
New York on last Wednesday night 
and in an interview w’ith the officials 
of the Mission Board he was given to 
understai.d that the intentions of that 
board were legitimate and that they 
had offers from two ether points in 
different sections of the country 
coupled with ca.sh considerations if the 
proposed school would be located at 
either one of these places. Mountain 
Lake l*ark had been decided upon, 
however, and the only thing for the 
people of the community to dc is to 
raise the sum above mentioned. 

After Dr. Shultz made his state¬ 
ment subscrii)tions were opened hml 
in le.ss than a half hour the sum of 
$11,4^)0 in cash and stock had been 
pledged. Since the Monday night 
meeting, additional subsfcriptions to 
the amount < f more than a thousiind 
(iollars have been made.

Hon. Joshua W. .Miles, Collector of 
Internal Revenue, has issued a state¬ 
ment calling attention to the fact 
that under the present Income Tay 
Law all partnerships are re juire 1 t5 
make a return of incom** reganlless 
of the amount of gross or net income. 

This return must l>e made on a i 
blank form furnished by the f'ollect- 1 
or’s office and known as form 10)5. 

This is a new feature of the Income 
Tax I.aw’ and t'ollector .Miles issue.® 
this .statement at this time in order 
that all persons liable to file a part¬ 
nership return may be apprized of the 
necessity for doing so. He said: 

“Partnerships as suen are not sub¬ 
ject to taxation under the*statute, but 
in<liv’idunls carrying on busine.^s in 
partnership are taxable uoon their 
distributive shares of the net income 
of such parliiershir.®, whether tlistri- 
hutive or not, and are required to in¬ 
clude such distributive shares in their 
rc turns. 

The large business concerns are 
prohahly aware of the necessity of 
filing the partnership return, tut it is 
the great numl)er of small concerns ' 
which I fear w’ill fail to file this state¬ 
ment because the necessity therefor 
is unknow’n to such concerns. | 

These returns must be filed in the 
office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue at Baltimore, Marylaml, not i 
later than June 15th. Every’ partner- I 
ship, without regard to the amount of 
its gros.s or net income, should apply 
to the ('ollector’s office promptly for a 
form upon which to file its return.”

writes William Heehe, in the Atlnnllc 
.Mtunhly. There was in It something 
.sinister and forehoillng. I leaned over 
the edge of my hammock, and snw 
coming toward m»*, in a broad, irregu¬ 
lar front, a great army of ants, bat¬ 
talion after battalion of them flowing 
like a sea of living motes ovR*r twigs 
and leaves and .stems.

Plentiful Supply of Germinabie 
Corn Is Assured. 


Drought Reduced Quality of Grain 
Serghum and Broom-Corn— 
Treatment of Seed Grain la

ment of Agrlrulturs.) 

A generally favorahle inaturfnir sea¬ 
son last year has lnsure<| a plentiful 
supply of germinalde seed corn. In 
soino cases drought redu<*»Ml the qual¬ 
ity of grain s€)rghuui and hroom-coru 
seed, and germination tests are urged 
f<*r those section'*. Flax prodiir- 
fion was short in eastern Montairi 
and western North Ihikotn, where a

The Columhian squirrel halt Is pre¬ 
pared hy coiidiining In dry mixture 
one ounce of powdered stryehnine 
(alkalolel) and one ounce of baking 
ooela, one te>R.spoonful of saccharin anel 
threap tahles|MHinfuls of flour, adeling a 
little cold water and atirring tlmrougb- 
ly to a smooth, cre^aniy paste. This 
mixture Is distrihute'd uiiifeiriiily over 
12 quarts of oats as in the former 
case, and the poison halt scattere*d as 
previously describes!. This peison 
should he use^d within 10 to 14 days 
after preparation, as otlie rwlse the mu- 
te^iial will dust off the grain. 

Toison ground squirrels as early In 
the spring as possible, as in this way 
the natural Increase of young squir¬ 
rels Is eliininateel. The |Miisonlng ram 
paign should he eemtinue'd throughout 
I he year until the setMiem Is free of 
these pests.

, , , We owe IL therefore, to camlor and to the amb’ahle relations existing 
between the United States and tho.se powers to declare that we shoubl eon- 
alder any attempt on their part to extend their system to any p<»rtlon of this 
honilsi»hcre as dangerous to our peuee and safety. With the existing colonies 
or dcpendenc lea of any European power we liave not Interfered and shall not 
Interfere. But with the governments who have deplan'd their fndepemlenco 
aud malntnlil It, and whose lndep< ndenCe we have, on great consideration and 
on Just prlnelplc.s, acknowledged, we c*iuld not view any Interposition for the 
purpose of oiipressing them or controlling In any other manner their destiny 
by any F!ur<»penn power In any other light than ns the manifestation of an 
unfriendly Ulspositlon towiinl the Uu.ted States.”

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WILSO.N’S WAR POWERS 
m ARE TO BE WITHDRAWN 




Senator Watson Introduces 1^11 
to Restore Conditions in the 
Government to Normal 

Washington, May 18. Immediately 
upon the opening of the special ses¬ 
sion Senator James E. Watson, of 
Indiana, introduced a resolution to 
take from the President all of the 
extraordinary powers granted him 
by Congress for the carrying on of 
the war and to repeal the espionage 
law. 

The Administration has shown a 
tendency since the signing of the 
armistice to continue the privilege 
granted it of driving the country by 
force of authority in the direction of 
State bolshevism. The seizure of the 
cables, the pronouncement of the 
former Secretory of the Treasury 
McAdoo in favor of the retention by 
the Government of the railroads for 
a period of five years, the fixipg of 
prices, the attempt to retain control 
over the telephone ami telegraph 
wires, a proposal to operate the coal 
ileposiU of Alaska, and to hiiild homes 
for soldiers in the West are urged by 
members of Congress as proofs cf 
this. It is believed by Senator 
Watson that much of this tendency 
comes from the usurpation of power 
by the executive branch of the 
government. 

As a result of the Indiana Senator’s 
move it is likely that an accounting 
will be ask of the $100,000,000 grant¬ 
ed the President for national defense 
purposes. It was charged by Re¬ 
presentative Good, of Iowa, and sub¬ 
stantiated with proof, at the end of 
the last session that $5,000,000 had 
been diverted to a Connecticut corp¬ 
oration headed by Vance McCormick, 
of the War Trade Board, for the 
purpose of doing business of all kinds 
in any part of the world. It is the 
intention of Congress to get at 
whether the entire sum was spent for 
the purpose for w'hich it was intended. 

The President was given extraordi¬ 
nary power to reorganize the bureaus 
of the government as he thought fit, 
^without the slightest check on the part 
/cf the legislative branch. This will 
fill be done away with by Senator 
U at son’s resolution, if enacted into 
law’, as w’ill his special powers of 
appointment on the civil side of the 
Army and Navy, and his Bureau of 
Public Information, supervised by 
George Creel, for the acceleration of 
public opinion tow’ard the men and 
methods favored by him, which 
aroused the decided resentment of 
many members of both the House 
and Senate even during the period 
when the war was still actually in 
progress.

Reversal of Their Conviction Or¬ 
dered by the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

New York, May 15.—Reversal of 
the conviction of Joseph F. Ruther- 
I ford and seven other members of the 
I International Bible Students* Asso¬ 
ciation and allied organizations, who 
I were found guilty of violation of the 
I espionage act, was ordered to-day 
I in an opinion of the United States 
I Court of Appeals here. 

' The opinion states that the defend¬ 
ants, who were convicted by a jury 
' before Federal Judge Harlan C. 
Howe in Brooklyn, did not have a 
fair trial. After the convictions last 
June Rutherford, president of the 
association, and six of the other 
seven defendants w’cre sentenced to 
imprisonment at Atlanta Peniten¬ 
tiary each for ‘20 years. The associa¬ 
tion was founded by the late “Pas¬ 
tor” Charles T. Russell. 

On the day the men were sen¬ 
tenced the Department of Justice is¬ 
sued a statement declaring that “un¬ 
der the guise of religious W’ork” the 
defendants circulated throughout the 
country, including several Army can¬ 
tonments, “a large amount of vicious 
antiwar propagnda.” The state¬ 
ment added that the Italian govern¬ 
ment had complained that the Watch 
Tower Bible and Tract Society, with 
which the defendants w’ere identified, 
“had succeeded in circulating in the 
Italian armies a quantity of antil 
war propaganda, w’hich had been 
mailed into Italy from Greece.” 

The six sentenced to prison with 
Rutherford are William FL Van Am- 
burgh, treasurer of the Watch Tower 
Society; Robert J. Martin, the socie¬ 
ty’s auditor; Frt*<lerick H. Robinson, 
Rutherford’s personal representative; 
.\lexander Hugh McMillan, superin¬ 
tendent of Bethel Home, the Russel 
headquarters in Brooklyn, ana 
George H. Fisher and Clayton J. 
Woodworth, both of Scranton, Pa., 
directors of the International Asso¬ 
ciation. They w’cre subseo.uently re¬ 
leased on bail by the United States 
Supreme Court pending appeal. 

The eighth defendant, Giovanni de 
Ceeca, w’ho translated some of the 
literature into Italian, was sent to 
.‘\tlanta for 10 years and was simi¬ 
larly released.

The timea ot ijjnorance God there¬ 
fore overlooked; but now he command- 
eth men that they should all everywhere 
repent. Acts 17:30.

THE Examples. 

More folk find the fish than ever find 
Jonah and his rnessaKe. He was a 
sturdy preacher at the court of Samaria 
who believed in ‘‘Israel First.*' If 
only that disturbing call had not come 
to him for service in a foreign and hated 
city there would have been the calm and 
ordered life of one of God’s own. He 
may have been sent to the Assyrian 
capital upon some diplomatic errand 
and have seen the cruelty, militarism 
and arrogance of the Junkers and the 
misery and wretchedness of the people. 
He may have entertained some of the 
High Mighties at home. But how¬ 
ever the call came it brought its dis¬ 
turbing message, for while he would 
have gladiv gone to Memphis or to 
Jerusalem he hoped that Ninevah would 
be destroyed. He hated with fiery 
Hebrew hate these ravishers of his un¬ 
warned people. Ask a F'renchman or 
Belgian to carry a message of mercy to 
Berlin and see the result. Jonah’s hate 
was as hot as theirs and as justified. So 
he set sail believing he had securely 
packed his conscience and checked it 
with his baggage for Ninevah w hile he 
headed in the other direction. But he 
found he could fool neither God nor 
himself and out of a sea of trouble he 
finally set his face in the direction of 
his call. He had his other chance but 
found that the demand was unchanged. 
We may fiee but the same old duty 
waits our return and must be done be¬ 
fore any progress can be made on the 
road of life. Jonah repented and went. 
Not very graciously perhaps but he had 
a message that he could preach and en¬ 
joy preaching it for it was the destruc¬ 
tion of the city- How his raucous 
voice shouted through the streets; *‘Yet 
forty days and Ninevah shall be over¬ 
thrown.” So great was the passion he 
put into his'words that they had start¬ 
ing effect. Man believed them even to 
the King and court. Sudden transfor- 
fnation swept thru all the throng and 
repentance was embodied in the decree, 
“Let them turn everyone from his evil 
way and from the violance that is in hia 
bands.” The crowd had done what the 
individual had done before, it had re¬ 
pented and*showed its sincerity by an 
amended walk. It was temporary for 
Ninevah went’down before Babylon in 
the year following but that is no part 
of the present picture. Man or a nation 
of men may be brought to repentance 
and the acceptance of high idealism as 
the guide ot life. 

The Neep ok Repenta.nce. 

Jesus had been twitted over the Gali¬ 
lean sinners who were such outstanding 
cases that sudden destruction had over¬ 
taken them. ‘There ore Judeans just 
as bad.” he retorted. “It was utx)n 
citizens of Jerusalem that the tower 
fell. But there is impending doom for 
all unless you repent.”

A chaplain 
was telling the story of a man’s sin and 
God’s provision to a convict who inter 
rupted him with the cry. “If I believed 
that I’d walk on my naked knees over 
broken glass to tell it to all England” 
We roust catch something of Christ’s 
understanding of the tremendous trag¬ 
edy for either man or nation to fail in 
devoted loyaitylto God’s rule of right¬ 
eousness. Even in the face of Europe’s 
horror and the world’s agony we sit con¬ 
tent to view the sptctacle and walk our 
way unmoved. We t>ass our friends 
without a word ard leave them un¬ 
churched and untaught. It was the 
Jonah voyage to THr.«hi8h that let loose 
the tempest that has overwhelmed u.*«. 
Has Russia sinned more than others? 
Christ calls us all guilty and sees dis- 
•Bter and warns us one and all to seek 
the wav of repentant works. 

The Process ok Repentance. 

Peter had in words of fire proclaimed 
Jesus as Lord to that throng in the 
Jeruaalem streets and had convinced 
them of the truth. “What shall we do” 
jroiced their determination to change 
their attitude of mind. “Repent, be 
baptised, receive the Spirit.” are the 
three re<]uirementB named by the 
Apoatle. They mark the four steps in¬ 
to the enjoyment of the Jesus way. 
Conviction that moves, contrition that 
ineiKls. conversion that directs and con¬ 
fession that confirms lead to the ful- 
oeaa of life. ’They were convinced that 
they needed to change their way. they 
were willing to mend whatever was 
wrong in their lives so far as that could 
ba done. Rep ntance will not restore 
the murdered man but it will keep the 
widow and train the children. Repen¬ 
tance will not bring back used grocerie a 
bot will settle with the grocer. They 




were ready to give a new direction to 
their thoughts and life and were ssking 
for guidance in doing it. Baptism 
would be the open confessicn of the 
fact that had taken place already in 
their minds and the joy of a lile infilled 
with the Spirit of Jesus would follow. 
This is the invariable road 
The I.nce.ntive to Repenta.nce. 

Paul declares the great incentive to 
be God’s goodness. It may be express¬ 
ed in niany ways but it is always good¬ 
ness. The storm that tossed Jonah on 
his ill-starrel journey was born in good¬ 
ness and not in hate. Ihe plain words 
of Jesus on so many occasions were 
from the same source, the love of God. 
The picture He drew of the Father of 
the; Prodigal with the yearning eves 
fixed along the thread of a highway up¬ 
on which his son must walk into vision 
was the wooing picture of God’s wait¬ 
ing for the coming of the loved suns 
from our varied far countries. It was 
the picture of plenty, of love, of home, 
that stirred the heart of the boy in his 
suddenly realized penury to make his 
way toward his dream. He was in the 
home-land of the h ?Rrt the long miles 
intervened between him and t'le caress, 
and the goedness that he had known and 
disregarded in the old days now set his 
heart singing on its journey back to the 
life of a 8(»n insteail of a servant which 
was all he asked. Goodness was the 
lure that won him. Love’s beacon on 
Calvary Hill lights the path of the 
world and its wanderers and will vet be¬ 
come the camp-fire for the returning 
race.

HERO BE HON OKED 


Local Writer Wants Complimentary 
Dinner Tendered Capt. James Brock 

“M. A. Y.” wrote in last week’s 
Oakland Democrat as follows of Capt. 
James Brock, of Oakland, who has 
been a resident of the town for the 
past twelve or fifteen years: 

Decoration Day will soon be here— 
the time w’hen we ko forth to lay trib¬ 
utes of affection on the last resting 
places of our dead, especially do we do 
honor to those who fought for the 
Union nearly sixty years ago, but 
while preparing for this sacred mem- 
ory, can we not pause to do honor 
to one in our midst, whose immortal 
deed has been acclaimed by England’s 
greatest poet in his stirring lyric, 
“The charge of the Six Hundred,” 
a deed that astonished the world and 
ranks with Thermopylae and Pickets 
charge of Gettysburg. 

The charge was made at the battle 
of Balacklava during the Crimean 
war between Russia on one side and 
Great Britain. France, Turkey and 
Sardinia on the other CcR^bvr 25th, 
1854. 

The 17th Lancers, the 8th and 11th 
Hussars, the 4th and 13th Light Dra¬ 
goons, (about 700 in all) went in; 
only half that number ever came back. 
“Cannon to the right of them, cannon 
to the left of them, cannon in front of 
them vollied and thundered,” says 
Tennyson, and men and horses by the 
hundred went down in one red burial 
blend. 

W’hen in Calilornia in 1892, I 
reached I'resno, I found that the two 
things the people of that city bas?d 
thei strongest claim on for distinc¬ 
tion from all other California cities 
was that one of their residents was 
one of the three men living then who 
had been in the charge of the six 
hundred; the other was that Fresno 
was the greatest raisin producing 
region in the world. 

Today Oakland, Garrett county 
Md , has the unchallenged distinction 
’ id honor of being the home of the 
ast sur\’ivor of that immortal band, 
in the person of Mr. James Brock, a 
respectefl resident for many years 
of the county seat. 

The last survivor of the revolution¬ 
ary army was paid distinguished hon¬ 
ors by the United States; can we do 
less for the sole survivor of the brav¬ 
est and most desperate act ever at¬ 
tempted by men? 

Now that Britain and .\merican are 
as one in spirit and purpose, we would 
honor her in honoring this fine old 
her, who still lingers among us en¬ 
joying a serene old age, attended by 
his faithful wife. 

A W reath of flowers, an addre.^s of 
appreciation by a committee of Oak¬ 
land citizens or lK*tter, a compliment¬ 
ary dinner tendered him I am sure 
would make the old soldier feel that 
life was still worth living and that 
bravery wherever found still has ad¬ 
mirers in the United Ftate- of Amer¬ 
ica regardless of birth of blood. 


THREE ATTACKED BY MAD IMMi 


Garrett County Woman and Two .Men 

Now in Hospital Being Treated.

It seems that sometime 
Thursday morning Miss Miller start- 
el for the chicken house to collect 
eggs when she noticed a strange collie 
dog came across the barnyard. The 
dog was acting in a very peculiar 
manner and before Miss Miller could 
escape he had rushed up to her and 
seized her clothing biting her about 
the arms and body. Her screams at¬ 
tracted Mr. Miller, who rushed to her 
assistance and when he came the <iog 
turned on him. He fought the animal 
and in the tu.ssle both of his hamis 
were painfully bitten. After biting 
Mr. Miller the dog ran away. 

Mr. Miller entered his home and 
phoned George Lowrey, a neighbor 
living in the direction the ilog had

In Blaze W’hich Swept the .Martin 
(vurage on Liberty Street. 

Fire, which sw’ept the large garage 
on Liberty street owned and oi)erateid 
by Mr. \ R. Martin, did damage va¬ 
riously estimated at from $15,000 to 
$20,000 at about eight o’clock yester¬ 
day morning caused by the spontane¬ 
ous combustion of a quantity of gas¬ 
oline or gasoline vapor beneath the 
floor of the business office of the gar¬ 
age, in which room the proprietor, Mr. 
Lee W’inters and Mr. A. Y. Dumire, 
the latter two employes of the garage, 
were engaged at their various duties 
preparatory to beginning the day’s 
work. Mr. Dumire had opened a floor 
valve and was transferring gasoline 
from a storage tank in the rear of the 
premises to the pavement tank at the 
front of the building when the explo¬ 
sion took place. He was throw’n to 
the floor of the room and upon regain¬ 
ing his feet rushed through the flames 
to the front door of the building, while 
Mr. Martin and Mr. Winters escaped 
by a rear door. W’hen the explosion 
occurred the wiiidi^wa and glaos open¬ 
ings in all parts of the structure w’ere 
blown entirely cut. 

I’pon reaching the street .Mr. Du- 
nure’s clothing were a mass of flames 
but by the aid of some men who had 
been attracted to the spot his burning 
clothes were ripped off and he was 
taken to the oflice of Dr. McUomas in 
Oakland where his injuries, w’ere 
<lre.«sed, and later in the day he was 
taken tj the Western .Maryland Hos¬ 
pital in the Bolden ambulance. His 
burns are extremely serious and pain¬ 
ful, his face, arms, body and portions 
of his lower extremities being involv- 
ed. .At last reiwrts this morning from 
the* Cumberland institution the in¬ 
jured ma.i was resting comfortably 
r.n<l ho|:es are now’ entertained by his 
friends for his recovery. 

It required but a few’ minutes after 
the alarm was given to have four full 
sti earns of water pouring into the 
buildng and in less than half an hour 
the fire was practically out. The 
building was gutted however, and in 
addition to the Joss sustained by Mr. 
Martin upon his buil .ing and stock of 
goo<is, all his household furniture end 
clothing were entirely consumed. 

In tin* garage were a large number 
of cars belonging to both the propri¬ 
etor of the garagr and to private par- 
tie.s who had stored their cars for the 
night r.nd had not api.e:ired at the 
time of the fire to remove them. Of 
the cars i.*: storage sixteen were more 
or less daniagnl. which will total a 
lo.ss of from $1'00 to $3090. .Mr. 
Martin carrie*! insurance totalling 
i'T'iOO upon the luilding and stock, but 
tiiis amount will not cover his loss by 
n any thou.sands of dollars. In addi¬ 
tion many of his rac uds and books 
were dt.stroved. 

The repair shop erat*.ci in connec¬ 
tion with the gar.’ige is now’ open for 
business and the work in this depart- 
r**nt will not Ih* interfere! with on ac- 
Ci.unt of the misf'irtunr. 

Mr. Martin has requested T; r Re¬ 
publican to express hi.« sincere thanks 
t > everyone w ho nssiste«i in saving his 
properly and also for the many ex- 
pres.sion of good-will and offers of as¬ 
sistance that have been e.xtended him. 

As soon as the insurance has been 
adjusted and material secured the 
necessary rennir.s to the building will 
Ih* immediately made and the inter- 
runteil business resume <i. 

During the progress of the fire the 
men handling the hose and other ap¬ 
paratus showeil exceedingly good 
judgment by directing the water upon 
the spots w’here it did the most effec¬ 
tive work, and all w'ere willing, as the 
Oakland men usanlly are at a time of 
stress. 

Tw’o or three of the volunteer fire¬ 
men were slightly injure<l by falling 
glas.^, the most serious being Carl 
Kahl, who receiveil a gash across his 
right WT-ist which re<iuire<i the ser¬ 
vices of a surgeon who close<l the 
wound with half a dozen or more 
stitches.

Faith's Presence. ‘ 

Faith is the universal fact in a world 
ot persons. It is present in every man. 
No home can be busit without it, no 
business can prosper, no organization 
eucceed. no society live, no civilization 
progress; faith is fundamental to every 
aUp forward that has been taken since 
the individual cave dwellers emerged 
from his caverned fortress and 
reached his hand across the chasm of 
distrust and fear to another man. It 
has always been the first step in any 
advance. Some men had faith in the 
future of New York and invested every 
dollar they could gather in real estate. 
They reaped a fortune. So have the 
men wise enough to discern human 
movements in every quarter of the 
globe. Some men have faith in t!'.e 
automobile, in the telephone, in wire¬ 
less communication, in every article 
that man uses before it had been 
tested by experience and their faith 
has brought the return it always 
holds w’ithin it. This is precisely 
1%'hat the lesson tells us it is, an as¬ 
surance of things honed for, a con¬ 
viction of things not seen. Cyrus 
W. Field liad the most profound con¬ 
viction of things not seen in ocean 
cables, Benjamin Judah in trans-con¬ 
tinental railways, Edison in electri' 
light. Their faith gave them an as¬ 
surance of the thing honed for long 
before the rest of us woke to the pos¬ 
sibility of it and its continued follow- 
ing led them to accomplishment. 
Beligious faith is different? By no 
manner of means. This long list of 
who were heroes of faith exposes 
the same now’er present in all men 
turned toward God and moral life. 
The realm in which they exercised is 
the same. The faith I had in God 
is the same that 1 have in the bank 
but in the first case it is not affei’ted 
by panics, runs, defaulting cashiers, 
bad business judgment and therefore 
yields an invariable return which the 
bank may not. The difference is not 
in my faith but in the object of it. 
FAITH’S POWER. 

There is no power in faith itself but 
it appropriates that which inheres 
in its object. I may have the great¬ 
est faith in a man's honesty and 
honor but if my juHgement is mistak¬ 
en my faith is vain. F'aith gives one 
the absolute entirety of power poss¬ 
essed by its object, no more, no le:*s. 
A woman has faith in a man and 
gives the keeping of her life to him. 
If he is a poltroon she has dishonor, 
heart-ache, and shame If he is a 
real husband she has home, joy, pro¬ 
tection, life but in either case her 
faith has given her exactly what was 
In Its object all that w’as there. Rcaii 
thru this list of men in the les^^on 
and they were exercising great faith 
all of t hem but it w'as in God and 
His promises and the inevitable re¬ 
sult followed for with Him is no 
lack to redeem the word and they 
found all His pow’er poured into them 
and into their moral endeavors so 
that they build great lives. The 
great war revealed the same thing. 
One side had faith in a military ma 
chine, the other in a righteous caus' 
and in each case the object delivered 
its powers into believers in it so that 
when the object of ones faith c um- 
bled all the nation crumbled with it 
FAITH S VISION. 

It is the invisible world that holds 
the vision of faith. It supported 
France as it supported Mos^s. Ther- 
is a great picture in the beginning of 
the 12th chapter. The faith-f.lled 
soul stands in the great arena ready 
for the race of his life. All around, 
ties on ties, are these heroes of other 
days and it is not that they behold 
him but he is conscious of their pre¬ 
sence, he sees the invisible throng 
and catches their indomitable spirit. 
And among them is Another, evtn 
Jesus, the file-leader of all the faith¬ 
ful, that he sings out from all the 
throng as the supreme incentive for 
his endeavor. If the stimulus from 
these others and from those added 
names that the centuries have gath¬ 
ered is not sufficent, Jesus is there 
also. And the cross, not despi.sed 
but endured. There is scorn In the 
phrase, “despised the shame,” that 
was such an infinitely small thing to 
hinder any endeavor that hold within 
it a redeemed w’orld as the obje;t 
of His faith. It is the shame of the 
throng, the mockery, the spitting, the 
classing with criminals, that hums 
our cheek in the vision but He de¬ 
spised these things and put all His 
strength Into the venture of the cross, 
that is the sight that lifts our faith 
to its only completely worthy object 
as we spring into our life’s stride and 
seek our goal. 

FAITH.S VICTORY. 

Faith always conquers. Part of 
the vision is the crowned Chri.st. 
And it is His victory that has found 
its possibility in the faith that 
reached out to Hin. Always He re¬ 
joiced in the faith of men and women 


as an opportunity for the exercise 
of power. He was cramped in 
Nazareth by its lack so that he could 
there do no mighty work. It is the 
abiding characteristic that accompan¬ 
ies it with every man. A physician 
i.s called to attend a patient. His 
directions are followed but the gain 
is not great. Finally he suggests an 
operation as the only recourse but 
faith in his power of perform¬ 
ance is not sufficient and it is re- 
fusel. The patient’s faith has set the 
limit to the power he possessed. A 
case is referred to a lawyer and his 
advice is taken until he wishes to 
go into court but this is refused. 
The man’s faith has limited the ser¬ 
vice the lawyer can render. J?o is it 
with God. We trust Him for certain 
things and receive them. But there 
comes a growing dissatisfaction with 
our life an<l He asks for a deeper 
consecration, a sacrifice parallelling 
that of Isaac, promising the crowmed 
life in return. We refuse and im¬ 
mediately He has reached the limit 
of His power to transform us into 
the likeness of His Son. Victory is 
always His but its field and its ex¬ 
tent are determined by the faith that 
makes Him its object. 
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JOHN BROWN’S SON SI K IDE 


l%ed Revolver Be Carried in Border 
Raid to ^Hoot Himself. 

Salmon Brown, S.3 years old, son of 
John Brown famous Kansan of Civil 
War times committed suici<ie at his 
home in Portland. Ore., last week. 
He had been desnondent over ill 
health, having been confined to his 
bed for nearly two years. Brown used 
a revolver which he had carried thr-f 
ough the Civil VV'ar to shoot himself. 

Brown went west from Osawatomie 
twenty-five years ago, but had visited 
in Lawrence about eight years ago 
and was known by old settlers here. 
He was one of three brothers. All 
three of Brown’s sons fought with 
and aided him throughout the border 
fighting up to the time John Browm 
attempted to incite a negro rebtllion 
and seized the arsenal at Harper’s 
Ferry. 

Salmon Brown enlisted in the Civil 
War and was made a lieutenant.. 
His friends protested against his ser¬ 
ving saying that he would be shot if 
taken by Confederates because he 
was the son of John Brown. 

One border fight in w'hich Salmon 
aided his father was the battle 
against Henry Clay Pate’s men near 
Black Jack Spring. The fight ended 
by John Brown and fifteen followers 
chasing the Pate men over the ri<lge 
towanl Westport, which was one of 
the strong holds of the Pate fol¬ 
lowers. 

Salmon P. Brown, youngest son of 
John Brown, participated in many of 
the border raids with his father, but 
did not take part in jlhe Harper’s 
Ferry foray, remaining on the .Ad- 
ironack farm to harvest the 1857 
crops. He never approved of the 
Harper’s Ferry pn»ject and when his 
father and brothers departed said: 
“Boys, you’ll never come back,” and 
two of them never did. 

Among the first raids he took part 
in was when Brow'n’s ban<l broke up 
the federal court at Pottawatomie 
Two of the brothers were arrested, 
one being dragged nine miles along 
the ground between two horses. In 
an effort to retake the captured 
brothers the band had a fight with 
Col. Henry Clay Pate at Black Jack 
Springs. Although the opposing 
force was twice as strong, John 
Brown forced its surrender. 

There were other scrimmages, hut 
the next one of imiwrtance was when 
southerners raided Osawatomie. Sol- 
mon Brown was accu.sed of shooting 
.Martin White, who aided the southren 
raiders, but Brown always maintained 
he was one hundred miles from there. 

In 1864 he went to California but 
after making a fortune at sheep rais¬ 
ing lost it. In 1916 Governor Capper 
of Kansas received an appeal from a 
grand-daughter stilting that Salmon 
Brown was in want and asking the 
state to ai<i him. 


Under and by virtue of the power 
vested in the Treasurer of Garrett 
County, Maryland, by Section 52 of 
Chapter 566, of the Acts of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Maryland for the 
year 1890, title “Garrett County,”

Horses At Hesvy ‘Work Need a Ration With a High Percentage of Grain.

There Is much more To feeding old 
I*, hhin than simply giving him a little 
corn and oats and then allowing him to 
fili up on w hatever kind of hay is avail¬ 
able. fTose observation Is n.*eded more 
In feeding horses than any other class 
of live 8tr»ck. IIors.*s of the same 
XXright may hax'e dlfTerent feed r. qulre- 
ments xvlihh make it necessary to 
study the individuality of the animals. 
If the horse Is not doing xvell on a 
rr.tion a slight change slifuild he made, 
but nr. nf*nipt chang** tumv eaii^e dige^. 
tive disturhanres. 

To furnish energy for work, the 
hor'.e must he fed in .‘xcess of what 
Is needed for bodily nialntenance. The 
nimuint of f«*ed nc. *le.| for rnalnt**- 
ni;nr»* about tw.sthirds of that re- 
qiiir.'d for a horse .iolng moderate 
xv.Tk. If the work rails for more en¬ 
ergy than that In tiie ration, the stored- 
up energy of the lM>.iy fat. or other 
body tissues, xvill he dnixvn tip«»n with 
H ciuiseipient I.iss in ImmIj w« ight ami 
1 nergy. If su* h f»*«^«!iirg Is rontinu.sl.

More Grain for Light Horset. 

Horses of the light brec'ds, used for 
pleasure e»r racing, need more grain 
and less hay than do horses doing slow 
or heavy xx-ork. ftats easily rank first 
among the feeds for light heroes, nrd 
may be supplemented with crushed or 
soaked barley and bran. C‘orii la too 
fattening to constitute the hulk of the 
concentrates for light horses. It may 
he used, how ever, if supplemented wlUl 
lln.'ieed meal f»r bran. A mixture of 
r»ne .»f the leguminous hays, such 00 
alfalfa nr clover, f»*d xvfth timothy of 
other hay will furnish the roughage. A 
larger quantity of hay should be al* 
lowed for hF*rses less actively employ* 
cd. and should he fed mostly at 
night. One pound of hay and from 
one to one and one-fourth poorjdti 
I of g-rain to Iho pounds of live weight 
xvill he sufficient for such light horse# 
I at rnoflerate work.

The hors.* at hard work reciulres i Q# 
end nne-f<.ur:h to one and ono-thfrd 
p.iunds of grain for 10(t pounds IJv# 
weight. The hay. hoxvever. slionld no!

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French Tribute to First Americans to Fall 


Eulogy Spoken During Cereinony ol Burial by a French Officer 

The following eulogy was spoken during the eereiuony of burial by 
a French ollicer as the French tribute to the first American soldiers who 
fell in battle: 

‘Tn the name of the division, in the name of the French army, and 
in the name of France 1 bid farewell to Private Fmright, Private Gresham 
and Private Hay of the American army. Of their own free v\ill they 
left a prosperous and happy country to come over her?. They knew 
war was continuing in Kurope; tliey knew that the forces fighting for 
honor, love of justice and civilization were still checked by the long- 
prepared forces serving the powcrc of brutal domination, oppression ami 
barbarity. They knew that efforts were still necessary. They wished to 
give us -heir generous hearts, and they have not forgotten old historical 
memories, while others forgot more recent ones. They ignored nothing 
of tlie circumstances and nothing has been conec*alcd from tliem—neither 
the length and hardships of war nor the violence of battle, nor the dread¬ 
fulness of new’ weapons, nor the pcTfuly of the foe. Nothing stopped tliem. 
They accepted the hard and stremious life; they crossed the ocean at 
great peril; they took their }»laces on the front by our side, and they have 
fallen facing the foe in a hard and desperate hand-to-hand light. Honor 
to them. Their families, friends and fellow' citizens will be jiroud when 
they learn of their deaths. Men! These graves, the first to be dug in 
our national soil, and but a short distance from the enemy, are as a mark 
of the mighty land we and our allies firmly cling to in the common Uisk, 
confirming the will of the pec)plc and the army of the United States to 
fght with us to the finish, ready to sacrifice as long as is necessary until 
the final victory for the most noble of causes, tliat of the liberty of nations, 
the w’cak as w'cll as the mighty. Thus the deaths of these humble sol¬ 
diers apuear to us with extraordinary grandeur. We will therefore ask 
that the mortal remains of those young men be left here, left with us 
forever. We inscribe on the tombs, ‘Here lie the frst soldiers of the 
rt'public of the United States to fall on the soil of France for liberty and 
justice.’ The passer by will stop,and uncover liis head. Travelers and 
men of heart will go out of their way to exune here to pay their respective 
tributes. I^rivate F!nright, Private (iresham. Private Hay! In the name 
of France I thank you. God receive your souls. Farewell.'* ^

I .Administration is .\dding Employees 
' (o Payroll Despite War is t)ver 

Where do they all come from, and 
what do they do? Thi.s (luest for in¬ 
formation concerns the government 
clerks, who are still pouring into 
Washington as if the war had not 
ended some six months ago. 

In view of the cold, hard facts 
which show the steady increase in 
the government clearical forces, one 
can only wonder what would have 
happened if the war had continued 
another year. Some one has sug- 
gestcMl we would have had 4,000,003 
doughboys in France and 4,000,000 
stenographers in W’a.shington. Praised 
be the armistice! 

Secretaries Baker, Daniels and 
Glass may be able to oifer the best 
po.ssible exnlanations for the c..n li- 
tion, hut to the casual observer it 
seems a terrible waste of public 
moneys the way thc'^W’ar, Navy and 
Treasury Departments are fairly 
cluttererl up with clearks, who ap¬ 
parently have little t) do but stand 
around in groun.s most of the day 
and discuss the fashions and variou.^ 
other lighter tonics of the hour. 
There are some stenographers in 
Washington who frankly admit that 
if they write three or four lettrs a 
day thy feel as if they hafi exceede I 
the «need limit. 

V irtually every officer of the “home 
army”—and there are thousands of 
tiieni still ill W'asliingtuii—has liis 
own personal stenographer, and in¬ 
asmuch as most of the officers are 
merely sitting around waiting for 
their discharge it is easy to see how 
much the stenographers ha\e to do. 

W’hen the armistice was signed 
last November it was estimated there 
were 25.000 employes of the War 
Department in W'ashington. W^e 
were told at that t»me there would 
be a rapid demobilization of the civ¬ 
ilian employes and that by the Ist of 
July the department would be back 
as nearly as po.ssible to a normal 
working basis. It was realized the 
department staff could not be re¬ 
duced to pre-war figures by any 
means, but there were abundant as¬ 
surance that the great w’artime in¬ 
flation would be specilily flattened 
out. 

This .sounded like good new's for 
the taxpayers. There was ju.st one 
tiny little fault with it. It wasn’t 
true. A recent census of civilian 
employes in W’ashington, taken by 
a joint committee of the House and 
Senate on the reclassification of gov¬ 
ernment employes, showed the War 
Iiepartment in April had 2f>,092 
clerks, as against 25,000 when the 
armistice went into effect. Not only 
that, but the figures are still going 
up. During the week ended April 
19 there was a net increase of 20J 
employes in the W’ar Department. 

The Treasury Department show'c 1 
the next largest net increase, a total 
of 2H,S emnloves. The Treasury had 
about oO.OOO clerks on its payrolls 
the day of the armistice, including 
the large force in the Bureau of W’ar 
Risk Insurance. The recent census 
showes 31,442 employes in the Treas¬ 
ury. One hears a great <leal about 
government employes leaving W'ash- 
ington for their homes but it would 
seem now that every clerk who passes 
out of the Union Station meets two 
new clerks coming in. The total 
added to Uncle Sam’s payroll during 
the week ending .April 19 w'as 5.57. 
The civil service agencies all over 
the country appear to be working 
overtime certifying clerks to W’ash- 
ington. There is just one rift in the 
cloud of incoming employes. The 
government announced last week it 
w'ould receive no more applications 
for places as char- women, as a long 
waiting list alrea<ly existed in this 
clns.s. This may mean that some of 
the sorely tried housewives of Wash¬ 
ington may get a servant at some 
time in the near future. 

The Navy Department showed a 
decrease eluring the week of .April 
19. It was not much of a elecrense, 
hut still it was a stoM in the right 
direction a falling off of twenty- 
eight. The Navy Department has 
something on the other departments 
on the civilian census returns, for 
most of its big forces of temporary 
employes are yeomanettes and mar- 
inettes, who rank as members of t''.e 
enlisted personnel. It is one of t*'e 
sights of W’ashington to see the yer- 
manettes pouring out of the new 
Navy Department buildings on Poto¬ 
mac Park precisly at the hour of 
' 4:.30 in the afternoon. I have often 
wondere<J whrt lime th*' govornnicn* 
clerks really stop W’ork in order to 
I be rady to dash out of the doors the 
moment the official day'is ende<l. No 
soldier ever responded to the call for 
“over the top” at the “zero” hour in 
France with greater nerve and elan 
than the clerks of Washington leave 
their granite and concrete dugouts 
at quitting time each afternoon.

But the 
destruction of the forests and indis¬ 
criminate hunting and fishing have 
sadly depleted the stock of game 
animals and birds and the denizens of 
the streams. By restocking and care¬ 
ful conservation, it is hoped to restore 
some of the ohl huntinir anrl fishing 
grounds, for the pleasure and profit 
of the present and future generations 
of true sportsmen. At least thirty 
persons, numbering among them pro¬ 
minent farmers and villagers, have 
placed their names upon the member¬ 
ship roll of the association.

B. Z. Towwm, Clark. 
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ifferences Ironed Out in Roth House 
and Senate and Congress 
Getll to Work 

Washington, June 4. W’ith all differ¬ 
ences ironed out and perfect harmony 
reigning in both the House and Sen¬ 
ate, the Republicans of the 66th Con¬ 
gress have perfected their program 
and gotten down to business with a 
celerity and efficiency which has 
stupeffeld their opponents, who had 
counted on Republican dissention as 
their chief hope of future ^ party 
success. 

After more that twenty-two years 
of service in the Senate, having been 
elected the last time by the people of 
Pennsylvania by a majority of 260,000 
votes, Senator Penrose, regarded as 
the ablest authority on custom duties 
and taxation in either House, was 
chosen chairman of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, which will frame the new 
revenue and tariff laws during Re¬ 
publican control. Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, deferred to the great majority 
of his colleagues when he said that 
“we have nothing against Senator 
Penrose personally, but have differed 
with him as to certain methods and 
theories of taxation. The people very 
definitely stated at the polls last 
November that they wanted the Dem¬ 
ocratic party turned out of power, 
we mean to see that their mandate 
is obeyed.” Senator Gronna, anotl.er 
Pro(?ressive, pointed cut that in his 
opinion it made no difference as to 
any theories the TiCw chairman might 
have and that he voted for Penrose 
in t he interest of better legislation. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, long 
classed £S a Progressive, was made 
president protem of the Senate, and 
the entire list of chairmanships was 
made up according to the rule of sen¬ 
iority long followed by the Democrats, 
which is the rule which has been 
found to bring about the greatest 
amount of efficiency. 

In the House no difficulty has been 
found in maintaining the best good 
feeling among Republican members. 
V Factionalism, which was the natural 

momentary result of a brisk contest 
^xor Speaker, has disappeared entirely, 
and the contention of Representative 
Longworth, of Ohio, that the member¬ 
ship of the Steering Committee should 
be increased from five to nine memb¬ 
ers in order to include a representa¬ 
tive of the South, one of labbr, and 
two of the Western agricultural sec¬ 
tion, has been agreed to by all those 
interested. The committee started 
their work immediately upon the con¬ 
vening of Congress, and tw’o dr.ys 
later the first Republican House in 
eight years |>assed the wroman suf¬ 
frage amendment to the constitution 
and began the passing of appropria¬ 
tion bills delayed by the President’s 
refusal to call Congress in extra 
session earlier.

CIRCUIT COURT IN SESSION 


FARMHOUSE BURNED 


June Term Convened Monday With Residence of C. W. Friend at Bloom- 
Judge Henderson Presiding ing Rose Completely Destroyed 


On Monday the June Term of the 
Circuit Court for Garrett county con¬ 
vened with Judge Ro^rt R. Hender¬ 
son, of Cumberland, presiding, who 
charged the grand jury, of which Mr. 
H. V. Leighton, of Mountain Lake 
Park, is the foreman. 

The original docket to the term was 
called and it was a matter of com¬ 
ment by the attorneys and others in 
the court room that the docket is the 
shortest in many years. 

The appeal docket was taken up on 
Tuesday morning and disposed of in a 
very few minutes, and yesterday the 
trial of cases on the civil docket w'as 
begun. Few cases were ready for dis¬ 
position, and these were of small im¬ 
port. 

The grand jury, in its three days* 
session ending last night, has found a 
large number of indictments, many of 
the infractions of the law being for 
bootlegging. The grand jury will 
probably adjourn today or early to¬ 
morrow morning.

STUDENT DROWNED SUNDAY 


Eldest Son of .Mr. and Mrs. Henry M« 
Spelcher, of Accident, Yictini. 

Henry Ward Emerson Speicher, 18 
years of age, the eldest son of Mr# 
and Mrs. Henry M. Speicher, of Acci* 
dent, this county, was the victim of n 
most distressing occurrence on last 
Sunday afternoon about three o’clock 
when he lost his life while in bathing 
with two or three friends in an old 
mill pond two milos from Westmin¬ 
ster, Md., w'here he was a student of 
Western Maryland College. 

From what can be learned of the 
sad affair it seems that the young 
man and his companions repaired to 
the pond after they had participated 
in a memorial parade at the school 
during the earlier hours of the after¬ 
noon for the purpose of bathing. The 
companions of young Speicher repair¬ 
ed to the head of the pond leaving 
him standing on the breast of the 
dam, from which he plunged into the 
water ar.d was sern to sink beneath 
the surface by a little boy who hap¬ 
pened to be present. The boy stat¬ 
ed that he did not rise again, and be¬ 
coming alarmed he called to a Boy 
Scout who was in the woods nearby, 
and who succeeded in bringing young 
Speicher to the shore after diving for 
him. His heart was still acting and 
every means at the command of the 
scout as well as of the students who 
were the companions of the victim, 
were used to restore him, but to no 
avail. 

.\s soon as it was possible to do so 
after the news of the occurrence 
reached the college authorities at 
Westminster a message was dispatch¬ 
ed to the parents at Accident and the 
body w'as prepared and shinned on 
Monday morning to Cumberlandwhere 
it was met by the Bolden ambulance 
and transferred to the grief-stricken 
home at Accident. 

The present year was the second 
spent by the deceased young man at 
school where he was a prime favorite 
among both the faculty and the stu¬ 
dent body. He has been leading hii 
classes in every branch of study since 
his entrance into the school. 

The funeral of the young man took 
place from the English Lutheran 
church at Accident yesterday morn¬ 
ing at ten o’clock, the services being 
conducted by the Rev. Mr. Young, 
pastor of the church, assisted by Rev. 
Prof. Yount, of the faculty of West¬ 
ern Maryland College, wTiO arrived in 
Oakland on Tuesday evening and 
went from here to .Accident yesterday 
morning for that purpose. 

As an evidence of the popularity of 
Emerson the largest crowd in the his¬ 
tory of A^^t^ident gathered at the fun- 
ertl strvices, the church being filled to 
capacity and many w ho sought admis¬ 
sion could not be accommodated. The 
great masses of flowers re eived from 
many sources were banked about the 
altar of the church. The remains 
were laid to rest in Ged’s acre at the 
Dunkard church a short diMance from 
Accident. 

Messages of condolence were re¬ 
ceived by the nar.^nts of the young 
man from the authorities at the col¬ 
leges and from many ethers who 

knew and esteemed him.

The American Legion is on record 
demanding to know by what mode of 
reasoning the department reached the 
conclusion that hundreds of men w'ho 
refused to serve this country should 
have been treated with more consid¬ 
eration than the man who did the 
fighting. The association holds that 
one of the truelest injustices of the 
whole war was the preference given 
the m^n who w'antfd to escape real 
service. 

Senatar Kellogg has presented* a 
resolution asking information of the , 
Secretary cf War on the matter of 
this select set who were treated with 
more consideraticn than other young 
men who went to the colors. It 
follows: 

Whereas, during previous months the 
press of the country publi.shed arti¬ 
cles relative to the release of con¬ 
scientious ob’ectors from the mili¬ 
tary service and from confinement;

I’nder New Law All Di.scharged 
Troopers Are Entilled to Pay 

Congressman Frederick N. Zihlman, 
of the Och Maryland District, advises 
The Republican, that he will be glad 
I to take up with the Zone Finance 
1 Office, at Washington, the mileage 
j due discharged soldiers under the re- 
j cently enacted Federal Law which 
allows them 5 cents per mile from 
the place of discharge to the place 
of original muster, into the service. 

Many of the soldiers have been 
paid at the rate of 3’/^ cents per mile 
and Mr. Zihlman will collect the 
difference due in these cases and for¬ 
ward to the soldier.

Which Have Lar^e Value in Rais¬ 
ing Pigs—East Also Is Pecu¬ 
liarly Adapted to Industry. 

!Prepared by the United Htatea Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The first place iu hog nihslnR in the 
United States 1 h easily with the corn- 
growing sections, where eorn is the 
first grain thought <»f when the fat¬ 
tening of hogs IS c^i'.ii!dered. It is, 
however, fallacious to argue that hog 
raising will not give profitable returns 
outside of the corn belt. The corn 
belt has gri'Mt advantiiges for econom¬ 
ical jHirk production, hut It also has 
Its disadvantages. The cheapness and 
abundance of corn In this .section have 
often led farmers to use it as the ex¬ 
clusive grain feed. Breeiling stock so 
fed does not thrive well and is not so 
prolific as when given a varied ra¬ 
tion, and when used for fattening, an 
exclusive corn diet is not gem rally 
profitable. 

Source of Supply. 

The few states comprihing the com 
belt are tlu* source of supply for a 
great amount of swine produet.s, espe¬ 
cially hams and baeim, that are eon- 
Furiit'd in oth« r portioius of the <*oun- 
try. Yet the advantages uf these* eorn- 
helt states are little, if at all, superior 
to those of many oth<*rs outshlc cif

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CRIMINAL COURT PROCEEDINGS 


^ Fines Approximating Nearly S1800 
^ 'Imposed for IJquor Violations 

The present week has witnessed a 
number of victories for State’s At¬ 
torney E. R. Jones in the prosecution 
of violators of the liquor law of the 
county, the State scoring nearly 
every time, which has resulted in 
the imposition by the Court of fines 
approximating nearly 5^1800, togeth¬ 
er with the costs of prosecutim will 
run the bills of those who were en¬ 
gaged in the practice of bootlegging 
to probably more^ than S2500, which 
has been paid in every instance. 

Last Thursday afternoon, immedi¬ 
ately following the adjournment of 
the grand jury Judge Henderson re¬ 
turned to his home in Cumberland, the 
civil docket in the Circuit Court hav¬ 
ing been gone over and all cases 
ready for trial disposed of. On Mon 
day the Court returned to Oakland 
when the criminal docket was called 
for trial. The grand jury had accom¬ 
plished much during its four days* 
session the preceding week, having 
found fifty-nine indictments, the ma¬ 
jority of the indictments being for vi¬ 
olations of the liouor law of the coun¬ 
ty, in some instances therfe being as 
many as eighteen charges against an 
individual. 

Upon taking the bench Monda> 
morning the criminal docket was call¬ 
ed and the following cases v ere dis¬ 
posed of, there being but two trials 
by jury, the first that of Andrew 
Shartzer for violation of the liquor 
law, who was found guilty by the 
jury and a fine of .<100 and costs im¬ 
posed, and the second jury trial was 
that of B. I. Neville, charged with 
having forged a check, the jury in 
this case rendering a verdict of not 
guilty. 

All other cases were tried before 
the Court as follows: 

George C. Melody, \iolation of the 
liquor law"; plea of guilty; fined $100 
and costs. 

Donald Simpson, indicted at a for¬ 
mer session of the grand jury for 
having disposed of liquor; guilty; 
fineil $100 and costs. 

Edward J. Frantz, unlawfully sell- 
iny liquor; guilty; fined $^00 and the 
costs of prosecution. 

John Fresh, sale of liquor; guilty; 
fined *^000 and costs. Fresh recently 
Cfime to Oakland from Accident and 
engaged in the restaurant business 
The favorite brand of liquor handled 
by him was Miller’s 100 per cent. 

Snider Frantz, selling liquor; fined 
$250 and costs with a warning from 
the Court that upon his next appear¬ 
ance upon a criminal charge he would 
be sent to the House of Correction. 

Richard Coddington, sale of liquor; 
guilty; fined <100 and costs. 

Ernest McRobie, giving liquor to a 
minor; guilty; fined $100 and c'>3*s. 

Forest Fresh, stn cf John Frc'^h, 
sale of Miller’s 100 per ce.it.; guilty; 
fined $100 and costs. 

Howard Johnson, Mark Gower and 
Lorenzo Pollard, sale of liquor; guil¬ 
ty; parolled by the Cru»’t for t'.e tcim 
of three years.

Silas Idatter. who was convicted at 
a former term of the Court upon the 
charge of theft, and was paroilcfl 
for three years upon rromlse to be¬ 
come a law’ abiding citizen, was taken 
before the Court and sentenced to 
serve three years in the Maryland 
Penitentiary, he having been indict¬ 
ee by the last grand jury for stealing 
a horse and saddle. Platter’s home 
is near Grantsville. 

The appeal case of Thomas Stanton 
from the decision of a Justice of the 
Peace, was taken up and the decision 
of the lower court sustained. 

The case of William Hardesty, who 
was charged with larceny, was found 
guilty and sentenced to serve two 
years in the House of Correction. 

Darius John.son and Chester Lewis 
youths of Crellin, charged with lar¬ 
ceny, w’ere found guilty and parolled 
by the Court. 

Michael and Clarence McKenzie, 
also of Crellin, charged with the same 
j offense, were likewise found guilty 
and will receive their sentences this 
morning. 

Frank Bell and E. F, Sow'ers, of 
Kitxmiller, operating a slot machine, 
guilty; each fined $20 and costs. 

John D. Taggart, for not obeying a 
summons to appear before the grand 
jury, w'aa held to be in contempt of 
Court, and was sentenced to serve ten 
days in the County Jail.

yesterday morning Chief Judge A.

FINED FOR DYNA.MITING FISH 


Two Young .^len of Crellin l^ay Big 
Price for Violating Fish Law 

During the past w-eek, Ray Ashby 
and Ray Sanders, two young men em¬ 
ployed at the large saw mill at Crel- 
lin, located cn the Yough River, two 
or three miles from Oakland, in this 
county, for whom w’arrants had been 
issued on the charge of dynamiting 
the river for fish, were taken before 
Justice Jamrs D. Hamill in Oakland 
and fined the sum of one hundred dol¬ 
lars and costs each, w’hich w’as paid. 

The case was worked up by Dis¬ 
trict Game Warden Richard S. Brown¬ 
ing, who is determined to enforce the 
State law in this particular and put 
an end to the destruction of our fish 
by such foul methods. The conser¬ 
vation Commission of Maryland, with 
the cooperation of the Garrett County 
Fish and Game Protective Associa¬ 
tion, have been very active in the re¬ 
stocking of all trout streams this 
season, and as a good supply of black 
bass is expected from the State 
Hatchery in the near future for re¬ 
stocking the Yough River, any father 
dynamiting in any stream will le 
prosecuted to the fullest extent of the 
law. The penalty for placing dyna¬ 
mite cr other e::plo?ivc substance ii 
any stream is nunishalle by a line 
of from one hundred to three hundred 
dollars cr imprisonment in the peni¬ 
tentiary for from one to three years.

SUNDAY SCHOUL LESSON 

Especially Prepared For Readers of 
The Republican. 

Sunday, June 15. 

Prayer. Matt. f>:5-15; I John 3:21, 
22; 6:14.15. 

In nothing be an.xious; but in every¬ 
thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your reguests be 
made known unto God. Phil. 4:6. 
THE METHOD. 

Old Dan noticed the moving lips 
of Daphne who was curled up in his 
arms. “Oh, you are not uraying, are 
you?” he squirmed. Oh, 1 do hope 
you are not cne of those people who 
makes his spiritual toilet in public! 
Pear me. To brush your soul night 
and morning is no more than any 
neat person w’ould do. But in public-” 
That was precisely what Jesus object¬ 
ed to in the Pharisee as He saw him 
counting the crow’ded corner that all 
might know his holiness. There was 
nothing higher than the sightseers 
BO there could be no other response 
to the attempt to secure their ap¬ 
proval. Jesus said little about the 
fact of prayer; that He accepted and 
lived before the eyes of His intimates. 
He never seemed to feel the need of 
making any statement concerning it 
for men pray as naturally as they 
preform any other function that is 
instinctive. But He was occupied 
with the correction of wrong ideas 
about the fact. And prayer for ef¬ 
fect is still common in the East or 
whereever the mechanical perform¬ 
ance becomes tha vital thing. The 
Moslem kneels in the street and raises 
to murder an Armenian Christian 
with a clear conscience. The Hindoo 
prays and strangles and robs with 
equal facility. Small wonder that 
Jesus spoke against any method of 
prayer that would lead to such a 
mechanical idea of it as to rob it of 
ministry to the life of the prayer. 
It should focus the entire attention 
of the one engaged so that both the 
public and the machinery should dis¬ 
appear as the door shut unon both 
as well as every distracting thing 
BO that only two persons might meet. 
Place has nothing to do wdth it 
One of our leaders has discovered 
that the street car furnishes a prayer- 
oloset as effective as any locked one 
in the home. The child can clasp the 
father's hand as readily m the crowd 
as when alone if the desire and pur¬ 
pose are guiding the weaker arm. 
“Prayer is the aspiration of our poor, 
struggling, heavy-laden soul toward 
its Eternal Father, and wdth or with¬ 
out words, ought not to become im¬ 
possible, nor, I persuade myself, need 
It ever,” was the conviction of Car¬ 
lyle. It is the mood that holds com¬ 
munion under any circumstance and 
gives that communion first place in 
heart and life that has entr'red into 
the prayer secret known to our Lord. 
THE MODEL. 

A copy was .«et for the Disciples 
to follow not a fetish for their wor¬ 
ship. “He writes like a copy-book” 
is high praise for a school boy but 
sharp condemnation for the man. 
That copper-plate line is meant to 
guide the fingers into accuracy of 
movement not to throttle the ex¬ 
pression of the individual. Jesus 
was teaching a group of boys the 
swing of prayer thru which each 
should send his own .soul. If we 
retain the form it is for the same pur¬ 
pose but the mature manhood that 
writes like the cony or nrays like it 
declares the lack of development in 
some section of the life. The model 
has the movement of unselfishnesss 
for every pronoun is plural and shares 
its desire with others. It holds the 
passion for the Kingdom for that 
precedes every other personal re¬ 
quest. God’s name, God’s lule, God’s 
will are the chief concern, and Heav¬ 
en’s perfect order lecomes the ideal 
toward which the prayer leads the 
thought and life. The personal pleas 
are not excluded hut they also are 
shared. Bread. Forgiveness, guidance 
and gunrfling are the inclusive list. 
8ome one points out the fact that 
there are seven petitions conforming 
to the Jewi.sh idea of perfectne.ss 
represented by that number .so that 
this prayer form represents perfect- 
tion and sets such for us to cony. 
Certainly there can be no addition or 
elision without destroying something 
that inheres in the very nature of 
prayer. Yet it may be expanded into 
the characteristice of every age and 
Into the language of e\ery Ian 1 and 
life. 

THE SPIRIT. 

Christ’s foot-note concerns the 
spirit of the praying man. If he is 
unforgiving toward another who has 
wronged him there can be no obtain¬ 
ing of pardon for himself. He asks 
for what he will not give. But every 
pstition has been couched in the plu¬ 
ral ■o that I may have only what I 
am willing to share. But I refuse 
to do thii with the granted forgive¬ 
ness so I have ceased to pray and 
am asking God to show favoritis, an 
Utterly selfish thing. The prime es- 
aential of real prayer, an unselfish 
spirit, has disappeared. A selfish 
man is seeking to cooperate with an 
unselfish God for prayer becomes a 
partnership in the securing of some 


result desired of both. But God 
certainly desires the forgiveness of all 
men while the man does not and 
there can be no union of effort. How 
can two walk together unless they 
be airreed ? 

THE RESULT. 

Is there any answer? May we be 
confident of results? John telU us 
we know we have the petition w’e 
have asked of Him. But he has al¬ 
ready said, “if we ask anything ac¬ 
cording to His will.” Trumbull well 
contrasts faith in prayer with the 
prayer of faith. In one case we have 
a magic lamp which we may rub, in 
the other we have a light that illum¬ 
ines God’s face. Finding the will of 
God brings every desire of the life 
and every request of that dominating 
passion into line with the highest 
good for my life and thru my life so 
that God is free to work His best. 
And if I have found His will and ask, 
keeping “the hammer going,” surely 
the result may be confidently expect¬ 
ed. Others than John have discover¬ 
ed this and rejoiced in their clo.sened 
fellowship with the Father to w^hom 
they have prayed and found like 
Tennyson that “Prayer is a sluice¬ 
gate betw'cen my soul and God.”

That Is why It 
pays the average poultryman to start 
II cleun-u|* campaign In his yards which 
will result In selling nil the surplus 
rock»TeN ns soon ns they reach mar¬ 
ketable s ze. This dl.^^posltlon of the 
male birds will provble more (‘omiiKMlI- 
f*us quarters for tin* pullets wlilch are 
to Ih* rals.Ml to maturity. Furthermore, 
ns a general proposition, the earlier 
the coekerels are marketed. aft**r they 
reach suitable slz«*. the higher are 
the prh’es they will bring. otloT condi- 
tb*ns tu lng equal, while on the oth« r 
hand, the longer the <*oek» rels an* kept 
in the ftvH'k tin* smaller will be the 
net profit they will yield when finally 
sold.

('hances Setni Slight for Extension 
on Beer and Wine 

Washington, D. C., June 0—The 
“wet’^ forces who descended upon 
the capital when President Wilson 
recommemled the lifting of the war 
time prohibition ban on beers and 
light wines have at last gi\en up all 
hope of obtaining a reprieve from the 
sentence of death on July 1 next. 

The “wets” admit their only hope 
lies in an executive nroclamatiin by 
the President which would declare 
•the army demobilized and the so-call¬ 
ed prohibition act null and void. The 
chance for such a proclamation is 
very slender. President Wilson in 
his message to Congrss said: 

“I am advised that without further 
legislation I have not the legal au¬ 
thority to remove the present restric¬ 
tions.” 

It is extremely doubtful that he can 
be convinced before July 1 that the 
legal inhibition which he felt prevent- 
eu exoi’utive action on May 20 has 
been removed in the meantime. 

The very day of the President’s re¬ 
commendation it was pointed out in 
these dispatches that the Republican 
leaders in Congress would refuse to 
touch prohibition in any way The 
“wet” forces were reluctant to be¬ 
lieve this forecast at first, but as the 
legislative days have passed and as 
July 1 draws near, their hopes have 
ebbed away.

Fatal Accident to Joseph Davidson at 
Mountain Lake Dark 

Joseph Davidson, ajsred twenty-four 
years, the son of the late Dr. Wilbur 
L. Davidson, founder of the Mountain 
Lake Chautauqua, and Mrs. David¬ 
son, who resides at that place at the 
present time, was fatally injured on 
last Thursday nigrht when he fell from 
the running? board of an automobile at 
a point within two plocks of his home 
his death occurrinpr two hours later at 
the office of Dr. Henry W. McComa.s 
in Oakland to which he was rushed 
immediately following the regretta¬ 
ble accident. 

With him in the automobile were 
his brother, McGregor Davidson, who 
was recently discharged from service 
in the navy, and two other young men, 
the party being on their way to Oak¬ 
land to meet train No. 4 upon which 
a company of Oakland young people 
were returning from a dance at Terra 
Alta. 

From what can be learned of the 
accident it appears that both the Da¬ 
vidson boys were on opposite sides of 
the car and both standing upon the 
running board. It is thought that 
Joseph attempted to change his posi- 
tion, and losing his balance fell to the 
roadway, striking his head upon the 
macadam, which produced a fracture 
of his skull at the base of his brain. 
It is claimed and has been borne out 
that the car was going at a reasona¬ 
ble rate of speed and that the motion 
of the car was not sufficient to throw 
him. 

He was one of three brothers who 
entered the serv ice of the Gov’ernment 
mt the outbrake of hostilities, Joseph 
entering the air service as a balloon 
obeerver, McGregor as a yoeman in 
the Navy and the elder brother, W'il- 
bur, obtained his commission us a 
lieutenant in the aviation section. 

Joseph Davidson served for eigh¬ 
teen months in the foreign field where 
he earned an exceptional record as a 
fearle.s8 soldier of the air. 

At the stricken home in the Park 
on last Friday night a brief service

-leell, of the Park M. F^. church, and 
on the same evening the bo<ly of the 
young man, accompanied by the grief- 
stricken mother and two brothers, was 
taken to Cleveland, Ohio, where the 
interment was made, the remains be¬ 
ing buried by the side of his father.

Republicans .Vdopt Graham ResolutiM 
Authorizing Special Committo* 

A sweeping inv estigation of the vast 
expenditures for the war is aasurtd 
says a special from Washington. 

The House, following a number of 
brief but forceful speechei frOS 
prominent members of the majofitf, 
adopted the, Graham resolution for aa 
investigation by a special committee 
of fifteen into the expenditures of 
the W’ar Department. 

The investigation will be made by 
the original committee on expend!* 
tures in the War Department en* 
larged to fifteen. Representative 
Graham of Illinois, one of the young* 
er members of the House an able 
and vigorous individual, a lawyer 
by Profession, will head the com* 
mittee. The plans of the committee 
w’ill be formulated as speedily as 
practicable. 

Apprehending the consepuences of 
opposition; the minority membere 
did not vote against the resolution. 

That the inquiry will take a wide 
scope is fully anticipated. While it 
relates primarily to how the public 
money in vast sums was expended, 
this of course, involves practically 
an inquiry into the conduct of the war. 

As far as possible, duplications of 
inquiry as between House and Senate 
wdll be avoided. Plans for invest!* 
gating the Bureau of War Risk In¬ 
surance are being matured. As was 
indicated by Leader Mondell before 
the House rules committee, in cases 
where the Senate is going deep into 
a particular subject, the House will 
steer clear of it. 

The determination of the Re¬ 
publicans in Congress to make thor¬ 
ough inquiry into the manner in 
which the public’s money was ey* 
pended during the war simply means 
that the time has come when Con¬ 
gress and the people are to know, 
at last, what has become of the vast 
*lump sum’ appropriations which 
were asked for so insistently by th# 
Democratic administration; and which 
were provided so liberally and un¬ 
complainingly by Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 

“During the progress of the war,” 
said Representative Graham of Illi¬ 
nois, “the head if the various de¬ 
partments came before Congress and 
requested billions of dillars be ap¬ 
propriated—not. as in ordinary tims, 
for definite and limited purposes, 
but in lump suni.s—leaving entirely 
to their discretion and personal ef¬ 
ficiency the manner in which it was 
to be expended. The country was at 
war. and we ^ave them practically 
everything they demanded, and in 
the exact manner in which it had 
keen requested. But that did not 
n.ci-.n that the public should never 
knew what he'*ame of these great 
Tlie war is over and 
the lime has come for this conv’en- 
ient phrase—‘lump sum appropria¬ 
tions’—to be dissected and the 
public informed as to whether* wo 
have been wise or foolish tQ, make 
appropriations in this manner.” 

The Republican le^ider in the 
House, Representative Mondell, 
speaking before the Rules Commit¬ 
tee in favor of the Graham resolu¬ 
tion. pointcil cut that the creation 
of this sp-cial committee would not 
now be necessary if the standing 
committees cf the House possessing 
exa tlv similar powers had properly 
pei*form»eil their duties during tho 
period that the Deniocrates had con¬ 
trol of Congress. 

“The investignticn into war ex¬ 
penditures proposed by Mr. Graham,” 
said Mr. Mondell, “is no dicerent 
from what should have been don# 
each session by the regular commit¬ 
tees on expenditures in the variouf 
departments. 

“The country will not be com¬ 
pelled to witness useless and dupli¬ 
cated investigations by the R€|)ubli- 
cans. Our entire program for in¬ 
vestigation has been methodically 
arranged. There will not be ind#- 
pendent investigations of the s#m# 
subjects by both the House and 
Senate. If the Senate wants to mak# 
the investigation into the coloesal 
expenditures for aircraft production, 
and ordnance, we will gtr# oar at¬ 
tention to the other divisions of th# 
subject, or vice versa. In this way 
we will save time and mousy, and 
keep the public informed withsot 
overwhelming it with overlapping In¬ 
quiries seeking the same end.”

ANOTHER ARMY ARRIVES 


31any Million Strong, it Descendis on 
Maryland Cities and Towns. 

The State Board of Forestry has 
liad so many inquiries of late in re¬ 
gard to a serious trouble which is 
affecting the foliage of shade trees 
all over the State, that it takes this 
opportunity to call the attention of 
the tree-loving public to a recogni¬ 
tion of the damage which this army 
do to the young growth on trees. 

Have you noticed the White Oak 
leaves curled up and brown—have 
you observed Maple and Elm leaves 
covered with a sticky substance which 
gives them an appearance of being 
varnished,—has your attention been 
called to the swarms of ants marching 
tip and down the trunks of affected 
trees? Follow up any or all of these 
clues and you will find the twigs and 
the under side of leaves literally | 
awarming with little insects, which | 
are known as plant lice or | 
aphids. This is the invading army, j 
and it should be met, not with flags 
allying and showers of candy, but 
with spray pumps and showers of ' 
poison spray. 

Though the entomologists tell us 
that there are about 325 species of 
the plant lice so that there is a kind 
for almost every variety of plant, 
yet they all have the common charact¬ 
eristic of being small and so soft- 
bodied and tender that you can*hard!y 
pick one up without killing it. The 
ijuestion then naturally arises how 
can such a delicate organism become 
such a menace to thrifty trees—and 
the answer is—numbers—sheer over- t 
whelming numbers. The aphids are 
the charter members of the anti-race- 
suicide club. By way of a bit of ar¬ 
ithmetic, let us follow one egg thr¬ 
ough a summer season, ju.st one egg 
that was tucked away in a sheltered 
crevice in the bark over winter and ; 
hatched out about the time the leaves 
burst forth on neighbor Brown’s 
vigorous young maple tree. This 
young aphid, when about three days 
old, is mature enough to produce i 
young aphids alive at the rate of * 
about ten a day—and each of those 
ten in turn, when from three to five ^ 
days old, is capable of producing 
young aphids at the same rate as the : 
mother—so at the end of the first two 
weeks we have the amazing total of 
l,546,72d aphids, at least that was the 
number obtained iust before we broke 
the adding machine. Now, if wen*her 
conditions are favorable, this would 
continue until fall, at which time the ' 
original female would have become 
the progenitor of nearly six billion 
offspring You will have to take the . 
scientist’s word for that, for as men- I 
tioned before the a(i<ling machine re- ' 
fused to register much after the first . 
million and a half. Fortunately fur I 
us there an* generally cold, wet 
spring days which the tender .aphids 
are unable to survi\e, hut Ihi.s year 
the recent succession of hot, muggy , 
days has enabled the aphids to get a 
good start toward that six billion 
mark. j 

The aphid does not eat the leaves 
or tender shoots, he sticks a pump he , 
has for that purpose into the leaves 
and sucks out the plant juices. De- I 
prived of their jiroper amount of ■ 
moisture, the leaves at once start 
to curl and then wither, while the ' 
young shoots become wilted; and : 
eventually die. The sap after passing j 
through the aphid’s body is ejected ] 
in those sticky drops known as “Honey | 
l)ew,’’ which gi\es the leaves such | 
a varnishe<l appearance. The ants 
are very fond of this honey, in fact 
the aphids have been called the ant’s 
cows, becau.se the ants take this dew 
from them so regularly. 

Damage. 

These anhi<l.s cannot kill tre<s in 
one season, hut they ean appreciably 
retard t.’ e groth and prevent the 
maturity of fruit, and they (an make 
a city’s shade trees un.sightly to look 
at and unnleasant to walk beneath. 
Delay is c(»st’y—to he informed 
shoull he to act. 

Kejiiedic... 

Since tbes* insects are haf suckers 
and not Itaf eaters, y(*u must meet 
them with a sj ray alt^ck. a chemicnl 
solution powerful enough to kill the 
aphids the minute it strikes them. 
One that will not I aim the foliage 
hut will be nevertheless effective is 
nicotine sulphate, a fiieparatii n whicii 
can he obtained, with proper direc¬ 
tions for strength ( f n ivture and 
methoil of anplication, from any re¬ 
liable seed house. 

The pri\ate owiur will of course 
take care of his own trees in lawn 
and orchard. In the ca.^e cf strees in 
towms. the municipal authorities 
should take the matter in hand. Un¬ 
der the Roadside Tree Law, the State 
Board of Forestry can .see that street 
trees are planted and properly trimm¬ 
ed, but our funds are extremely limit¬ 
ed and municipal expenditure is neces¬ 
sary to give 8de<)uate prote:'tion to 
city trees from insect and fungous 
attacks.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

Sunday, June 22. 

Love. I Corinthians 13. 

Now abideth faith, hope, love, these 
three; and the greatest of these is 
love. 

U. S. WRIGHT 

Professor Paul Science Dept., School 
of Life. 

This is a lesson in laboratory prac¬ 
tice. A box of strange specimens 
had hern sent in from Corinth. The 
social mud lay thick there and it 
sw’armed with living things that were 
bizarre, stenchful or beautiful but all 
vigorously active. There were old 
fossils from ages of heathenism that 
might mean either death or life to 
the finder and user. Paul knew it 
well for he had dug there for a year 
and a half and had left a well 
organized group of converts. 
It was a city thru which the tides 
sw’ept as they do in New York and 
business, ganie.s and travel made 
swirling cd lys and treacherous w.hirl- 
nools. Paul came to Ephesus and 
hearing of conditions in the old circle 
wrote his first letter mentioned in I 
Cor. 5:1). Evidently it was not taken 
very seriously and a reply was sent 
by messenger (7:!). Questions re¬ 
vealed a state that filUd Paul with 
an.xiety and he addressed him.self first 
to those divisions, (1:10) vices, (5:1, 
and litigations (0:1) and then turned 
to the written queries all of which 
make up what we know as First Cor¬ 
inthians. Tliere laay he a iiUestion 
whether the wonderful fifteenth chap¬ 
ter was in reply to a direct in(|uiry 
or not but it answers completely some 
who were teaching that Christ did not 
rise from the dead. Among the 
oueries was one about spiritual gift. 
Which was the mist to he desired? 
There had ri.sen the strange pheno¬ 
menon known as speaking with 
tongues, an ecstatic utterance which 
might be entirely meaningless to the 
speaker and to all the others or an 
interpretation might le given. Was 
not this a direct manifesta¬ 
tion of the Holy Spirit? Should not 
such a clear demonstration of His 
possession entitle the possessor to 
special recognition? Was not some¬ 
thing of this nature the highest mark 
of holiness? .\ll the ('orinthian churcli 
was stirred by the claims and counter¬ 
claims and they were giving over all 
other things in seeking for these 
gift.s*. Professor Paul proceded to 
examine all this under cerUiin tests 
as any scientist would do and came 
:o very definite conclusions. He w'a.s 
very .sure that this was not the high¬ 
est type of the Christian life. He lid 
not deny its validity hut he ordered 
its reirulalion and out lassed its love 
a thous:ind fold 
THE QI ALITATIVE TEST. 

The old i*tofe.ssor began by apply¬ 
ing the qualitative test to the c«»n- 
duct of life seeking the elements that 
underly it Tongues are not suffi¬ 
cient in themselves for'they are mere¬ 
ly sound. It is not the blow i)ut the 
blower that counts. ProT)hecy is 
weighed and balanced, faith is an¬ 
alyzed. martyrdom is taken up and 
in no case is the thing it.self the prime 
matter but only what lies behind it. 
Is there a residium of love in the test 
tube? Then only may the action pass, 
('onduct is the clothes of ( haractir. 
A thief and an honest man may wear 
the same sort hut if we judge merely 
by the dress the judgement is faulty, 
(•reed and generosity may don the 
same garb hut the men differ as the 
poles. .'Ml tin ^e things that were 
troubling the (’orinthian ( hristians 
an* far from the fini-iL determinative 
thing. Diffennees mav he vital or 
venal; why (|o we differ? It is for 
love’s sake? Tongues may he at the 
top or the bottom of tl.e scale; is love 
the srmkesman ? Only conduct that 
builds ut>on love can be c«»unted 
w<(rthy. Love is the ultiinate thing 
to seek in tl.< justifying of any cour.se 
itnd not until lo\e controls notional 
and international is^use, .sits in coun¬ 
cil with money and min at the econ¬ 
omic table, shines thru all the pat¬ 
terns of the denominational fabric 
and links alley and ave iue will tl.e 
solution be found for the world’s pain. 
THE FKKTION TEST. 

Having satisfied himself uoon on • 
fjoint the old Professor began the 
te.sl of slow', grinding friction that 
seemed to continue indefinitely and 
yet it failed to change iHe structure 
of the article being examined. Love 
still kent its characteristics where 
every other thing failed. There was 
an utter absence of the heat that 
would he expected to arise under such 
treatment. There w’as still kindness, 
still praise of others, still modesty, 
still courtesy, still un.selfishness. still 
even teniner, still nutting the best 
interpretation upon things, still joy 
in truth’s manifestation tho it 
brought disadvantage, still patient, 
trustful, honeful and gently strong 
disposition. No wonder that Profes 
sor Paul grew increasingly enthusi 
astir as the te.sting revealed such 
surprising results. And with every 
new year this characteristic means 
more to the world for individualism 
is passing and collectiveisni grows so 


that each life and each group is sub¬ 
jected to ever increasing friction as 
the people of the world touch each 
other at a greater number of places 
and with more intensity. War was 
one result, race fear and injustice is 
another. Love must become the bear¬ 
ing upon which the world’s shafts 
turn or the machine of civilization 
will soon burn itself into wreckage. 
THE ENDURANCE TEST. 

Will the material endure indefinite¬ 
ly the strain of traffic? Can it be 
depended upon next year in the same 
fashion as now? Once more the Pro¬ 
fessor plied his tests, this time to 
discover whether there was a break¬ 
ing point or not bevond which it was 
not safe to go. Prophecies, tongues, 
knowledge splintered or snapped 
under the strain he put upon them. 
There was an end more or less speedy 
for each of them. At last he found 
an alloy that was unbreakable under 
every test that he could devise and 
this was a combination of faith, hope 
and love hut the base ho found had 
to he the last. Faith alone was too 
brittle, hope alone was too malleable 
hut fused with love there came out 
the qualities found in both earth and 
heaven and honored alike in eft?h. 
And it i.s the hope^of both worlds as¬ 
suring against chaos in our ow’n and 
di.scord in that which is to come. 
For Professor Paul tried the spect¬ 
roscope also and discovered that 
Heaven’s blazing light contained the 
same elements found in his test tube 
in Earth’s laboratory.

In reciting the fact he .said: “The 
government is now' holding 120,000,000 
pounds of rost leef in cans, 20,000, 
qOO pounds of corn beef hash in cans 
85,000.000 pounds of corn beef in cans 
and 5(),000,()0(>, pounds of bacon in 
(•an.*^. The explanation of the War 
Dejiartmont is that to release it to 
the people would cau^e a break in 
prices. It is stated that vast amount 
of food in cans represents five months 
of intense active production, whsch, 
under any other conditions than lhj.se 
of war. would mean two vears f 
production. 

**I know of no disaster that would 
follow the lowering of food prices to 
the people at a time when they are 
larrying many burdens of taxation 
and wlun a great many are oul of 
employment. The destru''tion of 
prices current should not be avoiiled 
when prices are as high as now. This 
is the plea of a committee represent¬ 
ing the packers and I do not believe 
in it. In the face of abundant 
uction,, it cannot with reason be con- 
dented that there is a scarcity of pro¬ 
duction. Therefore the law of supply 
and demand should not he retarded 
and obstructed by the Secretary of 
War, hut should he allowed fr€M* reign 
so as to benefit all the people of the 
country. This vast amount of food 
should he thrown ut>on the market, 
now that peace is here, and slioulii 
he permitted to take it.s chance with 
the other (Utnut of the packers.

MAY MISS HIS tiCESS ARCH T 
THAT THIKH TERM 
The only way President Wilstm 
can be nrevented from running for a 
tbini term is for the Republican 
Senate to ratify the League of Na¬ 
tions covented, so inspired dispatches 
from F’aris inform us. He iloesn’t 
want to be President again, so bis 
press agents tell us. He wouldn’t 
ordinarily think of running for a 
third term. He feels, however, that 
be has a great task to perform and 
It will be incom»^leto if the Senate 
ioetD*t accept the League of Nations 


Therefore he will have to run again 
for the Presidency, distasteful as it 
will Ik* to him to do so. 

The President has been fair about 
it. He gives the Republicans due 
warning as to what they may expect 
Either ratify the League of Nations 
canvenant, just as it has been deter¬ 
mined unon by the President, or 
take him for President for four years 
more. .Mr. Wilson will make this 
sacrifice for the good of humanity 
and to render the w'orld safe for 
democracy. 

Of course the President may be 


mistaken about what will hapoen if 
he does run for the Presidency a 
thir<l time. He may have miscalcu- 
lateil as to the chance of his being 
re-elected. In 1910 he was re-elected 
but surely he con’t have forgotten 
that it was a close thing. The change 
I of a few votes in ('alifornia, for in¬ 
stance, would have deprived the 
world of his great assist ince and 
abilities in making war end after¬ 
wards in making r..ace. Perhaps 
California may not vote in 19l!0 li:e 
wry it did in 1910. President Wil¬ 
son was, “keeping us out of war” 
then, if you remember about it. In 
1920 California may think he is try¬ 
ing to keep us in war by attempting 
to have this country ijecomo a part 
of the League of Nations. Folks look 
upon these things in a funny way 
sometimes. 

It surlv was kind and considerate 
of President Wilson to give the Re¬ 
publicans this chance to “get out 
from und‘. r.” It can’t be said he 
didn’t give them ample warning. Now 
they know what they’re un against 
Eithr ratification of the League of 
Nations covenant or Wilson, that’.s 
all. It rather places the Republicans 
between the Devil an<l the deep, (leep 
sea. Thev haven’t been given much 
of^ a choice. Some people will fail 
to see wliy it is absolutely nece^s.-iry 
for the Republii ans to make a choice. 
If they go right ahead, doing what 
they think is right, it may not 
trouble them at .dl. But Mr. Wil-on 
doesn’t seem to see it thi.s way. We’ve 
either got to take him again as Pres¬ 
ident or give the League of Nations 
a chance s > that he can be marie 
President of that. In either event, 
ns he sees it, he will be the winner. 
.As Presirlent of the I’nited .States 
he will be able to dictate just as he 
has for six years or more. .As Pres¬ 
ident of the League of Nations he 
will also I e in a position to ilictate 
to the T’niter! States atul all the 
worM besides. Tliat is, if he hasn’t 
made a miscalculation, which is. of 
course, always to he ernsidered as 
likely to happen.

The world has had many brave men. 
There are multitudes ot them now. 
History is full of their valorous deeds.

His 
campaign in .Africa a success he was 
h nored in K( me with a Dictatorship 
tjr ten years. In wars, oft in civil 
commotions he was compelled to de¬ 
fend his position by the sword. An in¬ 
tellectual gtant, a victorious general, 
bjt ;n all history there is not an in¬ 
stance which excels him for moral de¬ 
formity. Sensual in the extr» me, aw¬ 
fully .-rue!, r.'- man occasi(»nKl so much 
human mistry with t j little pr'*vicutiuri. 
In his campaigns in Gaul, I'lutarch says 
he *lettroynl er.f million men in battle, 
imprisonid a miilion more many of 
whom perished as gladiators while all 
w» re rrdu'nl to servitude. But retrib- 
atP'O followed him swift justice was 
m.eoicd rut to him and covering his face 
with his cloak, h« fell before thirteen 
diggers or assassins. A mighty con- 
t^utror of empires, yet not in tl;e true 
-en e of the world of world conA}ueror. 

Men without a saving knowledge of 
Christ or nr*preciation ol Him have 
been kings and conquerors in the finan¬ 
cial world. The Rothschild’s name is 
assoeiattd with the finance.^ of all 
Europe. Thty have been the money 
kings. From humble origin by his in¬ 
tegrity and ability, .Mayer An-»elt Roth- 
s:hild, scon came into close relation 
with the German princes. One of his 
s »ns headed tie Frankfort house in 
Gerriiunv and the other four heenme 
the chief of the houses at \ lenna.

hors , his «*r.d was preferable to the 
grcikteat nion*yid king who had no in¬ 
terest in he' a< n. 

Christltss men have conqiiorcd the 
physical world as explorers, going be¬ 
fore t * open up the way for civiliza¬ 
tion. pn-gress and Christianization. Yet 
themselvi s having no part in the bless 
ings that follow.

' MAY MISS HIS (H ESS \R(H T 
THAT THIKII TERM 
The only way President Wilson 
can be prevented from running for a 
third term is for the Repi^blicnn 
Senate to ratify the I.eague of Na¬ 
tions covented, so inspired dispatches 
from Paris inform us. He doesn’t 
want to he Pre.sident again, so his 
press agents tell us. He wouldn’t 
ordinarily think of running for a 
third term. He feels, however, that 
he has a great task to perform and 
It will he incomnlete if the Senate 
ioeioT accept the League of Nations 


Therefore he will have to run again 
for the Presiilency, distasteful as it 
will be to him to do so. 

The Presi<lent has lH*en fair about 
it. He gives tho Republicans due 
warning as to what they may expect 
Either ratify the I.eague of Nations 
canvenant, just as it has been deter¬ 
mined unon by the President, or 
take him for President for four years 
more. .Mr. Wilsf»n will make this 
sacrifice for the good of humanity 
and to render the world safe for 
democracy. 

Of course the President may be 


mistaken about what will hapoen if 
he does run for the Presidency a 
third time. He may have miscalcu¬ 
lated as to the chance of his being 
re-elected. In llHd he was re-elected 
but surely he con’t have forgotten 
that it was a close thing. The ch inge 
of a few votes in ('alifornia, for in¬ 
stance, would have deprived the 
world of his gnat assistince and 
abilities in making war end after¬ 
wards in making peace. i'erhaps 
California may not vote in 19l*0 ti e 
wry it did in 1910. Pre-ident Wil¬ 
son was, “keeping us out of war’’ 
then, if you remember about it. In 
1920 California may think he is try¬ 
ing to keep us in war by attempting 
to have this country ’necomc a part 
of the League of Nations. Folks look 
upon these things in a funny way 
sometimes. 

It surlv was kiinl and considerate 
of President Wilson to give the Re¬ 
publicans this chance to “get out 
from uiul* r.” It eaiTt be sai<l he 
didn’t give them ample warning. Now 
they know what they’re un against 
Eithr ratification of the League of 
Nations covenant or Wilson, that’.; 
all. It rather places the Republicans 
betwetn the Devil and the deep, deep 
sea. They haven’t b« en given much 
of, a choice. S une people will fail 
to see why it is .absolutely nece's.iry 
for the K< publi< ans to make a choice. 
If they go riglu ahead. <loing whnt 
they think is right, it may not 
trouble them at .dh Hut Mr. Wil-on 
doesn’t seem to see it this way. We’ve 
either got to take him again as Pres¬ 
ident nr give the I.eague of Nations 
a chance s) that he can be ma<le 
President of that. In either event, 
as he sees it, he will he the winner. 
.As President of the I’nited .States 
he will be able to dictate just as he 
has for six years or more. .\s Pres¬ 
ident of the League of Nations he 
will also 1 e in f. position to ilietate 
to the I’nited States ami all the 
world besides. That is, if he ha.sn’t 
made a miscalculation, which is. of 
course, always to he c« n-idered as 
likely to happen.

The world has had many brave men.

••en e of the world of world conqueror.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


WORI.D CO^JQUERORS 
When the world’s movement dawn¬ 
ed upon Galileo, it did not lie dor¬ 
mant in his mind, thougrh its expres-, 
aion would shake thrones, disturb 
hoary institutions and bring down 
upon his head the anathemas of a 
church, and in the moment of forced 
abjuration compelled him to cry out, 
**but it does move.” His ideas pre- 
vailetl and the world came to recog¬ 
nize him as a conqueror. So it has 
been with the discoverers, inventors 
and great leaders of thought and 
action. 

But who has overcome the world 
in the sense of emancipating himself 
from its allurements and evils and 
subjecting it to a spiritual domina¬ 
tion except those who have “believed 
that Jesus is the Son of God?” 

These are the ones who have over¬ 
come. Theirs ever has been and will 
be a victorious life. To conquer im¬ 
plies a conquest. This also implies 
enemies and the Christian has ene¬ 
mies he must meet and overcome. 
This is the “lust of the flesh,” which 
is like sugar-coated pills, sweet with¬ 
out, yet full of bitterness. “No sooner 
is it enjoyed, than repentance is at 
hand, for pleasure and sorrow arc 
twins.” 

It comes to us as Elind to Eglon, 
with a concealed dagger, which in a 
moment we least expect, thrusts us 
through to our death. Yet in spite of 
the many warnings of the fearful 
consequences of yielding to this en¬ 
emy; in the face of the evidence of 
its insidious power, yet men plunge 
into lust that bring their bodies into 
sickness or into such a state that 
they would not dard tell their inti¬ 
mate friend of the loathsomeness that 
even now doth breed upon frames, and 
though they abhor themselves, yet 
will the fool go again to the stocks, 
and as a sheep, will lick the knife that 
is to slay it. So will those in the 
meshes of fleshly lust go on in their 
sins despite warnings or advice until 
they perish in their guilt. Strange, is 
it not, that grownups are even worse 
than children. You have seen chil¬ 
dren go for a merry skate on the ice, 
but if told it will not bear them, they 
desist, or if they venture on, they 
quickly get off when they hear the 
first cracking of the ice. 

But men with consciences which 
tell them of the vileness of their sins 
which will be their ruin, hear the 
crackings of sin, as its thin sheet of 
pleasure gives way beneath them, and 
though they have seen their com¬ 
rades sink in the flood and last, yet 
they go sliding on, worse than chil¬ 
dren, worse than mad, for such pre¬ 
sumptuously play with their own ev¬ 
erlasting state. Sin, in its various 
forms, is our deadly enemy. Its al¬ 
lurements and deceitfulness are force¬ 
fully illustrated by the Judas tree. 
Its blossoms appear before the leaves 
and are of brilliant crimson. The 
flaming beauty of the flowers attract 
many insects and the bee is drawn to 
it to gather honey. But every bee 
fhat alights on its blossoms imbibes 
a fatal opiate and drops to the earth 
dead from among the crimson flowers. 

Beneath this enticing tree, the 
earth is strewn with victims of its 
fatal fascinations. That fatal plant 
that attracts only to destroy, is a 
vivid emblem of the deadliness of sin 
which has a thousand treacherous 
charms. For the poison of its flowers 
there is but one remedy—it is found 
in the leaves of the tree of life. 

Accursed thing that it is, enemy of 
our souls, besetting us at every turn; 
ceaseless in its efforts; artful in its 
practice; powerful in its operations, it 
sweeps us on noiselessly, yet surely, 
to our ruin. This is the eneny that 
has erected a barrier between us and 
God; that puts out the light of our 
household joys: that has unstrung 
our harps and filled the air with dis¬ 
cordant cricks. Sin is the foe that has 
unsheathed the sword and bathed it 
in human blood; that has clug every 
grave. Oh, accursed enemy! Had 
it not been for this we would never 
have known the name orphan and 
widow; tear and sigh; sorrow an<l 
death. Nor woulrl our hearts ever 
have been wrung with a pang, but 
our joys would have been as pure as 
the ecstasies of heaven. 

The only wages it offers its votaries 
death. The genius of an old 
h^then fashioned a goblet, which 
a moral of which many a life 
and (j^*athbed since have been a mel¬ 
ancholy ^lustration. He fixed a 
model of ® serpent in the bottom of 
a cap. coi/”^ ** spring, its eyes 
flashing and with open mouth, 

ita fangs rlJ^ed to strike, it lay l>e- 
neath the ruh'» wine. He who raised 
the cup to quaff the tempting nectar 
did not suspect i^ presence ’till as he 
reach«»d the dregs the hideous head 
rose up with glistening eyes before 
his fare. Just so, when life’s cup is 
nearly emptied, and sin’s last pleas¬ 
ure is quaffed and unwilling lips are 
draining the bitter dregs, then shall 
rise up the ghastly terrors of re¬ 
morse, of death and of judgement 
upon the despairing soul. 

There it is, nor let us forget it, at 
the bottom of guilt’s sweetest pleas¬ 


ure, a deadly poison lurks. 

“Enter not into the path of the 
wicked^ and walk not in the way of 
evil men; avoid it, pass not by it; 
turn from it, and pass on.”

CIVILIZATION BUILDERS. 

The lesson has presented a blue- 
p^rint of a worthy civilization. They 
have largely concernud themselves 
with the foundation upon which the 
structure must rest while other de¬ 
tails of the building are reserved for 
the lessons that follow. The first 
great buttress is a persanal God act¬ 
uated by the spirit of sacrificial good¬ 
will. Four weeks were occupied in 
making that winsome picture com¬ 
plete in which whatever the man¬ 
ifestation always all of God wa» pre¬ 
sent. There is no absentee Deity 
whether the Name be Father, Son 
or Spirit. The Moslem civilization 
rests upon a personal God but devoid 
of justice or good-w’ill so that sac¬ 
rifice is impossible. The Hindoo con¬ 
ception makes our “Moral characters 
superior to the moral character of 
the Hindoo Gods.” Buddhism pre¬ 
sents existence as an evil that mu.st 
be lost before man reaches his high¬ 
est so that God becomes a spiritual 
quagmire. Confucianism lives in the 
realm of legal relations but has no 
personal Maker of them. With good 
in every faith there is yet no real good 
in any faith that does not inhere in 
Christianity. The second buttress is 
man as a free person w’orthy to be¬ 
come the partner of God in the carry¬ 
ing on the moral order. No civiliza¬ 
tion can live that does not respect the 
individual regardless of age or sex. 
The moral passion of the world 
flamed again.st a Prussianism that 
makes manhood cannon-fodder and 
a Bolshevism that degrades woman¬ 
hood into the tool of man. Exploited 
child-hood, degraded womanhood, 
caste or class preeminence based 
upon birth or the economic condition 
becomes mere rotten rock that crum¬ 
bles under the building so that its 
fall is certain as the sun. The third 
recognized the price of personal free¬ 
dom and plans for its payment. (lod 
took a tremendous risk when He jeft 
man free, but without that possibility 
he never could have risen. But hav¬ 
ing so made him God could not leave 
him without a chance for restoration 
and remain a moral CJod. Grace 
opens a door of return for repentant 
sons. Civilization that does not make 
any such provision is doomed in its 
beginning. What would have been 
the outcome of the present war if 
after the defection of the Confe 1- 
eracy no provisions had l>een worked 
out for its restorationas an honored 
part of our national life? To 
deny Germany the possibility 
of restorationto the family 
of nations would be a glaring denial 
of the plan of (lod. God made sin 
possible but He over- balanced it with 
the glory of victorious manhood and 
this must be inwrought in any plan 
of personal, national or international 
life. The last buttress that the les¬ 
sons have given is the spirit of per¬ 
sonal relationships existing between 
man and man or man and (iod. 
Faith is fundamental in any social 
world. Obedience to rightful laws, 
communication with the supreme 
moral authority which we call Father 
and.an attitude of love toward ever.v 
other person must be included in the 
program of any world that expects 
to live. Thus thru the quarter we 
have beem learning civilization build¬ 
ing in the study of the ideas which 
must be included in any lasting order. 
Doctrines are not then a creation of 
meaningless formulas to be swollow- 
ed l^y credulous followers but are the 
laws of the social or spiritual world 
as gravitation is one of the law's of 
the physical world.

R Ml ROAD RVTE.S MUST BE 
BOOSTED TO MEET EXPENSE 

Director-tieneral Adniita Lows Under 
DemiN'ratir Control Runs into Millions 

Before the House appropriations 
committee. Director General Hines of 
the railroad administration, said that 
only by increased rates can the gov¬ 
ernment-controlled railroads meet 
their operating expenses. 

Mr. Hines said, however, that be is 
opposed to any increase at this time 
as it might advance the cost of neces¬ 
sities of life. 

He asked the committee for $1,- 
200, 000,000 additional for the rail¬ 
road administration’s revolving fund 
for the rest of the calendar year. 
He did not think the wages of rail¬ 
road employes were more than reas¬ 
onable, said he could see no present 
prospect of reducing them, and ad¬ 
ded that reduction in equipment 
prices was problematical. 

Mr. Hines, admitting a huge de- 
flict. said the government’s loss in 
1918 and the first three months of

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this year was $486,000,000. He said 
proposed loans to rai]road.s, includ¬ 
ing advances last year, would be in- 
crea8<*d to '*775,000,000. 

In giving expression to bis view 
that rates must 1 h* raised if the 
deficit is met, Mr. Hines is simply 
stating what has been well under¬ 
stood here for weeks, in fact months, 
by men who have kept pace with the 
facts. 

Indeed, there is known to be in 
progress a movement for the ad¬ 
vancement of rates. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances, the opposition of Mr. 
Hines to an increase now' lest it ad¬ 
vance the cost of the necessities of 
life l>ecome.s the more interesting. 
Last week, delegations from five 
northwestern stiites went before the 
railroad administration to oppose a 
.30-cent per ton increase in coal rates 
from Illinois and Indiana fields. 

Under ih;* circum.stanc< s, Mr. 
Hines’ statement to the appropria¬ 
tions committee is drawing comment 
from members of ('ongress to the 
effect that while for politi.'ul reasons 
the administration is doubtless un¬ 
willing to attempt a general advance 
in rate.s now. with living costs soar¬ 
ing, the rates are being shoved up¬ 
wards piecemeal. .Morever, if the 
fmblic does not pay the deficit by 
higher rates it will pay it in the form 
of taxs. In any event, members say 
the p.ublic (annot e.scape the burden. 

President B M. Robinson at the 
convention of the American Short 
Line Railroad .Association declared 
government oyieration of the rail¬ 
roads had caused a deticit of $1,000,- 
I 000 a day e\ery day in tho sixteen 
I months of government control.

ARTIALITY IS UH\R(;ED 

IN SOLDIER BENEFITS 


N. A. Lieutenant (lets $15 Per Month 
for Lost Arm; Regular Receives $157 

Unfairness by the War Department in 
adopting a system of uneiyual benefits 
to regular and national army officers 
wounded in the service of their coun¬ 
try has been charged hy Representa¬ 
tive Stevenson, of Illinois, in a speech 
in the House. 

“I want,” he said, “to direct the at¬ 
tention of Congress to an injustice 
it seems to me, in providing for the 
disable soldiers of the National Army, 
I w’Rs out at W’alter Reed Hospital 
yesterday and saw a young man from 
my country, a first lieutenant, who 
had lost his arm. He called my at¬ 
tention to the fact that he was certi¬ 
fied as being fifty per cent disabled 
and w'as entitled, therefore, to one 


half the pay of a private, or $15 per 
month. He was in the National army. - 
He was a man w'ith a business which ^ 
was w'orth $2,500 a year to him. He 
went into a training camp. He got to 
be first lieutenant, and in the Argonne 
Forest he lost bis arm just at the 
shoulder, and is now entitled to $15 
a month a.s compensation. 

“On the other hand, a first lieu¬ 
tenant who is in the Regular Army— 
and this is where the injustice ap¬ 
pears—in the same ward suffered the 
same way and is retired at three- 
fourths his pay, which amounts to 
about $157 j)er month. Very naturally 
the distinction betw’een the man who 
suffered exactly the same disability 
and was given $15 a month and the 
man who was put on at $157 a month 
is bound to raise considerable crit¬ 
icism and properly so. In the same 
hospital there is a colonel w’ho lost 
his leg. He certified at about fifty 
per cent disability and is given $15 
a month compensation, half a soldiers 
pay. A colonel in the regular army 
who has the same disability is retired 
at around .^.325 a month. That is a 
condition that is arising everywhere, 
and the House is going to be con¬ 
front with a pretty persistent de¬ 
mand from those w’ho have been in * 
the National .Army to bring about 
some appearance of justice as be¬ 
tween the men who served in the 
National .Army and the men w’ho 
served in the Regular Army. 

“With the privates it is practically 
all the same. I remember the enthus¬ 
iasm with w’hieh we here sought to 
put everybody on an e(iuality in this 
matter of compensation’, and by which 
a private and an officer were placed 
on the same equality. But if you do 
that and do not put the Regular Army 
officer on the same plane, you have 
done a great injustice to the man who 
went into the National Army.”

There is no such Land of Opportun¬ 
ity anywhere in the world as there is 
under the Stars and Stripes. 

If you’ve been thinking of buying 
a one-way ticket to some place in Eu¬ 
rope where you hope to find a para¬ 
dise with gates ajar,^ either put the 
money back in the bank^ ot add 
enough to it to get a return ^trfp, for 
you’ll want it.

DRINKING THE DREGS 

Five years ago at this time the 
heir apparent to the threne of Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary and his wife were on 
the eve of the visit to Sarajevo, in 
Bosnia, which w’as to culminate in 
their murder and plunge the w'orld 
into the bloodiest, the costliest, the 
most devastating war in history. It 
was on June 2 K, 1914, that Gavrio 
Prinzep, a Serbian student, aimed the 
shot that was to threaten civilization 
itself. 

For all the happenings of the month 
that intervened before war began 
we must wait until the Allies call to 
the bar of justice the men responsi¬ 
ble for the great tragedy and unfold 
the secret history of their activities. 
The aims of this war will not have 
been accomplished until this is done; 
until the last remnant of doubt of 
Germany’s blood-guilt has been 
stripped from her and she is left 
branded in the eyes of tuture genera¬ 
tions with the indictment she de¬ 
serves. 

It was not until the Austrian ulti¬ 
matum was made nuhlic and w'e in 
this country were made aware of the 
sinister doings of Germany that it 
was believed possible a war involving 
even Europe w’culd spring out of the 
iheident. Nobody dreamed that the 
Uuited States would be drawn into 
the maelstrom. 

- What years of anxiety and suffer¬ 
ing they have been! 

W hen we look back upon them and 
then turn to the shuffling, the trick¬ 
ery, the evasions, the whining, the un¬ 
willingness of the Germans to accept 
the edict of the sword to w’hich they 
made appeal; when w’e recall the sort 
of peace they made with Russia and 
with Rumania, their treatment of 
Belgium, the penalties they proposed 
to inflict upon their enemies when 
German victory seemed possible, 
something of the bitterness of the 
suffering they brought upon millions 
of people is lost in thankfulness that 
they are the conquered, not the con¬ 
querors. 

“The Day” came to which the Ger¬ 
man was wont to lift his cup. It 
has run its course. Now let him 
drink the dredges of defeat; defeat ac¬ 
companied by none of the considera¬ 
tion felt for a brave and chivalric 
though beaten foe, hut by the uni¬ 
versal condemnation of a w’orld that 
has found him as trecherous and 
as cringing in his downfall as he was 
arrogant, cruel and vindictive in his 
triumph.

The mlnuleman of Contord is 
the ideal of ti.e young Englishman of to¬ 
day. who Hung himself over the top, giv¬ 
ing away his toniforts and risking hia life 
fer every man in his company. 

We long to see England rich in Just 
such young men as your minuteman, and 
you make the same prayer for America. 
BO that in this, as in all the things by 
whlih men live, you and we have the 
same alms—liberty arjd the service of our 
country and our God. 

1 saw a very beautiful expression of the 
feeling between us on Memorial day last 
year, says a writer in Scribner’s. I went 
early In tlie morning to the Old North 
bridge with flowers for the minuteman; a 
Southern friend was with me. and the 
two lost causes. British and Confederate, 
W’ere alone on the bridge. We laid fl«*w- 
ors before the minuteman arid on the 
grave of the two British soldiers whose 
fate BO moved Haw’thorne. Ills spirit 
may have Joined us as we passed the Old 
Manse, but no one else was to be seen, 
when suddenly a ghostly procession came 
through the mist—six old veterans Just 
risen from their graves, four liny boy 
scouts hardly yet born; and two young 
meri ^f the present carryfng a bugle and 

?!ag. 

They went first to the British grave, 
and for the first time in history they laid 
on It England’s flag and a brunch cf New 
England apple blossoms; they saluted, 
blew a bugle call, and passed on to do 
the same for the minuteman and his flag. 

Then they stood in line on the bridge- 
each of the 12 threw a flower Into the 
river and saluted, while the leader said: 
”We salute all the sailors w'ho died in the 
Civil vear.” 

Then after a last ghostly bugle call 
they melted away into the mist. Was it 
the mist of past or future?—for they had 
saluted the three great fa< ts of past, 
present and future history—the birth of 
democrafy, the friendship of Anglo-Sax- 
onlsm, and the future peace of the world 
which will surely spring from it.

But at that time independence was 
the biggest and best thing the fathers 
could purchase in a war c»f seven 
years. Th€*y could not enjoy the un¬ 
alienable rights of “life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness” while niled 
by Great Britain, for to be subject to 
England meant to be robbcsl and ex¬ 
ploited. Jailed or hang(‘d at the !»ehest 
of a half-rnad German, George III, who 
wore the British crown. 

And so the patriots proi»osed tc» 
stand alone, to t>e Independent. They 
proposed an ecjultatJo self-rule on lines 
more liberal than ever had been trlc*d ; 
there were to I»e neither kings nor 
kingletR but rather a state of humuft 
equality. 

Across the water it was a dnrk day 
for human rights. In all Kurof»e lib¬ 
erty was eclipsed; there was n«»t cuie 
fr(‘e pcMiple. Monnrehs were* supreme* 
and more or less tryHiinicnil; and sc», 


similarly, to live in the crossroads of 
the nations and show’ vital interest In 
all that pertains to humanity Is the 
prc»per attitude for the nation. The* 
setting for the next act on the world 
stage must be big enough for inter¬ 
dependence and internationalism. In- 
terdependeiiC’e Is life and c»pportunity 
for both. “We must hung together or 
we will hang separately.”

All was well if we 
were let aleme by the political and 
warring world. 

Autocracy in Rout. 

But a new worlel oreler has come In. 
The we*stern hemisphere Is all free, 
(’hina has nstonishe*d tlje world by 
el€*rtlng a president. “The hear that 
walks like a man” becomes human for 
u fortnight and Is free—until his lib¬ 
erty, mistaken for license, enslaved 
him fn the bolshevikl. France and 
Portugal are free; Great Britain, our 
ancient oppressor, Is free and is our 
friend. The British empire Is free, a 
galaxy of great self-governing pcnqdes 
—Fanada, Australia, New Zealand. 
South Africa—all free, even though a 
figurehead king Is its nominal head; 
but Lloyd Cieorge, democT.nt, ned 
George V plutocrat, is the real rulcx of 
the British empire! * 

Now for “Peace on Earth.*' 

Free pc*oples do ned menac e the tran¬ 
quility of the world; they are ned bent 
cm conquest; they sc'ek not to iiiiTK*se 
their will cm their neighbors, even 
themgh the neighbor he weak and 
small. They c’ovet ncdhlng which Is 
their neighbor’s. They stand for peace 
cm earth and good will among men. 
The conslderatlcms alike c»f 8af«*t.v niid 
ethics demand the oh.«ervjitl<m of the 
golden rule among nations. 

(m .Tuly L 177fi, the edd Libc*rty bell 
rang out lrM>rder to “proclaim lib« rty 
thnmghout all the* land, unto all the in¬ 
habitants thereof.”

Let all the frc*e p«*o- 
ples of the world sencl 
rcqireseiitatlves to meet 
in Ind«*peii<lenc-e hall. 

Let th«*m c*reute and 
sign a nobler document 
than that which the fa¬ 
thers made aiid signer!; 
nobler and larger for 
one reason only—the 
new dcK'ument will be 
the Declaration of In- 
terd<'j»endence. 

That declaration will 
enable ujl free peoples to stand against 
the aggression of nutoc-ratic spoilers. 
It will as.sert the sedidnrity of all who 
stand fc»r freedom and who bive their 
fellow me n. It win set forth the grow’- 
ing sense of human l>roth«*rhood. It 
will exi»ress In larger measure the high 
pcdltlcul Ideals of our time. It may 
not ring in a themsand years of peac*e, 
hut It will herald that dawn—

LEAGUE IS UN AMERICAN 

SAY LABOR DELEGATES 


Article X Vigorously Attacked by 
Then as Helping to .Subvert 
Our Industrial Civilisation. 

Atlantic City, June 24.—Opposi¬ 
tion to Article X of the league of na¬ 
tions covenant adopted by the peace 
conference at Versailles was voiced 
here by representatives of the 
American Federation of Labor on the 
grounds that it upholds in perpet¬ 
uity the boundaries of' all empires 


and is therefore subsersive of human 
liberty and is contrary to the mottj 
of an organization which comprises 
3,500,000 workers; “our field, the 
world; our cause, humanity.” 

Resolutions of the Central Federat¬ 
ed Union of Greater New York called 
attention to the fact that the workers 
“are unalterably opposed to Article 
X of the League of Nations, covenant, 
because it recognizes the right ^ 
conquest and is contrary to the princ¬ 
iples of liberty on which the Re¬ 
public was founded. It commit! the 


United States to aid empires built 
up and held together by military 
forces in the holding dow’n of subject 
peoples w’ho have a right to their 
OW’D freedom and to decide on the 
form and character of their gov¬ 
ernment, and would therefore be a 
violation of the American Constitu¬ 
tion and of the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence. We therefore instruct 
our delegates to the annual con¬ 
vention of the American Federatiq/i 
of Labor to vote in accordance with 
this resolution.” 

It was pointed out by Thomas Rock, 
of the Pavers Union, that this clause 
is not designed to protect the new re¬ 
publics of Poland, Finland and Cze¬ 
choslovakia, but “would bind this 
Great Republic, hitherto the beacon 
of liberty to the oppressed, to lend 
its mighty force to crush the struggle 
toward liberty of other peoples, as 
much entitled to it as Poles, Finns 
and Czecholovaks, and to sustain 
great empires, notable England and 
Japan, in their existing territorial 
integrity. Under the directions of 
the council of the league, composed 
of one Asiatic, seven F^uropeans and 
only one American, this Republic, as 
a member of the league, would be 
called on to aid the only two remain¬ 
ing empires on earth to crush liberty 
in Ireland and Korea, India and 
China, F^gypt and South Africa. 
Should Canada or Australia seek to 
take the final step on the road of 
liberty, we should have to help main¬ 
tain the integrity of the British Em¬ 
pire. Our boys—your boys—would 
be sent to kill and to die, not as 
soldiers of freedom, but as mercen¬ 
aries of tyranny in far off lands. 
This would work against such ter¬ 
ritorial aggression as that of France 
in the American Resolution and that 
of the United States against Spain in 
th^ war which freed the posessions of 
that former empire from its tyranny.”

DEMOCRAT SAYS ADMINISTRA¬ 
TION IS INCOMPETENT 

.Senator Pomerene Believes Rate Fix¬ 
ing Power Must Be Curtailed. 

Senator Pomerene of Ohio, leading 
Democrats, want the power to make 
rates taken out of the hands of “in¬ 
competents” who are in the office of 
the Director General of Railroads. 

In explaining why he was for the 
bill to restore the powers of the in¬ 
terstate commerce commission, Sen¬ 
ator Pomerene said: “I realize that 
one of the very strong reasons w'hy 
rate-making powers, so far as inter¬ 
state commerce is concemeil, should 
be returned to the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, is not that the 
Director General’s office had in¬ 
creased the,rates, but that they had 
increased them inequitably, because 
they attempted to formulate a com¬ 
mittee or a commission which W’as 
operating independently of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission. They 
made certain changes in classification 
The word w'as given to the country 
that there was an increa.se of 25 per 
cent, but when you took into con¬ 
sideration the changes in classifica¬ 
tion, it meant, for instance, so far 
as rough grain was concerned in the 
Middle West, an increa.se of from .50 
to GO per cent. It appeared before 
our committee that in certain classes 
of freight from New Orleans there 
was an increase of 240 per cent. One 
of the members of the committee 
stated that in his own State he had 
information that there were in¬ 
creases of .500 per cent. I 
w’ant. if I can. to get just as much 
as possible of this rate-making power 
taken away from the Director Gen¬ 
eral’s office and restore it to the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission, a 
body that has built up, that has 
existed and w’orked for 30 years, and 
take it out of the hands of some of 
the incompetents who are dow’n there 
in the Director General’.^ office.” 

“In the year 1018,” said Senator 
Cummins in discu.ssing the hill to 
restore the power of the interstate 
commerce commission over the 
roads, “notwithstanding the fact that 
the (Jovernment increased the rates 
about the niitldle of the year 25 per 
cent upon an average, many of them, 
however, being increased vastly more 
than that and some of them less, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
railroads of this country earned in 
the year 1018 $800,000,000 more than 
they earned in the year 1017, 
which was the best year the railroads 
ever experienced in all of their his¬ 
tory, we lost $240,000,000 in the 
operation. In the first four mdnths of 
this year, notwithstanding addi¬ 
tional increase, no great or, general 
increases but some additional in¬ 
creases, by reason of the diminished 
traffic and the enhanced expenses of 
operation, we lost, as I said before, 
nearly $250,000,000. 

' “Unless a miracle happens dumg 
the year, our total loss at the end of 
the year can not be fairly estimated 
at less than $000,000,000 or $0.50,- 
000 , 000 .”

Committee Of Both Senate And 
House Considernig New Proposals 

Washington, June 24—The House 
committee on labor, of which Repre¬ 
sentative J. M. C. Smith of Michigan, 
is chairman, and the Senate commit¬ 
tee on tklucation and labor, which is 
now presided over by Senator Ken¬ 
yon, of Iowa, are veritable treasure 
houses of proposed legislation which 
is designed to improve the condition 
of labor, to bring about a l>etter un¬ 
derstanding between capital and 
labor and to promote the prosperity 
and contentment of the plain citizen. 
Comprehensive plans are now well 
in hand for bringing these measures 
speedily to the attention of both 
houses of Congress in such favorable 
light that a considerable part of the 
program will receive favorable ac¬ 
tion at this session of Congress. 

The Senate has already passed the 
Kenyon bill extending the benefits of 
the war risk insurance act to thou¬ 
sands of wounde<l soldiers who, 
through rulings of the war risk bu¬ 
reau, based upon various technical 
points, have been excluded from these 
benefits, and Senator Kenyon also 
has before his committee a meas¬ 
ure extending the principle of this 
act to men injurwl in industrial pur¬ 
suits. This latter measure has met 
with instant sympathy not only frorp 
labor circles, but also from others 
interested in welfare work, and the 
Iowa senator will make every effort 
to have it placed upon the statute 
books during this session. 

Another measure included in the 
Republican labor program, and which 
is receiving the attention of both 
the House and Senate committees, is 
one extending the scope of the pres¬ 
ent board of conciliation and media¬ 
tion so that it will have broader 
powers of investigation, and a more 
mutual representation, of labor and 
capital, so that future labor difficult¬ 
ies can more readily be .settled with¬ 
out a resort to strikes and open 
hostility. There will be no compul¬ 
sory arbitration, but frequnt confer¬ 
ences between capital and labor dif¬ 
ficulties can be anticipated and a 
solution found before these complete¬ 
ly materialize. 

Senator Kenyon is deeply inter¬ 
ested in proposed legislation which 
will enable the citizen of moderate 
nieans to own a home, and to en¬ 
courage this work legislation is being 
shaped to provide housing commis-

Was That Held Last Thursday and 
Friday at Crellin. 

The most successful Sunday School 
convention held in Garrett county for 
a number of years was that at Crel¬ 
lin, a few miles from Oakland, on last 
Thursday night and Friday, when a 
considerable number of delegates rep¬ 
resenting a majority of the Sunday 
schools of the county were present.

The first session on Thursday ev¬ 
ening was called to order by County 
President E. R. Joens, of Oakland, and 
the devotional service was conducted 
b> the Rev. J. E. Johnston, of Moun¬ 
tain Lake Park. Rev. Frank Mc- 
Camic, in a very appropriate and 
kindly manner then addressed the 
conventiin and w’elcomed the dele¬ 
gates the delegates to Crellin, his 
address being responded to by the 
County President.

NEW CITY WELL ABANDONED 


SurroundingsWere Such as to Raise 

Ire of the Residents of Town 

The new municipal well to be used 
to furnish additional water for the 
townspeople has been abandoned and 
that even before an initial bucket of 
water had been drawn from it. 

It all came about after some of the 
residents of Oakland had gone to the 
point where the well was drilled and 
there the suroundinggs were found to 
be of such nature that they became 
indignant and a petition was circulat¬ 
ed asking Council to abandon the 
well, the petition setting forth the 
fact that the location w'as unsanitary 
in the extreme apd to turn the water 
into the system would probably pol¬ 
lute the otherwise pure water now 
being used. 

The State Board of Health was also 
communicated with and that body in 
its official capacity immediately took 
action by notifying the Mayor and 
Council not to proceed further with 
the W'ork. 

At the special meeting of Council 
held on Monday night of this week. 
Dr. Henry W. McComas, local health 
officer, appeared before the body and 
presented from the standpoint of one 
acquainted with health condition and 
water contamination what would 
result should Council proceed with 
the undertaking. The law governing 
the extension of a w'ater system was 
also pointed out and it w’as charged 
that in no w’ay was this provision of 
the State statutes protecting the pub¬ 
lic health had been complied with. 

The well show's an expenditure of 
about tw'o hundred ollars and there is 
no possibility of the tow'n being reim¬ 
bursed unless someone should be in 
the market for ready-made postholes.

War Department Gives Summary of 
What Each Division Accomplished 

The War Department at Washing¬ 
ton on Friday last made public a 
statistical summary of the largest 
step in the military preparation and 
action of the United States in the war 
with Germany, containing the most 
complete' picture yet presented of 
the American army in that conflict* 

The report, which was prepared by 
Col. Leonard P. Ayers, chief of tho 
statistics branch of the General Staff 
of the army, contains some interest-* 
ing data relative to the two divisions 
in which the Maryland draft and Na¬ 
tional Guard troops were brigaded— 
the 79th, which was trained at Camp 
Meade, and the 29th,which was train¬ 
ed at Camp McClelland. The report 
show's that Maryland ranked thir¬ 
teenth among the states in the num¬ 
ber of men furnished. Maryland fur¬ 
nished 47,054 men, or 1.20 per cent* 
of the total. 

The 29th Division is shown to have 
been organized in July, 1917; to have 
arrived in France in June, 1918; to 
have entered the line in July, 1918, 
and to have begun its service as an 
active combat division in October, 
1918. 

The 79th Division was organized 
in August, 1917; went to France in 
July, 1918; entered the line in Sep¬ 
tember last and begun its service at 
an active combat division the same 
month. The division was in quiet 
sectors 59 days, and spent 23 days in 
active sectors. 

The 29th Division spent 28 days in 
quiet and 17 days in active sectors. 

The division making the farthest 
advance against the enemy was the 
77th, of New' York, which made an 
advance of 71^2 miles. The 79th 
ranked 19th in miles of advance 
against the enemy, having gone for¬ 
ward 1912 miles. The 29th ranked 
tw'enty-fifth and advanced seven 
miles against the enemy. 

The total prisoners captured by the 
American army numbered 63,079. 

I Of these 2,187, or 3.47 per cent., were 
I captured by the 29th Division, and 
. 1,077 were captured by the 79th. This 
' W’as 1.71 per cent, of the total pris- 
I oners taken by the Americans. 

The 79th suffered heavier in battle 
in deaths and wounded than the 29th. 
I The 79th sustained 7.590 battle cas¬ 
ualties, of w'hich 1,396 wre battle 
deaths and 6,194 were battle wound¬ 
ed. The 29th suffered 6,169 battle 
casualties, of which 940 were battle 
, deaths and 5,219 were' battle 
* wounded.

W’eeks* f»K»d produc'tion” era to a t«oint wliere the 
land of Ktiglanfl was producing enough fomi to 
la.st 40 weeks. Sir C’linrles Fielding, the director 
of foo<l i»rodtictl<Fn, tielieves that event tially, 
pos'iihly sooner than the world expects, Kngland 
will he harvesting enough food lo last through 
every one of the hi! weeks in the year, barring, 
perhnjis, some ndditif*nnl cattle fo<Ml tliat will tie 
needed when the British herds are increaseil to 
2,0U0.(KMI head, the nutnlier tliat will l»e required to 
propiTly supi»Iy the population with milk. 

Buck in 1014 tlie Kngllsli were importing four- 
flftlis of all cer«‘als consumed and om*-half of the 
meat supply. The new program will <ertHiiily put 
1914 Into the pla<*e It deserves tlie low-water 
mark In English fanning. 

Will Guarantee Price* to Farmer*. 

Success with tlie nnti<tnal “after the war farm 
•rheme” de|>emls largely on what kind of n price 
guarantee the government will he willing to give 
the farmer for Ids principal crops. The depart¬ 
ment of food production has It In mind t«i ask ft»r 
certain fixeil prices that will run through a term 
of at least ten years. If Is believed that at least 
• decade will he required lo firmly estiihllsli the 
new’ era, and in the ineiintime give the fanner a 
fair deal. 

“The farmer Is not greedy,” Sir f’liarles Fielding, 
bimself a farmer, declared the other day. “NVe 
must remember the farmer has his living to make 
and he has a right to reasonnhle seciirll.\% and to 
the assurance that he will g»*f a fair return for Ids 
work and his expenditure. I hcdleve that the Im¬ 
portance of* agriculture Is being reallzf*4l In this 
country at last. If It lind been renllze«| in the tirst 
year of the war we shouhl never have known such 
perilous times ns those througli which we have 
passed. But we got through somf*how’ and the 
prosp#*cts are better now.” 

Sir Fharles Is constantly pointing out that hig 
crop priMluctlon here in Kngland Is going to he 
one of the factors in settling the nation s w ar debt. 

He has warned that Kngland “must not go 
back to her ohi ways and spend thr#*e hundred 
miilinns a .rear for Imported food. Our exp<»rts 
would have to pay for that foml heftvre they pnltl 
for nn.vthing else, and It would he an utterly «n- 
•ecessnry expenditure. The fi»od Is here In odr 
own country, only w’ulting to he taken out of the 
Ooll.**

About that time the 
war-food program 
started in r**al earnest 
Attentien Turned to Tractor. 

Konl Kee it was who suggested tlie tractor 
srheiiie for hr«*aklng tip the sell of farin’^ tion 
sufTiTiiig from tfie sliortage in horses (••h per 
eent «*f farm horses were in tlie army) and f< r 
plowing up the grass lands of the hig estat«.s. 
It. was in flu* mimls of all those men eonnerted 
with tlie food producilon department to make 
IPIH !lu> hiiniier erop .\ear in Krigland’s Iii 'ly. 

Originally it was planned to adopt a small 
tractor as a standard, and turn them out hy thi* 
thousand in British factories st:iridardi7.» d. Some 
(i.OUtt would he ne«*d«M| to do the jol) tlauoiighly, 
it wn.s thouglit. Sudden urgent deiiiamls on the 
faetories for Inereased supplies of muiiltimis 
enu.'^ed the ataindoiiimnt of the first plan, ami 
the next step WHS to order tlie llrst slilpmont of 
small tractors Irotn America. 

Weeks and nioiitlis were lost' testing out the 
initial lot of nuo hlnes and tlM*n, after a desirable 
moflel had h<*en fleveloped, eaiiie the terrilde win¬ 
ter of 191S In Amerlea lying up railrtaul trans¬ 
portation and prevoiitlng tho shitumiit of iii:i- 
chines that shouhl have h»*e!i at thal very m**iiiciit 
engaged In turnliig over the soil of some <lueal 
estate perhaps. 

Actual shipment of trnetors was tunde In 

.\merlea. No more reaehed Kngland in time to 
f»p <»f s<Tvl<o in preparing for the IJUS crop. So 
every possible kind of imehaiiical power was 
inohilixed to haul plows. S<mie giant iiin'iiines 
built for hauling heavy artillery in ltu*«>-la wen* 
trundled out to ihe Knglish lields and perfoniied 
eXM*lleiit .s«*rv|ee. 

Amient sets of “steam tnekle” were ilispeeteil, 
qul<k1y repuin*d and put to work. Soitiellmes 
two engines are usi-il on a field, one at t'a* h end 
of the furrow. The Idea Is to kJ*ep the heavy 
weight of the engine olT the grouml that Is to 
he put under cultivation for the reason that, past 
experience had sliown. the engine's weight acted 
as a press on certain kinds <»f elialk.v, sH(rJ;y 
Knglish soil, causing’ the plow to (urn np large 
solid square thunks of earth that were absolute 
fixtures in the field week on end. Tfies** <iiuriks, 
when struck hy a sledge liMiniiier, gave fortli a 
dull kind of thud aud the hammer left a small 
Indentation. 

Sometimes, In the dry day* of May tisniiily. 
one month after the planting season Is over, the 
rliunks automatlenlly crumble overnight, leaving 
a perfectly levr-l field (hat has api»>ir(*ntly been 
eiiltlvntei] Into dust. 

The “stF'nm tackles” worke<l all fail ami winter 
making n*ndy for the 191S crop, and, all told 
plowed up a million and a quarter iieres of soil. 
The tractors, (hat Is the gasoline rlg«, small and 
large, plowed U|i sotiHdhing like a iidllion aeres 
last year. 

Approxliiiat«'ly two-thlnls of the land In Kng- 
land 1* held in the Idg parks and estates. It Is 
in the remaining third that the war niarv**!* uf 
food pr(Kluctl 99 were accormiiished. 


At first glanee it appears Tnantfe^tly unfair 
that so small an iiiriount of tlie park lands was 
put lo work. .\s :i matier of faet the w hde 
matt* r was handled with tliorough British Ju**- 
thv; w here\< \ park lands were found tlia! should 
have been pIoWt>d, the land was plowed. More 
*^ij| he eultivated in peaee tinn*. It is giuierally 
lielievefi. 

In Older to s:;ti’‘f.v a popular tleinand in some 
siM-tlons tliousaiids of acr»*s of grass lauds wore 
plowed iineeoiToiMienlly, largely for the purpose 
of eoiidueting the “iiiore-fiMid eriisade*’ ill ii man¬ 
lier that ap|»eared fair to tlie smaller landholders. 

'I here Is talk now . and the plan w ill prohahly 
he lurried out. of !*ringlng the diieal parks, with 
large wooded areas, into a general seheiiu* of pnV 
diictlve fon-stry in order to in< reuse tin* national 
resources. The earl of Sellaiuriie’s plan, wliiih 
follows, appears popular, howexer. Dn iimuy of 
the old plaei s voiieriilde trees were saeritieed 
during the war to till tlu* n*»ed for lumber. 

Special Committee Make* Investigation. 

.At the direetioii of the Britisli goveriiineiit a 
speeiiil loinmlttee, headed hy the ♦’tMl'l of Sel- 
bourne, has Investigated the whole farming situ¬ 
ation ill Kngland and has submitted Its report. 

It is liitere.Nting to note that the eoiiiiiiitt<*e 
asks for tlie jirovislon of good eottages for agri- 
( ulturai laliorers witli ample gardens attached lo 
them. 

Hereafter, If the rcF-oiiinu*ndations of the com- 
milti e are e;irriefl nut, the slate w ill s» <* to It timt 
no land suilalde for farming will lie used for golf 
links. 

“It must he elearly understood.” tlu* report 
r**a<lH. “tliat lieiicefortli had farming is a danger 
to tlie state, and that tlie waste of good land on 
game or games is ineoiisistent with patriotism. 
I'liere will he plenty of room for game or golf, 
hut tiMi mueii game, or g«df links carved out of fat 
land, iiiakt* ati inroad on the produetion of food¬ 
stuffs wideh e;in tlo longer he <lefeuded.” 

.Mind you. this admonition is not addressed to 
Krighiiid at war. hut to Kngland at peace, and the 
report as a whole i.s an effori to guide Kiiglaml's 
new-found fanning Im.'ustiy through the trying 
dajs of n*ronsinietiF»ii. 

Minimum Wage Proposed. 

For tlu* farm hand tliere ^houhl he a regulated 
miniiiiuni w:ig«* set hy duly appoiiit«‘d wage 
hoards ill each adiiiinistnitive county, acting in 
conjunction with tin* loeal government otiirials. a.s 
well as acting hiirinoiiiously with tlie wag<* lionrds 
in adjoining counties. 

The Impartial eye of tie* eominittee nsts on 
the gr«‘at estate and park evil, where two-ililrds of 
Knglaml’s iictcs rest, virtually uncultivated, ami 
tlu rei’oiiimciulntloii is made, with careful use of 
phraseology In onh r to eoiiiph‘le]y cover tlu* eaM*, 
that tlu**-«* iiiitilled lands he taken over h> tlu* 
Iwiai’d of agrimilture. acting for the governiiieiit, 
and a system of crops platift*il under tlie din*<‘tioii 
of an expt li estate iiiininger. 

'J hree years’ wtirniiig shouhl he given the •*stat« 
owner, and then If nothing has been done toward 
aetuni farming, the estate gm*s Into governiiiont 
iiianageiiient for a period of only five years, how¬ 
ever. 

<Vimiiiiftees, nptiolnted hunlly, are to Judge on 
♦ he ciipahlllty of tenant farmers, and where sti<h 
nun are found negligent, or wanting in pro|H*i 
knowlefige of <‘om|M tent cultivation, tlie temifit 
eiin lu* evii ted. 

Back of ail this Is the knowle«|ge that great 
filings were neeompliKhed in agrleulture during 
the war tlays; that Kiighiiid was a fair farming 
i-ountry unt’.l the niiildle of tlie Inst century, aiul 
that nelghhorliig Kiiro|N>nn eouiifries have siie- 
c«*<'<|ed In establishing fanning on a profitahh* 
basis. So the iiif n at the helm feel confident that 
with prddeiit legislation the future of funning 
UiD a£»ure0 in KtigluudL 


Reservoirs Unsatisfactory. 

Temperature Is Net Pleasing and 
Presence of Mere or Less PcNut- 
ing Matter Is Certain—Some 
Hint* on Ice Supply.

ment of AKricultur**.) 

Streams, ponds. Irrigation ditches 
and small f»pen reservoirs are unsatis¬ 
factory and unsafe sounes of fnnn 
water supply. The subject Is eonsid- 
cfed in Farmers’ Bulletin 941, “Water 
Systems for Farm Homes,’’ recently 
issued hy the Fnited Stales department 
of agriculture. 

The t»*niperature of such water sel¬ 
dom is sntisTaefory. and the pn‘sen<‘e 
of more or less polluting matter Is cer¬ 
tain. Often tlu* carcns.ses of farm ani¬ 
mals are fouml therein. In thotisands 
of east's the domestic supply is taken 
directly from irrigation diteht's. In 
oilier instances a cistern, often without 
n filter. Is fdled at such times ns the 
tlltch water run** clearest, often tipen 
reservoirs are necessary to colleet and 
store rainfall for the use of stock, and 
oecasionaII,v tlioy are used ns sources 
of dtmiestic water nntl lee supplies. 

f’nder favorable conditions, where 
the tinsiii is large end tlcep (10 feet or 
more), the bottom free of mud. muck, 
or other organic matter, the surround¬ 
ings clean, and (he circulation good. 
! the quality of surface water may lin- 
I prove hy long st*»rage. However, these 
cond.itions are seldom realized on the 
farm, and the nmmint of Improvement 
or purification is never certain. 

The only safe <*ourse is to avoid 
drinking water from any surface sourc e 
unF^s« such water has l»e«*n purified 
hy filtration or sterilized hy boiling or 
hy eliemleals. I*rud«*nc e dictates, also, 
that ice giitlurccl from sliallow*. un¬ 
clean sourc e's should not he* brought In 
contact with fcTod and drinking water. 
It is particularly important to rf‘.ic*«r 
snow ice and tlu* first imh or s«i of 
clear ice* formed.— Frc»ni Fan'u*rs’ Bul¬ 
letin 9-11, Offic’e of ruhlle Uoads.

FRANCE IN her HOUR OF 
TRIUMPHANT VINDICATION. 
There is a thrill that goes straight 
lu the heart of the world in r,eorge.s 
Clemenceau’s cry as he opened the 
telegram that contained German s 
surrender before the Council of Three. 

We have waited forty-nine years 
for this moment! 

Under the crushing burden of hu¬ 
miliation and the poignant smart of 
dismemberment, France has possessed 
her aching soul in patience and kept 
her powder dry since 1870. Two gen¬ 
erations have been bom and have 
growrn up to manhood with one domi¬ 
nant passion in their hearts—the 
item determination to wipe out the 
dishonor of 1870. To that end the 
supreme effort of the French people 
as one man has been inexorably di¬ 
rected. 

In the long interval since the first 
treaty of Versailles, France has 
laughed only with her voice; she has 
spoken only with her lips; she has 
pursued the works of peace only with 
her brain and with her hands. But 
her heart has been deeply engrossed 
in a single task. Upon this task she 
has concentrated every fiber of her 
being, spiritual and physical. Millions 
of mothers of forty-nine years have 
gladly sent their sons to the barracks, 
there to spend the best part of their 
youth—for “la Patrie." Millions of 
taxpayers have paid billions of taxes 
without a murmer—for “la Patrie. 
Millions of Frenchmen and French¬ 
women have sent a burning glance to- 
W’ard the Prussian frontier the last 
thing at night and the first thing in 
the morning throughout their lives— 
for “la Patrie.” And millions of 
Frenchmen have died with smiles up¬ 
on their lips in this closing phase of 
the half-century struggle—for “la 
Patrie.” 

Now for the first time in th4 past 
half-century France is looking the 
world in the face. Now for the first 
time in a half-century France is smil¬ 
ing w’ith her heart. The soul of a 
vindicated nation spoke through the 
lips of the “Tiger of France,” when 
he said: 

We have waited forty-nine years 
for this moment. 

The Germans insist, even in the 
last bitter phase of their delibera¬ 
tions, that this peace is a peace of 
violence and not of justice. That 
feeling, if it persists, is apt to cause 
some friction and some disharmony 
in international relations. But if the 
Germans continue in their sullen at¬ 
titude, they w'ill he hurting only 
themselves. Not one of the framers 
of this peace which has brought 
healing to the soul of France would 
venture to call it a perfect peace. 
Perfect works are beyond the power 
of man to perform. But this peace, 
for the first time in the history of 
the world, represents a sober attempt 
by the statesmanship of the world 
to base a new' structure of society 
upon the sound foundations of justice 
instead of the uicksands of passion, 
vengeance, malice and cupidity. It 
is the nearest approach to a perfect 
peace that the world has yet seen. 
It bids fair to maintain the equil¬ 
ibrium and tranquillity of recon¬ 
structed human society for at least 
a century. 

The vindication for which France 
has been patiently waiting and pas¬ 
sionately working for half a century 
is too strong and too enduring an 
achievement to be upset by German 
resentment and fJerman hatred.

FOLLOW DEFINITE SYSTEM IN LOCATING 
TROUBLE WITH GAS ENGINE OF ANY KINO 



Gas Engine Used to Pump Water—This Ic a Homemade Outfit, Mower

niejit of Agriculture.) 

Kveryone who operates n gas en- 
giiie of any kind shouhl learn first to 
stop and rcasiui as to the probable 
cntise of any troiihle which develops. 

In most cases where an engine stops, 
loses power, or Indulges in some other 
Irregularlt.v, some Indication of the 
cau.M* will ho apparent to anyone fa¬ 
miliar with the outfit If he studies the 
prohlem intelligently. Such study will 
enable one to avoid tinkering with 
parts that are working properly. Even 
shouhl the cause of trouble not he ap¬ 
parent after a little rea.soning, no at¬ 
tempt should he made to locate it hy 
a general change of adjustnnnt or 
tinkering done in a haphazard way, as 
tills method will add to the trouble. 

Follow a Definite System. 

Not <»fily will this go far toward In¬ 
suring sueioss In locating the trouble, 
but it will. In nearly every case, save 
time, for nnloss the trouble Is a \ery 
untisual one it will be lorated in one 
going over. I’raetli ally all experienee<l 
operaiors. in limiting for the source 
of troiilde with gas engine's, follow, 
whether c’onscious or not, a more or 
less nnifonn system of test«. Just 
w luit ord<*r these tests should take will 
di'pc’tid upon the partleiihir make and 
typo of c’ngine; the tests which can 
he made more qulekly and easily 
shc»uhl, of course, be made first. Fn*m 
the points nieritionc'd in the following 


statrmeTit it Is believed that any oper¬ 
ator who does not already employ 
such a sysic'iii ran readily devise one 
which will lie best suited to his par¬ 
ticular engine. 

Starting Troubles. 

Always hear in mind that for a gas 
engine' to run It Is nec'ossary to have 
a coinfuessc'cl mixture of vaporized 
fuc'l (genc'nilly gasoline c*r kcTosone) 
and air in propc'r proportions, whieli 
is explode d hy a hot spark while the 
mixture Is und<*r eoinpr/'sslon. The 
spark should oc*cur slightly before' full 
compression, except In starting, when 
It should occur Just after full corn- 
Iirc'sslon has passed. 

Whc'ii an engine refuse's to start, 
the* trouble will, with a very few ex- 
c'eptlons. be due to some Interruption 
of the* supply of the preiper mixture 
of gas and air, or to n failure of the 
e*leriricnl syste m which furnishes the 
spark to fire* the roinpres.sc'd mixture. 
It se idorn haiitc’ns that both systc'ins 
are* at fault at the same time, so tlie 
first tiling to do Is to find c»ut whetheT 
one* of the*se systems has c'easecl to 
we»rk properly. 

The Ignition system, on the whole. Is 
more* c»fte*n the eause of trouble than 
Is the* fiie’I system, anel it is usually 
advi.sahle te» test this first unless, on 
ace'eiunt of the e'emstruetlon of the par- 
tle-ular engine* in f|uesfie»n. It Is easie*r 
tee make tests for trembles with the 
Oiixture supply.

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GOOD SORGHUM SEED 
GREATLY IN DEMAND 


Some Extra Money Can Be Real¬ 
ized by Farmers. 


Important to Keep Varieties to Be 

Used for Sirup Production From 
Mixing With Others—Uce Care 
In Storing Seed Heads. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agrlrulture.) 

Good, ptire, viable seed of sorgo 
or sweet sorghum has he<'n greatly 
in denumd the hist two years and a 
little er*ra money enn he realized by 
farmers In the sorghum belt If they 
will save the seed from tlieir fodder 
and sirup s<*rghum varieties, esj e- 
clally If they have pure strains of 
MH’h stnmlanl varieties ns black am¬ 
ber, red amber, omnge, sumuc, honey, 
ar.d goos**neck. 

In addition to the demand for seed 
of these varieties for f*Mh!er and slrtip 
production there Is a limited demand 
h>’ sirup produ<*ers for the .seed of 
such varieties ns C’olmnn. Hed X. ('oi¬ 
lier. and McLean. Tin* average farm¬ 
er. however, who Is growing the sor- 
gos primarily for f*»rage purposes had 
h«*st I'onfine him.*<*ir to some one of 
the first-named varieties. 

The Importance of keeping the va¬ 
rieties to he used for sirup produc¬ 
tion from mixing with ulln r varieties 
Is strongly ♦‘inphnslz.<*d. Tl»e sweet 
varieties from which seed for future 
planting is t<^ he gathered should not 
he grown near any other sirup or fod¬ 
der variety. Even then the seed 
heads shouhl he canTully selected 
with a view to truencss of type or 
variety. 

With fodder varieties one ran go 
Into n field of shockid fodder and 
pitlicr the seed in paying quantities 
hy cutting with a knife the heads from 
the bundles or from the individual 
stalks. If the fraldcr has not been 
houniL The heads can he thrown In 
plies nt the base of the sho<k. after 
the practice followed In husking corn 
from the shock, hut this entails ron- 
sld«*rahle waste and It Is better to 
take a team and wagon Into the field 
and throw the heads directly into the 
w agon box. If the field has been prop¬ 
erly rogued and has rlp4'ncd uniformly 
It Is more economical for two men 
to work together and hy means of a 
chopping hloi'k attached to the wagen 
box separate the heads from an en¬ 
tire bundle at one stroke. 

The gathered heads should not he 
stacked In the field, hut hauhMl Into 
the farm.vard and piled In long, nar^ 
row ricks In an open shed. C'ari* must 
he used In storing the heads. Unle'^s 
they are thoroughly dry wfnn gath- 
srtd large quuntltlca thrown togithcr 


in n cTih «»r bin are likely to heat and 
thus s«rh»u**ly Impair their germinat¬ 
ing p#»wer. The j»lles of lieads should 
be examint'd nt h*ast every two weeks, 
and if any signs of heat ilevelop they 
should he turned with forks to fore¬ 
stall all damage. Wliere an op«*n 
shed is not available for the protee- 
tion of the rh ked heads th«*y may he 
piled in the op«'n and coverd with a 
tarpaulin or with bundles of fodder 
until they can he thrashed. 

Allowing seeil designed to be tised 
for planting purposes to be wet l»y 
every rain and snow which comes Is 
Inexcusable even where wet periods 
are Infrequent and the total amount 
of moisture likely to be small. Seed 
lnt<'nded to be tiseil f«>r feeding pur¬ 
poses will not be Injureil to any con¬ 
siderable extent by a small amount 
of fiudsture, but wet seed, especially 
during a season when freezing t«*mper- 
nturcs prevail, will bo ren<lered al¬ 
most worthless for planting. Freez¬ 
ing teini»erature8 do little Injury to 
dry seed.

GOOD SORGHUM SEED 
GREATLY IN DEMAND 


Some Extra Money Can Be Real¬ 
ized by Farmers. 


Important to Keep Varieties to Be 

Used for Sirup Production From 
Mixing With Others—Ucc Care 
in Storing Seed Heads. 

(Prepared hy th«* United Ftates Depart¬ 
ment of .\grleulture.) 

Good. pure, viable seed of sorgo 
or sweet sorghum has b<*<*n greatly 
In denumd the last two years and a 
little er’ra money can l»e realized hy 
farmers In the sorghum tielt If they 
will save the s«*€*d from tlieir fodd«'r 
and sirup sorghum varieties, ospo- 
clnlly if they have pure strains of 
Mich .standard varieties as black am¬ 
ber, red amber, orange, sumac, bone}’, 
ar.d gooseneck. 

In addition to the demand for seed 
of these varieties for fodder nnd sirup 
firoduction there is a limited demand 
by slruji producers for the s<**'d of 
such varieties ns C’oltnnn. Hcd X. ('oi¬ 
lier, and .Mcl.ean. The average fann¬ 
er. however, who Is growing the sor- 
gos primarily for forage purposes had 
bf'st confine him.self to some one of 
the first-iiaiiicd varieties. 

The Importance of keeping the va¬ 
rieties to lie u.scd for sirup profluc- 
tion from mixing with other varieties 
Is strongly emphasized. Tlie sweet 
varieties from which seed for future 
planting Is to be gathered should not 
bo grown near any other sirup or ftal- 
der variety. Kven then the seed 
heads should be carefully selected 
with a view to trucncss of type or 
variety. 

With fodder varieties one can go 
Into n field of shocked fodder and 
gather the seed In ]»nylng quantities 
by cutting with a knife the bends from 
the bundles or from the individual 
stalks, if the fodder has not been 
bountL The beads can be thrown In 
piles at the base of the sho< k. after 
the practice followed In husking corn 
from the shock, hut this entails con- 
siderahle waste and It Is better to 
take a team and wagon into the Add 
and throw the heads directly into the 
wagon box. If the field has been pr(»p- 
erly rogued and has rlp«*ned uniformly 
It Is more economlcnl for two men 
to w’ork together nnd by means of a 
chopping blm*k attached to the wagon 
box separate the heads from an en¬ 
tire bundle at one stroke. 

The gathered heads should not be 
stackeil In the field, but hnulf*d Into 
the farmyard nnd piled In long, nar¬ 
row ricks in an open shed, ('are must 
be used in storing the bends. Unle«^s 
they are thoroughly dry wTnn giith- 
srsd larg 9 quuutities thrown togithcr 


In n crib or bin are likely to heat nnd 
thus serlou-ly Impair their germinat¬ 
ing pf>wer. The pib s of beads should 
be exaniim'd at b-nst <'very two weeks, 
and if any signs of beat deveb>p they 
should l)e turned with forks to fore¬ 
stall all damage. Where an open 
shed is not available for the protec¬ 
tion of the rieked bends they may bo 
piled 111 the open and enverd with n 
tarpaulin or with luindles of foilder 
until they can h«* thrashed. 

Allowing seeil designed to he used 
for planting purposes to he wet by 
every rain and snow w’lileh comes Is 
Inexcusable even where wet periods 
are Infrequent nnd the total amount 
of moisture likely to he small. Seed 
intended to he used for feeding pur¬ 
poses will not be Injured to any con¬ 
siderable extent by ii small amount 
of incdsture, but wet seed, esfieclally 
during a season when freezing temper¬ 
atures prevail, will be rendered al¬ 
most worthless f«»r planting. F’reez- 
Ing tcini»eruture8 do little Injury to 
dry sce<l.

jpreaence of Mind Only Thing That 
Saved Truck Driver’s Life. 

At the Baltimore and Ohio crossing 
in Mountain Lake Park has been con¬ 
sidered one of the most dangerous 
in this section of the country ever 
since it was placed where it is. as 
persons approaching it from either 
direction are handcapped for a sight 
owing to the obstructions. 

Monday evening was a proof of the 
above assertion, as upon that evening 
Charles Harvey, driving the truck be¬ 
longing to the Loraditch, Meyers and 
Harvey Lumber Company, whose mill 
is located on the mountain east of the 
Park, was run down by a freight en¬ 
gine, and to save his life he was com¬ 
pelled to abandon his vehicle and jump 
for his life.

MARYLANDS MEN 

WON W.AR HONORS 


Aciton Taken to l*rotect Health of 
Visitors, Whose Number is Growing 

Dr. Robert H. Riley, deputy state 
health officer and representative of 
the Sanitary Commission,recently ap¬ 
pointed by the StatetBoard of Health, 
served an order on F. W. Winterberg, 
Mayor of Grantsville, requiring him 
to him have a sanitary sewer installed 
in that town before December 1, 1919. 
This action was ordered by the state 
commission after Dr. Riley had rec¬ 
ommended that it be done. 

Grantsville is fast becoming an 
ideal summer resort, with three splen¬ 
did hotels, but without means of tak¬ 
ing care of the sewerage it threatened 
a menace to the health of those who 
w’ent there. 

A bill pased by the Maryland legis¬ 
lature in 1916. authorized this ques¬ 
tion to be put to a vote of the people 
of the town but it was defeated. The 
a ithority placed in the hands of the 
hands of the State Board of Health 
to compel the authorities of incorpor¬ 
ated towns and communities having 
no sewerage system is expected to 
result in every town m the state being 
made sanitary. 

Similar action has been taken with 
regard to the same conditions exist¬ 
ing in Midland. Allegany county. 

It is contended by health authori¬ 
ties that with proper sewerage sys¬ 
tems throughout the state diseases, 
especially typhoid fever, will be cut 
to the minimum.

Twenty-ninth and Seventy-ninth 

Listed Among Leading 30 Divis¬ 
ions in France. 

Maryland’s two divisions — the 
Twenty-ninth and Seventy-ninth—are 
listed among the leading 30 divisions in 
a table of revised statistics issued by 
the War Department showing the cas¬ 
ualties and accomplishments of the 
American Expeditionary Forces. 

The Seventy-ninth Division, of which 
the Three Hundred and Thirteenth In¬ 
fantry was a part, suffered 2389 major 
casualties and stands eleventh in losses. 
The Twenty-ninth, which includes a 
number of Maryland organizations, oc¬ 
cupies the twenty-third place in the list, 
with 1117 casualties. The report cred¬ 
its the Seventy-ninth with the capture 
of 32 pieces of artillery and the Twenty- 
ninth with 21. Th6 National Army or¬ 
ganization ranks twelfth in artillery 
prizes while the National Guardsmen 
stand in sixteenth place. 

The capture of 275 machine guns 
gives the Seventy-ninth Division thir¬ 
teenth place, while the Twenty-ninth is 
fifteenth with 250. Advances of 19i 
kilometers were made bv the Sever ty- 
ninth Division and the Twenty-ninth 
pushed forward for a distance of 7 kilo¬ 
meters. 

Heavy casualties made it necessary 
to forward 6246 replacements to the 
Seventv-ninth, while 4997 were sent to 
the Twenty-ninth. The Seventy-ninth 
Division is credited with 392 prisoners, 
while the Twenty-ninth does not ap¬ 
pear among the leading 30 organiza¬ 
tions. 

The First, Second and Third Divis¬ 
ions, composed of regular army men, 
have a monopoly on the first three 
places in all feats.

Who are the victors? Christians,

DEFICIT OF HALF BILLION 
AS RESULT OF GOVERNMENT 
CONTROL OF RAILROADS 
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During Four Weeks’ Tour .Made in 
Middle West Finds Congress 
.Approved 

Esthusiasm among the women of the 
west in starting their political organi¬ 
zation work was one of the noticeable 
features of the four-weeks’ tour of the 
middle west just concluded by Will H. 
Hays, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. 

Ado;)ting or adapting the suggestions 
outlined at the recent Republican con¬ 
ference held in Washington. D. C., to ^ 
state requirements, the women of Okla- I 
homa. Indiana. Missouri and Illinois ‘ 
are strongly carrying out the idea of! 
party activity in their organization 
work, not as women but as units in the 
party membership, and with the fullest 
possible participation in the party’s 
affairs. 


Director General Hines Makes Clear 
.Actual Loss to People 
That the public already has a de¬ 
ficit of nearly a half billion dollars 
to make up for the railroads and that 
there will be no return to the people 
for this outlay is one of the points 
made clear by Director General Hines 
of the railroad administration before 
the House appropriations committee. 
Deficit Growing 

Mr. Hines was before the com¬ 
mittee to advise it that the railroad 
administration was asking for $ 1 .- 
200,000,000 instead of $750,000,- 
000 which it asked at the last ses¬ 
sion. He said the $750,000,000 did 
not include an>"thing on account of 
deficit in 1919. The half billion 
dollars deficit already referred to will 
of course, be much enlarged by th*? 
end of the present calendar year. 

“Taking the appropriation of $ 1 ,- 
200,000,000 W’hich we now seek,” 
said Mr. Hines, “I think the best 
way to give a general picture of the 
situation is to show what would be 
the disposition of the funds of the 
Railroad Administration if it should 
receive that $ 1 , 200 , 000,000 and 
that, of course, would be in addition 
to the $500,000,000 which wasap- 
propriated when the P'ederal control 
act was passed. On that assumption 
the total funds appropriated for the 
Railroad «.Administration would be 
$1,700,000,000 and that would be 
divided; roughly, into four items, 
three of them large and one rela- 
tiv^y small. 

“One would be $480,000,000 the 
deficit for the calendar year 1918 
and for the first four months of 1919. 

“Another would be $425,000,000 
for working capital, both that which 
was on hami December .‘H, 1918, and 
the additional wmrking capital which 
it is important to have in order to 
conduct the business without undue 
delay. I mean the business trans- 
action.s such as payments for mate¬ 
rials and .supi)lies and the payment 
of w'age.s. 

“The next ‘ item would Ik* $775,- 
000,000 which ha.s either Iwen ad¬ 
vanced for the account of the railroad 
corporation or will have to ho ad¬ 
vanced according to the best esti¬ 
mates we can make for this purpose 
For Equipment 

“The remaining item would be 
$14,000,000 invested in equipment 
for the inland waterways, which 
equipmept was purchased in pur¬ 
suance of the policy outlined in the 
Federal control act. 

“Those four items, $48*»,000.000 de¬ 
ficit, $425,000,000 working capital. 
$775,000,000 for the railroad corpor¬ 
ations and which is to be returned 
by them, and $14,000,000, for the in¬ 
land waterways, total $1,700,000,000 
W’hich would be put at the disposal 
of the Railroad .Administration* if the 
present appropriation were given in 
addition to the $500,000,000 already 
given. Of that total of $1,700,000,000 
the part that represents moneys that 
w’ill not bt* return<*d to the Govern¬ 
ment is he $486,000,000 deficit, 
i “The $425,000,000 w’orking capi¬ 
tal W’ill Ih* returned as Federal con¬ 
trol is ende<l, and the accounts with 
the railroad corporation settled.

League in New York Has Formulated 
Plans of Wide Scope for A"ear 
The League of Women Voters of 
New York City has drawn up a program 
for the year’s work which includes the 
keeping of a representative at Albany 
during the session of the Legislature, 
in the belief that this year’s legislative 
work will warrant it. According to 
this program, just announced, the ac 
tivities of the league will fall under the 
general divisions ( f political, legislative 
and welfare work, with a thorough 
study of food distribution in the city 
and support of the better methods of 
improving the present system as the 
chief features. 

The pcflitical plans of the league show 
the tendency of the new voters toward 
a wider dissemination of knowledge and 
an emphasis on the social part of poli¬ 
tics. The league pledges itself “to 
further the election, rc^gardless of 
party, of such men and women as by 
their record, talent, and standing in the 
community give promise of a higher 
and more efficient type of public offi¬ 
cial”; and it intends to obtain “full and 
accurate records of all candidates and 
distribute them among the registered 
women voters of the assembly districts.” 

Questionnaires will be used to ascer¬ 
tain each candidate’s stand on the sub¬ 
jects of welfare of men and women 
workers, compulsory education, schools 
of citizenship, unification of the laws 
concerning the civil status of women 
and equal pay for equal work. Politi¬ 
cal meetings will be held at which op¬ 
posing candidates will speak, and there 
will be lunches and dinners to give leg¬ 
islators and their constituents an op 
portunity to become ac(]uainted. 

Welfare work will be take'n care of 
bv the individual assembly district or 
ganizations. which will try to obtain 
whatever is needed in each district in 
the line of playgrounds and improve 
living conditions. 

Th« study of food distribution will be 
carried on with the assistance of ex¬ 
perts who will make recommendations 
on such questions as terminal markets, 
general facilities and cooperative buy¬ 
ing. and the league will then decide' 
what projects to support in the interest 
of the consumer and citv housewife. * 
The league will enter into the life of 
the city by holding at least three mass 
meetings a year to “discuss questions 
of city-wide and contemporary in -1 
erest.” | 

”A study of the program of the city ' 
League of Women Voters will convince | 
anyone,” said Miss Mary Garrett Hay, | 
the leader of the organization, “that I 
the league stands for a more intelligent 
voter, a higher type of candidate, more 
discussion and understanding of public 
questious and closer social relations be¬ 
tween public officials and their con 
stituents—all things that our citizens 
must heartily endores.” 


"%ats in Storage” 

Every working day of the year 
75,000,000 pounds of meat are required 
to supply home and export needs—and * 
only 10 per cent of this is exported. 

These facts must be kept in "mind 
when considering the U. S. Bureau of 
Markets report that on June 1, 1919, 
there were 1.348,000,000 pounds of 
meats in cold storage. If the meat in 
storage was placed on the market it 
would only be 20 days’ supply. 

This meat is not artificially withheld 
from trade channels to maintain or 
advance prices. 
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Meats in storage consist of« 

per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc., 
in process of curing. It takes 30 to 90 
days in pickle or salt to complete the 
process. 

per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 

6 per cent is lard. Thia is only four-fifths 
of a pound per capita, a.nd much of it will 
have to go to supply European needs. 

19 per cent is frozen beef and lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and 
was intended chiefly for over-seas ship¬ 
ment. If this were ail diverted to domes¬ 
tic trade channels, it would be only 

_}V4 lbs. per capita—a 3 days' supply.

From this it will be seen that “meats 
in storage” represent merely un¬ 
finished goods in process of curing and 
the working supply necessary to assure 
the consumer a steady flow of finished 
product.

In a big organization that isn’t driv- 
en by necessity for making a living, 
the man w'ho sits tight, does his work 
in a routine way and ma’Kes no dis¬ 
turbing innovations is particularly fa- 
vored. His chances are correspond¬ 
ingly increased if he becomes an 
adept at dodging responsibility for 
anything that goes wTong, and at 
spnjading reassuring, even though 
misleading information about the 
state of his department. 

The fundamental trouble is the 
knowledge permeating the govern¬ 
ment organization that Uncle Sam’s 
pocketbook will make good any and 
all losses. 

Private business is often ineffici¬ 
ently handled. But there is always 
the spur of the need of making a liv¬ 
ing. It is root, hog, or die. Unless 
the management is always on the 
alert to introduce better mehods and 
to improve the products or the way it 
is handled, the concern goes to the 
wall and everybody’s pay stops. 

The struggle for survival In gen¬ 
eral keeps the organization keyed up. 
So far no incentive has been found to 
take the place of the nrimitive lure 
of profit.

Washington, July 7—Comrdete df- 
morilization of the nostal ser^’lc- un¬ 
der the direction of Postniaster (ien- 
eral Burleson is becoming so appar¬ 
ent to members of Congress that it is 
not unlikely that after the return of 
the President pressure will be brought 
to bear upon him even by Democrats 
to remove this member of his Cabinet 
from office.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

EtpeciallY Prepared For Readers o

SUNDAY, JULY 13 
Baptism. Matt. 28:18-20; Mark Fi¬ 
ll; Acts 8:26-40. 

For as many of you as were Baptised 
into Christ did put on Christ. Gal. 3:27. 

U. S. WRIGHT. 

Thk PRArTirK. 

Initiations are universal. Whether 
one desires to become a member of 
some lodge, to unite with the citizenry 


of another country; to practice law, 
medicine, engineering or what-not; to 
sell any one of a thousand commodities; 
to teach, preach or become a missionary 
there is always the initiatory rite that 
must be taken before permission is 
granted for any of these things. Names 
may he as varied as examination, li- 
sence ordainition, or naturalisation but 
the idea is the same. Ail the costs in 
the world will not change a man's iden 
tity, the new garment alters his ap 
pearance but not the man. Nor is there 
ever a question as to the right ot any 
organization to fix whatever require¬ 


ment may be deemed fitting as a con 
dition for admission. Baptism is the 
name applied to the rite initiating one 
into the fellowship of the Christian 
church and is one with all the others so 
far Hs the basis idea is concerned. It 
was certainly in use among the Jews in 
the reception of proselytes from the 
Gentiles so that the form was not new¬ 
er than the idea. It was practiced by 
Christ whose disciples worked under 
His direction. It was authorized by 
Him as the rite of admission and was 
practiced by the early church and has 
continued thruout the years. It was 
preferably by immersion. In an old 
ritual coming from not later than 100 
A. D. and quoted by Dr. Cebem in New 
Archeological Discoveries there is this 
direction. "And if thou hast not living 
water baptise into other water; and if 
thou canst not in cold, then in warm. 
But if thou hast neither, pour water 
thrice upon the head into the name of 
the Father and the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost." So that thus early there 
was an accommodation of the mode to 
the conditions under which it was given 
and it would seem that it is the fact of 
baptism rather than the form of it up¬ 
on which stress is to be laid. 

The Persons. 

The lesson gives two instances in the 
first of which Jesus is Himself the sub¬ 
ject. John had sent his challenging 
message into the ears of the Passover 
pilgrims and it had been heralded far 
and wide so that he w^s thronged with 
listeners who pressed upon him for bap¬ 
tism as the initiurv rite of a revolution¬ 
ary party expectant of the Messiah. 
Jesus came with the rest and John 
speedily knew that the man needed 
nothing of the kind but urged he finally 
consented and the ceremony proceeded. 
Then came the opened heavens thru the 
rent of which the Spirit came and Jesus 
heard the yoice that brought comfort 
to the questioning mind if such it was 
and stood forth fully conscious of the 
mission that was His. The other pic¬ 
ture is that of the rich official who had 
visited Jerusalem probaoly ac the Pass- 
over feast for worship and heard the 
wonderful story of the resurrected 
Lord and the poured forth Spirit, heard 
the bitter challenge of the Jew that had 
stoned Stephen and was eager to know 
the truth. Philip met him. taught him. 
baptised him and sent him rejoicing on 
bis way one reason for his jdyousness 
being the free admission into the Chris¬ 
tian community where he was barred 
by his condition from full access to the 
heart of Judaism. 

The Purpose. 

The purpose of baptism is initiation 
into the church, the visible company of 
believers, not into the spirit of a new 
life. John clearly distinguished be¬ 
tween the baptism by water and Spirit. 
Jesus had no need for any change in his 
character nor was it wrought by the 
act. The Ethiopian had been brought 
to an acknowledgement of the Lord- 
ship of Jesus oyer his life before the 
water touched him. It is the symbol of 
the inner fitness of the applicant be¬ 
cause there has been already in his 
spirit the beginning of the Kiiigdom’s 
life and because of this he desires en¬ 
rollment in the only organizati n that 
has as its end the bringing in of that 
Kingdom of which he is already a part. 
It is a dedication to a religious and so¬ 
cial movement, not an impartation of 
life. Yet there are those who insult 
upon the efficacy of the rite in itself to 
create changes in the person affected 
and this carries with it an absolutely 
exact formulary since any inaccuracy 
might impair its potency. This fetish 
ism is seen in the belief that baptism 
will cure an ill child or prevent sickness. 

I was asked to baptise a child because 
it was thought that the person who had 
done so before must have made some 
mistake as the little one had Deen sick 
eversince. Surely there is need of in¬ 
struction even in Christian America. 

The Power 

"Each sacrament is a means of 
grace" and i'roleslants recognize two, 
Baiitism and the I..ord’8 Supper. Be¬ 
lieving the use of the form a means of 
expressing a definite intent of the will, 
regarding it a symbol ul the regener¬ 
ating power of the Holy Spirit and ac¬ 
cepting it as the opportunity of ex¬ 
pressing the allegience of the .soul to 
its Lord every spiritual door swings 
open to (iod's touch and growth must 
be stimulated thereby. But this can 
not be true in the case of the babe? 
Certainly not. It is-then the recogni¬ 
tion of the membership of the child in 
the Kingdom and as such having a per¬ 
fect right to share in the life of the 
church. The parents make the dedi¬ 
cation of the child to G(n 1 and assume 
the obligation of so caring for its nur¬ 
ture in the things of Christ that it shall 
always remain a member of the king¬ 
dom accepting when a proper age is 
reached the vow as a personal act. The 
New Testament is silent concerning in¬ 
fant baptism but the jailer at Philippi 
"and all his" received the rite and 
children may have been there but its 
application to the child rests upon the 
fact that It is God's child and not upon 
any other thing. And it can certainly 
be used as a means of grace in that 
growing life as it is meant to be by the 
church giving it.

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FIRE AVERTED SATURDAY 


^own Threatened With a Most Serious 

Conflagration in Business Section 

What could easily have been the 
most disastrous fire in the history of 
Oakland was averted on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon by the quick and prompt ac¬

! Struck House Near Hutton and Tore 
It Literally to Pieces—Woman Hurt 

On last Thursday evening during 
an electrical storm which passed over 
this section of the country about sev¬ 
en o’clock, lightning struck one of 
the dwellings located at the mines 
of the Freeport Coal Company, a short 
distance from Hutton, which almost 
entirely destroyed the building, 1 
burned the clothes from Mrs. George 
Shaffer, shocked a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bruce Durst, killed a dog 
lying in the kitchen and passing down¬ 
ward to the ground killed a hog lying 
beneath the house at the foot of the 
chimney. 

The storm broke at Hutton without 
warning and seemingly the first flash 
of lightning struck the chimney at the 
Shaffer home with the result as above 
stated. 

Mrs. Shaffer and the daughter of 
Mr. Durst were standing fronting the 
range in the kitchen with a doy ly¬ 
ing on the floor between them when 
the lightning struck the chimney. The 
house is a five-room structure, two 
rooms being upstairs and three below. 
The floors, plastering and doors, as 
well as the windows W’ere completely 
torn out and the roof knocked off. 
P^ollowing down the chimney the fluid 
struck and ignited Mrs. Shaffer’s 
clothing, burning it almost entirely 
from her body and producing painful 
injuries to her limbs. The Durst girl 
suffered from shock, escaping with a 
slight blister on her foot. The dog 
was instantly killed, all the hair be¬ 
ing burned from its body. Beneath 
the house was a hog which had taken 
refuge there from the storm and it 
also was instantly killed. 

What is most remarkable about the 
occurrence is that the house w’as not 
set on fire and that Miss Durst es¬ 
caped without being more seriously 
hurt.

The Gift. 

Our appreciation of a gift cannot be 
separated from its ^iver. If there 
were nothing else connected with the 
Lord’s Supper that the fact of Christ’s 
having requested its perpetuation on 
that night when He first pressed it in¬ 
to the hands of his followers it would 
be a sacred thing to all Christians. He 
gave us this rite therefore it quicken in 
us the consciousness of His presence. 
But unless the gift is wisely chosen 
even love for the giver will not be suf¬ 
ficient to keep it a hying thing among 
one’s possessions. Witness the many 
ties and other Christmas presents that 
are acknowledged but never used and 
are presently discarded altogether. Un¬ 
less it had served some purpose in the 
life the Lord’s Supper would have been 
lost in the dust of the past and His 
wisdom was never more clear than in 
the choice of this old. custom for the 
carrying on the thought of Himself. 
From the beginning there was some ini- 
tiarv rite into family, clan, tribe, na¬ 
tion or organization and this universal 
custom has been carried forward in 
baptism. But having entered there 
must be some social bond marking the 
fellowship of these initiates. This was 
early found in the sacr.hcial meal where 
the father of the family or the king of 
the nation acted as priest and all shar¬ 
ed the feast. For the Hebrew it had 
been linked with the birth of a nation 
in the Passover and had been sanctified 
by long years of use and it was this age- 
old thing that Jesus laid his hands upon 
and passed on to the disciples. The 
meat of the ancient offering was rep¬ 
resented by bread and the blood by the 
cup but it is the precise thing that be¬ 
gan with Adam at Eden’s altar that 
bas lived down to the latest Commun¬ 
ion where it was said, “The body given 
for thee; the blood shed for thee.’’ It 
is the oldest rite in existence among 
men. For the Disciples it was a class 
banquet, to use the language of today, 
for no others shared it was meant to 
become the social bond that soon took 
in all the believers in Jesus as Ixird. 
The Meaning. 

The Sacrament is a symbol. To make 
it actual fiesh and blood would seem to 
carry it away from the spiritual into 
the realm of magic and if it is a mem¬ 
orial certainly the actual presence is 
foreign to the meaning of the word. 
And the vitality of the Protestant 
faith confirms the serviceableness of 
the rite as it is conceived by it. But if 
it is a symbol what does it symbolize? 
The fiag is a symbol of nationality but 
what is a nation? President Faurce 
defines it as a “collective memory and 
collective hope.*’ All the experiences 
of the past with the sacrifices and suf¬ 
ferings, achievements and successes 
have entered into the making of each 
ciuzen and there is that forward look 
toward a greater future that calls each 
to the strongest endeavor to realize the 
nation’s ideals. All this is wrapped in 
the colors. The same thing is true of 
the Lord’s Supper which is a symbol 
also represents a collective memory and 
a collective hope. Taking it, we find it 
a rallying point about which all may 
unite as we do about the flag giving our 
allegiance to those memories shrined 
within it thru the centuries and shining 
brightest in its inauguration and to¬ 
gether we turn our face toward a new 
and bettter day in which the ideals of 
Christ may be more fully expressed in 
the life of the world. Republican, Dem¬ 
ocrat, Progressive and any other party 
unite under the fiag where all are 
Americans. Greek. Catholic and Pro¬ 
testant find in this symbol a uniting 
bond for where Christendom is there it 
is to be found also. The Lord of the 
Supper is held in memory whatever 
ideas may accompany the act and in 
this it becomes the mark of a common 
loyalty to a common Lord that should 
be a pledge of common service in bring¬ 
ing in the Kingdom. 

The Ml.ssagf.. 

Various names are applied to this 
great service the earliest of which is 
the Eucharist or thanksgiving. Those 
early followers could not separate this 
meal from the idea of praise for the 
giver of it and the benefits that inher¬ 
ed in Christianity. They had been born 
Into a new world. A joyous group 
shared that new life and praise was as 
natural as breathing. If we shut this 
thought of gladness out of the sacra¬ 
ment certainly a vital part of its mean¬ 
ing has vanished. It is the Lord’s Sup¬ 
per wheie as guests of God we are all 
upon the same level and of equal worth 
in the fellowship of guests. It is a bond 
of brotherhood and it was precisely this 
feeling that revealed itself in President 
McKinley’s hand laid upon the rough 
sleeve of a workman who, recognizing 
the president was about to move from 
beside him at the altar of Metropolitan 
to which both had come for the service. 
Communion emphasizes the possibility 
of a better life as one shares the spirit 
that pervades every part of the com¬ 
mon gathering about these things that

In buying Liberty Bonds, V’ictory

First, ever>’ bond or stamp certifl- 
f-ate may be registered writh the 
Tr(‘asur>’ Department. Registration 
means that the owner’s name and tho 
number of his security have been 
“regUtered” by the gtyvernment, and 
that nobody but hlmaelf can poa- 
sibly get the money which the bond 
or stamp certificate calls for. Cer¬ 
tificates may be registered through 
the neaxwst poetoffice; bonds through 
the nearest bank. 

And the second mathod for aafa- 
guarding has bean provided by the 
banks themsehvea. Every bank—na¬ 
tional bank or savings bank—and ev¬ 
ery truet company has, of eouree, 
ample and secure vaults. For the man 
who does not feel that he can afford 
to rent a safe deposit box to keep 
Liberty Bonds and War Savings 
Stamps in, many of the hanks and 
trjet companies have announced their 
willingness to keep theee socuritiaa 
for him In their own vaults.

WAGE FIGHT AGAINST PESTS 


Man Must Make Continuous Fight 

From Start, Never Shirking Duty 
and Keeping Everlastingly on 
Job—Easy to Kill Weeds. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The ultimate success of a home gar¬ 
den depends largely upon the inter¬ 
est of the gardener b«liig maintaiiuHl 
ihnuiglMiut the seu.sen. Many persotus 
have g<»tten the idea that wlan the 
gard»‘n is planted and eultivated two 
er three times their work has ende<l, 
and as a result the garden so(»n goes 
to weeds pr is deslroy< d by insects and 
<iisA*a.ses. The successful gardener, de¬ 
clare the spA'cialists of the United 
States 1 apartment of Agriculture, is 
llie one wiio wages a conUnu<»us tight 
against tlie €*neinies of the ganlen 
fnuu the very sluri, never shirking his 
duty and being everlastingly on the 
job. 

A crop of weeds can be destroyed in 
a few moimnts by means of a steel 
rake or a Imm*. if it is used wbeu the 
weAsls an* just coming through the 
grt*ur.d. If a!lo^v»*«l to r«*»naiii. the 
we«*ds become firmly naded and a 
tin.rough renovation of tlie garden Is 
necessary to rid it of them. 

Seem Innocent, but They're Net. 

A few old fushiotM*d hardshell potato 
bugs may not appear to do any great 
liarni, but the crop of soft-sholled bee¬ 
tles they product* will eat the leaves 
from the pc>tuto vines almost b«*fore 
y<»u know they are present. A few* 
spores of some mildew or edh* r dis¬ 
ease may ned do any gn*at amount c»f 
damage, l»ut if the wciithcr Is fav«*r- 
a!de for the spread of the disease. It 
will s<M*n cause tlu* loss of the cnlin- 
ertip.

A SUGGESTION TO THE PACKERS 

The packers, having taken posses¬ 
sion of our food supplies, from the 
lowly shrimps, to olives, spinach and 
hominy,up to pork and beans and mut¬ 
ton and beef, might now turn their at¬ 
tention to the lu.xuries. 

We understand, of course, that the 
packers, being of a philanthropic turn 
of mind, prefer to deal only in the 
stern necessities. Still, there are lux¬ 
uries that amount almost to necessi¬ 
ties, for which the people will spend 
their money as freely as they spend it 
for the packers* line of goods. 

There’s bound to be a good thing 
for the packers, say, in the candy busi¬ 
ness, if the packers are looking for 
any more good things. The candy trade 
still appears to be more or less in the 
hands of individual ow'ners, thus rob¬ 
bing the people of the opportunity to 
contribute anything to the meat trust 
when they buy candy for the children, 
and therfore there seems no chance 
to stabilize candy prices. The public 
Still can buy candy cheaner at some 
stores than at others, and any packer 
know's that such a practice amounts 
in the long run to bad business. It 
used to be that way in the meat busi¬ 
ness. 

And toys—there’s a field as yet un¬ 
touched in its possibilities. To be 
sure, candy and toys are not, strictly 
speaking, in the packing line. But 
there is a “killing” to be made in the 
busines.s of both lines, and the pack¬ 
ers could easily justify themselves in 
breaking into any “killing” where 
profits are nromised. 

Consider the field as yet unworked 
in the w’ay of selling candy pigs to the 
kids at real pig prices, or of making 
father dig up for a toy calf in bulk. 

If the packers have any hesitancy 
about entering a new field lest tehy be 
criticized by constitutional lawyers of 
the old fashioned sort, let it be known 
to all the world that, from every out¬ 
ward appearance from every inward 
work of the meat tru.st there seems 
nothing in the Constitution anywhere 
that would limit the packers in their 
ambitious or hinde rthem in the prac¬ 
tice of their taking ways. 

The constitution only guarantees, to 
the ultimate consumers in addition to 
life and liberty, the“pursuit of happi¬ 
ness,” There is nothing to hinder 
the packers in going the one step far¬ 
ther and “coppering,” also, the pur¬ 
suit of happiness.

Telephone Rates to be .Xdjusted. 

Congressman Frederick N. Zihl¬ 
man, of Maryland, has been advised 
by Secretary Fendall, of the Mary¬ 
land Public Service Commission, that 
us soon as the Government returns 
the telephone companies to their 
owners, that the Commission will go 
into the (]uestion of telephone rates 
in the state. 

Under the nroNisions of the Act 
which was signed hy the President on 
last Friday, Gover?imental control will 
terminate on July 31, and the bill pro¬ 
vides that the existing rates as fixed 
by the Postmaster General shall re¬ 
main in force until the State author¬ 
ities take action and determine the 
rates to be charged in the future. 

A period of four months is given 
for the work of reviewing and the 
fixing of new rates, and Congressman 
Zihlman called the Commission’s at¬ 
tention to this matter and urged that 
they begin investigation of conditions 
and rates at the earliest possible 
moment. 


No Extra Session of the Legislature. 

Maryland legislators will take no ac¬ 
tion on the proposed ratification of 
the federal suffrage amendment until 
the General Assembly in 1920. Gov- 
enor Harrington made it plain yes¬ 
terday, before leaving Annapolis for 
Cambri<lge, that he would not call an 
extra session.

Even saving does not nereaearny ' 
mean wise spending, since the pres i 
ent day offers so many equivalanta for \ 
our money. It is only by making a i 
careful, systematic study of the houae- j 
hold administration that a proper bal- i 
ance may be found between the dif- ' 
ferent items in the average budget of i 
the home. [ 

There are items in every household 
on which too much money is spent 
The fact must be faced that tf too 
much is spent on clothing, for In¬ 
stance. less must be spent for other | 
nf^cessities of life. 

Saving, however, is the item that 
should be most ecnphaslzed. Poor 
houses are full of people who did not 
have a savings item on their budgets. 
Unemployment siokneae. old age and 
many other demands necessitate a call 
on the reserve fund, the lack of which 
will result in suiYering and want. 

Every going enterprise is conducted 
on system. If the home is to be a sue 
cessful institution it must also com 
ply wlfh this wise rule of ffoonomice. 
Systematic household accounting wlU 
make a home more cheerful and proj 
perous. Household accounting alone, 
however, will never return its full ben 
eflt until It is backed by an intelligent 
family budget 

One must consider the problem of 
whether it la wiser to pay rent or to 
build a brmie In a large measure this 
depends on lo< al conditions as well ns 
the size of the income. 

.\mu3ement and recreation are es 
sential in family life The child and 
the adult should have an allowance 
for this, though the tr»ial be very 
small, averaging from 4 to 5 r>«r cent 
of the Income of the family 

The wi.se si)ender plans the needs of 
the family so that the amount spent 
in the “miscellaneous” Items will he 
as small as possible. This item should 
not be a ’•catch ail” in home records

**lf you will go into the church you will | 
see something of great interest to 
Americans, you will see the Washing-1 
ton Coat of Arms which was the foun- j 
dation of the American Flag.*' i 

We entered the musty atmosphere of 
the dimly lighted edifice and following 
the directions given, wc came across , 
an oldj tablet in the wall. The inscrip¬ 
tion read as follows: **Near this place: 
lyeth the body of the late Rev. M. God- j 
trey IVasbington of the county of York, | 
minister of this church and fellow of' 
St. Peter College. Born July 26th, 1640 
and died thei28th,.day of Sept., 1729, 
St. Mary the Less, Cambridge.** Above , 
this was the crest which consisted of a > 
shield with two bars, and in the upper 
space three stars. Surmounting this 
an eagle or raven issuing out of a Du :al 
coronet. 

(St. Mary the Less is next to St. 
Peter house or College, and the living 
is in thejgift to the college. 1 may here 
add, that this college numbers among 
its distinguished names the Poet Grey.) 

Mr. Albert Welles, President of the i 
American College for Genealogical | 
Registry and Heraldry has furnished us 
with] valuable information. He has 
bascdlhis^tatement on the authority of 
the Common Pleas Rolls, those wonder¬ 
ful records in England that run over 
more than two thousand skins of parch¬ 
ment for every year and are closely 
written in abbreviated Latin. “The 
English Registers have for upwards of ' 
one thousand years been the protection 
and authority of many families and the I 
meansfof preserving large property in- i 
terests.** Hence the Washington Pedi¬ 
gree, founded upon the Common Pleas 
Rolls, can be established by legal evi-1 
dence. Thus it appears that the gene- | 
alogv of George Washington can be, 
traced back to Odin, Founder of Scan- j 
dmavia. 70 B. C., covering fifty-five | 
generations in eighteen centuries. ' 
Thorf in the Dane, Earl of the Orkneys, 
wa.s the founder of the Washington 
family in England about 1000 A. D. He 
settled in York, which was a dis¬ 
tinctly Danish City and for many years 
chief city in England. They took their 
name from the little village of Wass- 
ington, in North Riding of Yorkshire. 

“The Northman in unlettered times 
chronicaled his ancestry in the Songs 
with which “ the bard? regaled the 
heroes at the “Feast of Shells.*’ No 
parchment told his liniage to the w'ar j 
riors in those days, but the heroic 1 
names were branded each night upon 
his swelling heart by the burning num¬ 
bers of the Bards. “

Franklin ob¬ 
jected to both as being birds of prey 
and proposed to substitute a turkey as 
a good domestic fowl, but the sugges¬ 
tion was too comical for adoption. 

Washington Irving writes that the 
fate of the interesting relic of stained 
glass at Sulgrave was peculiar. Col. 
Henry Hutchinsan, the late Lord of the 
Manor, an old Waterloo soldier, had the 
panes removed for their better preser¬ 
vation, when they were either stolen or 
broken in his desk. What would the 
Americans not give to recover these 
fragments? ^ 

The Stars and Stripes were indeed 
taken from General Washington’s sig¬ 
net ring and forms the foundation of 
our Star Spangled Banner.

CAMP MEADE WILL BE A 

PERMANENT ARMY SITE 


.Secretary Baker Announce.^^ that Pur- 
cha.se of Land will Continue 

Washington, July 15—The war de¬ 
partment's original plan of making a 
permanent army post and encampment 
site at Camp Meade, Md., will not be 
abandoned. It will be carried out as 
proposed by the Department two 
months ago. when orders were issued 
for the outright purchase of the areas 
needed, but which later was held up 
when Congress threatened to intervene 
by withholding further appropriations. 

Secretary Baker announced yester¬ 
day that the land purchases at Camp 
Meade would be resumed and that the 
project would be carried out on the 
same basis as proposed in the first in¬ 
stance. The same applies to Camp 
Lee, \’b , to Camps Custer, Devens, 
Dix, Didge, Gordon, Grant, Jackson, 
Sherman. Taylor. Travis and Upton. 

The Secretary also directed that the 
construction heretofore authorized for 
permanent army posts on the Mexican 
border be continued, but that ail con¬ 
struction work and the purchase of 
real estate for aviation fields and baL 
I'j4«n fields or ^choois be disconlinueJ. 

It was the original purp(T8c of the 
War Department to aetjuire fur per¬ 
manent army purposes a larg** t.umber 
of military cantonments and aviation 
fields. This list included Camps Meade 
and Lee and many othf*rs which were 
regarded as necessary fur the mainten¬ 
ance of a standing army of 50,060 or 
more men.

The Wa.shington family, one of the 
b'St in England, has held many posts 
of honor. A John Wessington was 
Prior of Durham in the reigns of 
Henry V and Henry VI. 

The more immediate ancestry of Gen¬ 
eral Washington must be sought in 
Sulgrave, Northamptonshire. When 
Henrv VIII| dissolved the monasteries 
he granted^a large tract of land at Sul 
grave to the Washington family. The 
Hon. Laurence W’ashington was Lord 
of the Manor and he built his mansion 
U'xin the site of the Prior’s dwelling. 
Washington Irving visited this inter 
esting place on several occasions and in 
his delightful description speaks of the 
fine old Tudor door-way of brown stone, 
in the spandrels (or triangular spaces 
to right and left of the arch) are two 
shields containing the Washington coat 
o? arms; and also in a window in the 
butteryjwas a piece of stained glass 
with the Washington Crest. He says, 
this no doubt furnished the emblem tor 
ojr tlsg though the details of trans¬ 
action were involved in obscurity 
Tradition attributes the suggestion to 
Benjamin Franklin, and Tupper in his 
Centennirtl Drama makes him say: 

-“I proposed it to the Congress.

Burke’s Armory states that the Coat 
Armorial was grantexi to branches of 
the Washington family in several 
ahires. hence the diffen nee in the 
crests.

When the House .Militarv Atfairs 
Committee look up the Army Appro¬ 
priation bill, however, the committee 
refused to carry any appropriations for 
the/e purposes and warned the War 
Department to stop the purchase of 
lands and construction upon such areas 
as already had been taken over. Ap¬ 
proximately 35 per cent, of the area 
needed at Camp Meade had been sur- 
veved and deeded to the Government 
when this warning was given. The ti¬ 
tles to the remainder of the tract were 
being examined by Government at¬ 
torneys. but when the House Commit¬ 
tee announced that it would recommend 
legislation going so far as to bar the 
use of unexpended balance for this pur¬ 
pose. work at Meade was suspended, 
along with that at other cantonments. 

When the matter reached the Senate, 
however, the War Department was 
able to induce the upper house to so 
amend the Appropriation bill as to al¬ 
low the department to proceed with 
the acquisition of such of the canton¬ 
ments as were imperatively nece.ssary, 
not naming the camps, but leaving 
them to be selected Py the department 
officials. 

Th** significance of yesterday’s an¬ 
nouncement, therefore, is that the War 
Department has found that Camp 
Meade is among the group of camps 
found to be imperatively necessary to 
the army and that the work of acquir¬ 
ing the real estate and of ctmverting it 
into a permanent military post pro¬ 
ceeded.

Richmond. Va.—According to tbs 
latest araHable figures over firs hun¬ 
dred basks in the Fifth Padsral Rs- 
serve District have ordered supplies 
of hand grenads penny-saTtngs brnnhs 
that are to be used by fbe ohildfsn for 
summer eavlngs. The total number 
of hand grenadee that hare bean or* 
dered exceeds 175,000. 

The plan of the hand grenade baaF 
criginated In the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. and the banks are being dis¬ 
tributed in this district by the War 
Loan Orgaotaation here. Cvery school 
child under Che age of seventeen years 
may. by applying at the loeal bank, re¬ 
ceive one of Iheee hand grenade 
penny-bsnke as a loan for the vaca¬ 
tion period, tt, during the summer, 
enough money is saved to purchase 
one or more War Savings fitampe the 
bank becomes tho property ot the 
child. 

The banks are made out of real hand 
grenades that were to have been used 
against tho Huns. With pereutslot^ 
rap and high explosive removed, and 
clots cut to receive and take out colne. 
they are now doing service agalnet 
the enemy, waste, as banks for sav¬ 
ings. 

School officials all over the district 
are enihuBlastic about the plan, as 
they feel that It will not only keep 
alive but strengthen the thrift ideals 
that ali'eady have been Implanted in 
the minds of the children. 

J. H. Dinford, assistant superinten¬ 
dent of public schools here, has en¬ 
dorsed the echexne. in a recent letter 
expressing the hope that all the banks 
in the diiitrlct would co-operate by get¬ 
ting Buprlles of the hand grenades, as 
the school children arc enthusiaatic 
about securing tloo.

from its foundation The building 
was so badly twisted out of plumb 
that the doors had to be taken from 
their hftiges before they could be op¬ 
ened. At the old Matthews* burying 
ground the storm lifted a large monu¬ 
ment weighing one and a-half tons 
off its base; it al.so snapped off two 
large pine tree.s, carrying them a dis¬ 
tance of a hundred feet from their 
original place.

THE WAR AND AFTERWARD 


tieut. Leo J Rasche, Formerly of 

Oakland Gives Some Impressions 
from Far-off France. 

From First Lieutenant Leo J. 
Basche, a former employe of The Re¬ 
publican, now commandinj' a platoon 
of Military Police in Paris, the fol¬ 
lowing personal letter to the editor 
was received on last Thursday, which 
was accompanied by an interesting 
article bearing upon the aftermath of 
the great World War, which is pub¬ 
lished therewith. 

Lieut. Rasche’s letter is dated at 
Paris, France, June 19th, and is as 
follows: 

Dear Ben:—For some time I have 
been intending to write you some sort 
of a scrap of stuff from over here, but 
always that inevitable sdmething 
would occur to intervene with the 
plans, and so, having more time than 
anything else on hand today, I am 
writing several old newspaper friends 
and so shall include you with the rest. 

I have never seen anyone from Oak¬ 
land over here or anywhere near. 
Nearly all the Marylanders I have 
met have been from down about Balti¬ 
more or from the “Easte’n sho*.” It 
seems to me that I have run into peo¬ 
ple I knew from nearly every state 
except the old home state. I have 
met all sorts of people from all parts 
of the country and in all sorts of 
places, but never an Oaklander. 1 
consider that rather unusual, because 
no matter where we go. we always, 
or at least that has been my exper¬ 
ience heretofore, meet some one from 
home. But if I meet an Oaklander 
now', I think it will have to be on the 
boat. The A. E. F. is fast fading 
away, and will very soon now be 
nothing but a memoi>. 

At this season of the year over 
here the climate is very different 
from what it was last summer, much 
drier everywhere. It is, in fact, pretty 
much the same as the climate about 
Oakland—warm, clear days, with 
snappy, cool nights, and after dark an 
overcoat is altogether a very comfor¬ 
table convenience in the height of 
summer in sunny France. 

I imagine a great many of the boys 
have returned by this time and have 
been mustered out, so that there is 
little left now to tell of events and 
conditions over here, and so that pret¬ 
ty nearly anything one might write 
now'adays would be very much in the 
nature of “Twice Told Tales.** Well, 
however. I hav'e set down a few ob¬ 
servations at random, and perhaps 
they may help you kill space. VV'hen- 
ever I write anything over here it is 
such a difficult thing to know just 
where to begin, just where to end, 
just what subject to choose, that the 
thing is confusing. There are so many 
subjects, so many experiences that 
crowd themselves before the mental 
vision, that about the only thing to do 
is to start somewhere and stop when 
you have run your course. 

Give my best regards to all the 
folks, the boys and my friends, and 
believe me alw’avs,

War Ravaged France 
(By LEO J. RASCHE.) 

The sands in the eternal hour glass 
glide w'ith a silent, unobserved stealth 
that startles. Days weave themselves 
Into w’eeks and the weeks multiply 
themselves into months ere we are 
•ware, and so the tides of Time freely 
flow. A year ago there boomed and 
thundered here the seemingly unend¬ 
ing blasts of the convulsion that 
rocked the globe, and that indelibly 
impressed it.^^elf on the furthermost 
comers of the world. A year ago! 
At that time w’e marched up and into 
the fury of the furnace—up to the 
blazing edge of the earth. How 
•trange it all seems now in retrospec¬ 
tion! How quiet, how peaceful — 
this year with the other—in compar¬ 
ison. The .seasons, in their own goo<l 
time, have flown into the gulf of the 
yesteniays, an<l another summer of 
aerene splendor and quiet has graced 
the free, floral fairyland of France 
in place of that serious summer of a 
year ago that so frightfully flaye<l 
her and contended her age-oM right 
of national existence. Where red, 
ruinous war raged and ravaged, the 
poppies blame in the fieMs again and 
the flowers spread a gorgeous mantle 
of perfumed color. Along the deso¬ 
lated battle front, over a wide area 
the plan's have replaced the guns, and 
resolute refugees rustle among the 
battered rocks and ruins that were 
once their homes, intent upon an al¬ 
most hopeless task of restoration. 

Over the Waste. 

Recently I made a visit over all the 
front. What a wonderful difference 
there was betw’een that visit and my 
first and subsequent visits during the 
war. but especially the first. There 
was then a feeling that here, indeed, 
was the actual edge of the world, for 
here was a blasting barrier beyond 
whose deadly hail men might not 
pass. One simply had to obey the 
Irresistahle impulse to peer cautious¬ 
ly over the rim of our world—the 
tand-bag parapet—drawn by the com¬ 
pelling magnet of curiosity, into the 


wild and weird, the deadly and deso¬ 
late, the mystic and majestic narrow 
strip of No Man’s Land, and instant¬ 
ly something whining past would 
warn that curiosity might be too 
costly for continuance. j 

Beyond that—beyond the bursting i 
shells, the rattle of machine guns, 
the irregular pop of snipers, the snow- 
white clouds of “cotton-tails’* that 
marked the burst of our shells and 
the jet-black smoke that marked the 
enemy’s reply by day; and the fly¬ 
ing rockets, the festal brilliance of 
gorgeous color and the lightening flash 
of the guns by night—beyond that all 
was wrapped in the mystery of the 
stern and storied years of severed 
commerce and communication. And 
now, in this good year of peace, we 
are privileged to peer beyond the ban¬ 
ished barrier and beyond the romantic 
Rhine, and there in humility stands 
the once proud Prussian, with droop¬ 
ing spirits of defeat and' battered and 
broken lance. Last year it was the 
damp, dreary, soggy trenches and a 
desultory cannonading of give and 
take by day. And always the watch¬ 
ing and waiting and wounds and 
worse. But at night! Ah, at night it was 
different. For then, with the de¬ 
cline of day, the guns barked with a 
new lease of life and in a continuous 
roll of thunderous din the skies blazed 
with the rare beauty of indescribable 
pyrotechni(iue8. Then could one 
.stealthily steal from the narrow 
trench, out over the parapet on patrol 
and out bt*yond the tangled wire—out 
in the romantic ruin pregnant with the 
unknown—pass wonderful, thrilling 
hours with the darkness and the dread 
and the dead, and in little flirtations 
with flimsy fortune, get on close and 
clubby comra<lship with the venera¬ 
ble old man with the svthe. From 
these little night excursions couid be 
gained more real, red-blooded excite¬ 
ment that has been possible to extract 
from any subsequent visits elsewhere 
since. 

.And now it is all over. A calm cur¬ 
tain of months of tranquility has <le- 
scended upon the disturbing drama, 
and serene silence reigns where rang 
the crashing anthem of the guns. His¬ 
tory will face the fatigue of fixing the 
facts. Philosophy will grapple with 
the complex problem of cause and 
effect. Statescraft will endeavor to 
obliterate Yesterday, reconstruct To¬ 
day and tran(|uilize Tomorrow. Re¬ 
ligion will voice again the unheeded 
command: “Thou shalt not kill,** 

and gather the scattered fragments 
of her broken temples, both spiritual 
and physical. Justice will plead for 
the removal of the bandage that binds 
and blinds her that she might .see 
Right rule. Reason, as ever, will 
vainly try to raise her voice, while 
the pigmy twins of Passion and Pre¬ 
judice will plot and plan and will .’♦ow 
the seeds of human discontent that 
shall rind fruition when they blossom 
in bitterness again in another garden 
of (Jethsemane of Tomorrow. 

In the Long .Night. 

Over a wide, woeful desert of deso¬ 
lation the handiwork of .Mars reveals 
it.self in torn anti tattered fields, and 
battered and broken cities. These 
hurts can l)e practically healed. Over 
a wide, wasted worhl there are mil¬ 
lions of weeping women with broken 
hearts. These hurts can not be 
healed. Over a wide, war-worn camp¬ 
ing ground, out under the stars, mil¬ 
lions of tiny crosses—symbols of hu¬ 
manity’s hope here in a happy here¬ 
after—mark w'here youth and vigor, 
and valor and vitality, vanished into 
the Vale for the visualization of V'ic- 
tory. These will not come back. But 
if their splendid spirits could speak 
to<lay—and it is my conviction they 
do speak in the blossoms that bloom 
above them—they would w'hisi>er the 
one word of a messege thus typified 
and that those flowers so fragrantly 
waft all over the fields of France— 
Peace. 

Something over a year ago the 
red ruin raged at its height Thoughts 
go back to England as she w’as then— 
sturdy, staunch, steady, tenacious in 
the very midst of her tears How' 
wonderful, how' magnificent, how 
splendid in stern and serlou.'< sacri¬ 
fice -unfailing, unquailing! Always 
through the trials and the toil and 
the tears there was that unalterable 
determination that did a ma<i ambi¬ 
tion to death. On the wonderful gem 
of unsurpassed beauty—on the “right 
little tight little isle,’* there was ev¬ 
erywhere evident the sublime sacri¬ 
fice that knew war in all of its hun¬ 
ger and horror and heroism, and 
amidst the four years* anguish of a 
veritable torrent of tears there res¬ 
olutely rang out unwavering above all 
that unceasing, unconquered, unyield¬ 
ing message: ‘Tarry on!** Whenever 
one might go in England then, in 
Scotland, in Wales—it was all one 
vast drill ground, and one great field 
of recuperation for the convalescent 
wounded of the war. 

At Height of Dawn. 

On a recent visit, not long ago, 
how vastly different! “Blighty** in all 
her old-time beauty, gallant, grand 
and glorified in the triumph of her 
great, world cause. A freer air, a 
lighter life, happier hearts. All the 
black, menacing clouds of war worn 


down, and even the fog and the driz¬ 
zle gone in the happiness and hopeful¬ 
ness that has come with the conquest 
and that is with her now “when 
spring brings back blue days and 
fair.** How wonderful is England 
now' in the pursuit of peace. How 
amazing her capital, her countrysides 
—her whole area one matchless pic¬ 
ture in w hich Nature has painted per¬ 
fection. In the Louvre in Pari.s,where 
France has gathered the art achieve¬ 
ments of the world, there are marvels 
of magnifience on canvass, in sculp¬ 
ture, in every conceivable form. In 
the V’atican at Rome it is likewise so 
—where the ages of human progress 
in the avenues of art have adorned 
the interior. But when one looks up¬ 
on the great canvass of Nature as so 
well represented now' in England in 
the height of summer, of France, of 
Scotland, how poor and pale and pit¬ 
iful these painted daubs of Paris, and 
Milan, and Rome, and Venice, and 
Florence anti elsewhere appear. All 
seem to .silently speak of a past 
glory that is gone, while the whole of 
France now', of England, of Scotland, 
of Italy, .speak of a glory that is 
present today. 

One visits V’enice and reflects upon 
her illustrious past, sits profounti in 
her gondolas gliding in the Grand 
(ranal under the charm of soft, string¬ 
ed music by night, looJ<s upon her 
great square of St. .Mark’s, becomes 
enraptured untler the spell of her 
grand fetes by moonlight. The great, 
grey mother of Republics is bending 
under a burden of glorious years, and 
her venerable W'alls W'eigh down upon 
one with the hoardings of history. 

Dead Empires. 

.And Rome? You have a feeling of 
awe as you approach the city of the 
Caesars—the Eternal City—amid the 
rich,rural environs of gorgeous green, 
a gem in the midst, sitting stately up¬ 
on her seven hills. There is St. Pe¬ 
ter’s, massive, monumental, majestic 
in her towering l)eauty; there the 
broken remnant of the Coliseum, 
where the lizard lords it in place of 
the gladiators and the games of old; 
there are all the other tumbled tem¬ 
ples and traces that tell of triumphs 
away back in her glorious, golden age, 
when “the pale mother of dead Em¬ 
pires’* was mistress of the world. 
Needless to repeat her well known 
story. Futile, indeed, to follow Gib¬ 
bon. There is a feeling that here is 
a great fountain from which flows the 
history of humanity out of the dim, 
dead days, and the minrl has a tenden¬ 
cy to dream itself out of the beauty 
of the Italian capital of lo<lay, and 
rove back through the years to catch 
the phantom forms of the Caesars 
and their legions returning trium¬ 
phant from the wars. .And then there 
is a flutter and flash of color and we 
salute the heroic emblem of mo<lern 
Italy—modern Rome—victorious once 
again, and after the tempest of war, 
as she was so wonderfully in her ol¬ 
den. golden days of greatest glory. 

The thought of empire carries us 
to Sedan and the scenes about that 
forty-od<l years ago made it “the 
tomb of an empire.** There in deadly 
struggle, swiftly descended and set 
the last Napoleonic star after blazing 
.so briefly and brilliantly, and thus 
was the grim Iron Chancellor given 
opportunity to gather the scattered 
(iermanic states for the formation of 
the fragments into a new empire that 
cast its dark, ominous shadow' of am¬ 
bition over France during all these 
two-score years and more until so 
recently dissipated by the success of 
the .Allied arms. 

.Shrines of Sacrifice. 

We visit V’erdun, the undying; Cha- 
teau-Thierry, Belleau Wood, St. .Mi- 
hiel, the Vesle the Meuse, the .Marne, 
the forest of the .Argonne! Always 
the flowers, so pretty, so plentiful, so 
peaceful in the profusion. Always the 
crimson red of the soft, silken poppies 
as a mute reminder of the great, su¬ 
preme sacrifice; abvays the spotless 
white of the marguerites, so beauti¬ 
fully emblematic of a purity of pur¬ 
pose; always the blue and purple of 
the violet.s and bb-uees, speaking ft»r 
the firm fidelity of the fallen. As we 
visit these shrines, these heroic mile- 
stontks of .American endeavor to keep 
flaming the faith of the founders, to 
keep fresh the fervor of the fathers, 
in a contemplation of the many 
mounds so fragrant with flowers and 
so fraught with memorable meaning, 
we silently renew the covenant with 
ourselves and with them “that these 
honored dead shall not have <lied in 
vain,** and that those priceless prin¬ 
ciples shall perpetually prosper which 
they perished to preserve. 

But let’s leave the battle grounds, 
the fields of honor and of horror, 
marred and 8carre<i by the tangled 
trenches; torn and worn by countless 
shells, and all the weary desolation 
that withered under the tragic storm 
of steel. Broken cities, frayed fields, 
splintered stubble that were woods— 
we leave them all and enter— 
Germany! 

Is this the land so long securely 
sealed as though in a vault? Is this 
the land so shrouded in mystery dur¬ 
ing the ruinous, red yean of war? 
Can this fairyland of peace and plenty 
and perfect order be that of the van¬

Up¬ 
on the steep cliffs that rise sheer from 
the Rhine are the splendid old castles 
and occasional picturesque ruins un -1 
touched by any destroying influence : 
save Time. In Coblenz, modern and i 
thrifty, the American army adminis¬ 
ters affairs, and the bald eagle from ^ 
the Western World has replaced the | 
war-like, black double-eagle of Prus- | 
sia. All is perfect order and husi- ' 
ness hustles briskly in its old way, j 
while, with the added stimulus of far i 
western wallel.s, it booms in a novel, 
new' way. And facing the w’est the 
world,.s greatest. most massive 
equestrian figure in bronze, the first 
Pru.ssian William—a stern symbol of 
military might—faces undisturlK*d to¬ 
ward the setting sun. But fluttering 
far above all on the steepest height, 
the most conspicuous impression is 
that that thrills as we view Old Glory 
floating from aloft over the fortress 
Ehrenbreitstein 

We board a boat, leave Coblenz in | 
goo<l .American hands, and an* ab- 
sorbe4l in viewing the ca.stles of the 
Rhine a!»d the scenes of its legends 
which have long since thrilled us in 
song and story. After some hours the 
great city of Cologne. fame<l from old 
Rome to to<lay, ri.ses into view', spread 
around one of the wor!<l*s most classic 
architectural gems, its magnificent 
cathedral, and soon w’e land. Great 
strings of tram cars dash In and out ^ 
in all directions, and all is business ; 
and hustle in the big manufacturing j 
city. We search for signs of war.; 
There are none save our splendid old j 
friends, the British soldiery, who oc¬ 
cupy and administer the military af¬ 
fairs of the city. About a year ago 
we saw' them in the fire and the fury 
and the frenzy of war under vastly 
different conditions, around far-famed 
Ypres in Belgium; mined Ypres, “the 
British Verdun.** that will for all time 
stand in its desolation amid the graves 
fo one hundred and fifty thousand 
British dead, as a monument to Bri¬ 
tain’s eternal sacrifice—Ypres, where 
the first poison fumes struck dead her 
Canadian legions in a fearful assault; 
Ypres, where with the Old Hickory 
Division, our own first fight was 
fought. But how different the condi¬ 
tions in Cologne! No longer the 


trenches and the dugout and the dead 
and the dying. There Tommy At- ! 
kins ba.sks in the sunshine of success \ 
with matchless, militant “Jock, the 
lady from hell,’* in his prettily pleat- | 
ed kilts, while from all the heights ' 
floats the great stan<lartl to which j 
men rallied to fight for free<lom at j 
the mother country’s call from all ^ 
the farthe.st corners of the world— 
the Union Jack. ^ 

-Marvels of Ma.sonry. 

We are impresed with (’ologne, and ; 
ns W’e visit her great hotels and view’ 
her moilern methods, her busy streets, , 
clean, sanitary, splendid, we somehow 
have a feeling that we are in a mod¬ 
ern .American city and just that far 
remove<l from the scenes of war. Nat¬ 
urally we visit her famous cathedral, , 
an inspiring symphony in stone, an , 
architectural poem, a veritable tri- i 
umph in the art of classic construe- ' 
tion. But in some manner our min<i j 
wanders in the very midst of contem- . 
plation of her beauty, back to her ele¬ 
gant sisters of Soissons, Rheims, .Al¬ 
bert. Ypres, .Amiens, the latter called 
by Ruskin “the Bible of .Amiens,’* and 
by Arthur Symonds, “the greatest 
house made with hands.’* .All these 
great churches stand, as in .Mexico, 
impo.sing in the center of their cities. 
We recall a visit to ruined Sois.sons, 
ravageil Rheims, .Albtrt, Ypre.s. 
Wreckage, ruins, near-nothingness! 
Hut Our Lady of .Amiens, in the an¬ 
cient capital of Picardy, has lH*en well 
prc.served through the general de-1 
struction and but few shells struck ; 
her delicate structure, so she still 
stanils elegant in her elevation above 
the Somme, not merely one of the 
rare beauties of France alone, but one 
of the priceless art treasures of all 
the world. The idea flashes through 
the mind that Cologne might have 
bt»en reduced to ruins in exchange for 
Rheims, for Soissons. perhaps, or 
Ypres. And instantly the thought 
flashes back that there has been van¬ 
dalism enough, and that no matter 
where located the w’orld can ill afford 
to lose these matchless mile-stones 
that mark the achievements of men 
along the winding lanes of civic prog¬ 
ress. Well, we leave Cologne and her 
delicate, 8cu1pture<l gem. As wrathful 
war has spared her, so may an end¬ 
less era of peace also spare her, en¬ 
hance her beauty w'ith the growing 
charm of venerable years, and restore 
the physical structure and preserve 
the living soul of art that so magnifi¬ 
cently expresses itself in the classic 
outlines of her majestic sisters of 
France.

THE VALUE OF A SUHOOI. EDU¬ 
CATION. 

The value of stayin}? at sihool is 
stated in dollars and cents in fijjures 
compiled by the Bureau of Education 
and now being distributed to boys and 
girls throughout the country by the 
Children’s Bureau. 

From a study of a large number of 
actual cases it has been found that 
at 25 years of age the boy who re¬ 
mained in school until he was 18, had 
received $2,000 more salary than the 
boy who left school at 14, and that the 
better educated youth was then re¬ 
ceiving more than $900 a year more 
in pay. 

•‘This is equivalent to an investment 
of $18,000 at 5 per cent.,” the state¬ 
ment said. “Can a boy increase his 
capital as fast in any other way?” 

“From this time on the salary of 
the better educated boy will rise more 
rapidly while the earnings of the boy 
who left school at 14 will increase but 
little.” 

While wages have increased with 
the war, the propositions showm in a 
table of weekly earnings still hold 
true, the statement said. The boy who 
left school at 14 at the time 
the investigation wras made received 
an average of $4 a week, his wages 
increasing each year to $7 a w’eek at 
18. The boy who remained vin school 
until he was 18 began work at $10 a 
week. At 20 the salaries were $9..50 
a w'eek for the boys who left school 
early and $15 for his better traine<l 
competitor. At 25 they were earning 
$12.75 and $31 respectively, and total 
w'ages up to that time had been $5,112. 
50 and $7,337.50, so that the boy who 
remained in school had earned nearly 
50 per cent more in eight years than 
the other had in twelve years. 

“Children should stay in school as 
long as possible because education 
means better jobs,” the Children’s Bu¬ 
reau urges. “Boys and girls who go 
to work at the end of grammar school 
rarely get good jobs. The work they 
find to do is usually unskilled; it 
offers little training or chance for 
advancement. When they are older 
they find they are still untrained for 
the skilled work which offers a fu¬ 
ture. Education means higher wages. 

“Many boys and girls w'hen they 
leave school find work that offers a 
high wage for a beginner. But these 
wages seldom grow because the work 
requires no training. 

“A position wdth a future and stead¬ 
ily increasing wages requires school 
training. 

“Does it pay to continue your 
studies ? Education means a success¬ 
ful and useful life; it pays the indi¬ 
vidual. Education means efficient 
wrorkers; it pays the nation. Show 
this to your parents and ask them 
w’hat they think about it. Stay in 
school!”

Judge Payne is an 
e.xcellent administrator, a wd.se coun¬ 
sellor, and possesses all the qualifi- i 
cations of a really first-class receiver. 

For in truth he should be known as 
the Receiver, rather than the Chair¬ 
man, of the Shipping Board, because 
that institution now' repre.sents the 
greatest bankruptcy in history. It is 
a receivership in fact, as well as in 
theory: because, just as Mr. Hurley’s 
programme went to the scrap-heap, 
his policy w’ent to the waste-basket. 
Judge Payne will have the double 
task of salvaging the wreckage and 
creating a policy. 

After spending millions on wootlen 
canal boats (misnamed ocean car¬ 
riers), and steel ships with inferior 
boilers, poor plating and generally 
faulty designs, Mr. Hurley promised 
to set aside all the old economic laws 
and put the American flag on the sev¬ 
en seas. His policy has gone the 
way of his programme. Every at¬ 
tempt at extenuation for the policy or 
the programme meets- the same fate 
when the cold facts are uncovered. 

The policy Tvlr. Hurley proposed to 
Congress was based upon the as¬ 
sumption %that the Shipping Board 
could sell to the public, w ithout con¬ 
siderable loss to the (lovernment, the 
bottoms it had laid down and that 
Americans could drive foreign com¬ 
petitors out of the trade routes in lit¬ 
tle or no time. Without considering 
at all the high American rates of 
maintenance, w’e knew that the Brit¬ 
ish yards were turning ships out much 
cheaper than American yards, and 
that any attempt to dump the ships 
on the market would drive prices to 
the bottom and the Government would 
hold the bag to the extent of more 
than $l,.o00,0()0,000. At that time Mr. 
Hurley took the position that our 
great quantity-production wouhi re¬ 
sult in wiping out the differential be¬ 
tween American costs and those of the 
Clyde. Of course this theory explod¬ 
ed. \ few’ ships w’ere sold at some¬ 
thing like fair prices, but the rate 
could not be maintained in the face 
of a glutted market. 

According to testimony pro<iuced 
before a copimittee of the Senate the 
other day when the costs of building 
vessels by the Government was being 
investigatefl such testimony showed 
that every ship built by t!ie American 
Government costs approximately 100 
per cent, more than the ships built by 
British yard.s during the war, and 75 
per rent, more than those built on the 
Clyde since the armistice was signed 
—in addition to the fact that ours are 
inferior. 

When these costs are fairly consid¬ 
ered, a fairly good idea may bi* had 
of the treniendou.s task w’hich has 
been assigned to Judge Payne. If he 
ran evolve a plan of meeting British 
competition without huge loss to our 
(iovernment, then in<leed he should be 
recognize<l as the greatest receiver 
in history.

Buttermilk Has Kick. 

Buttermilk is to be put on the skids 
if a strict enforcement of the prohi¬ 
bition law is carried out, according 
to Professor L. B. Allyn, of the New 
lorsey state normal school, for it sel¬ 
dom shows less than one per cent, of 
alcohol content and rapidly gaina 
more through fermentation. Probably 
John D. Rockefeller and other ab¬ 
stemious persons who have used but¬ 
termilk freely as a beverag, did not 
know with w'hat a horrible menace 
they were dealing when they toyed 
with the by-product of the cow. 


Opponents in the Senate of the most 
obnoxious features in the proposed 
league of nations covenant have 
broug^it into the great debate now 
going on a 8tat^*ment directly bearing 
on the subject by the late Theodore 
Roosevelt w'hich he made two years 
ago cn Lafayette Day. He said: 

“I frequently meet one of those nice 
gentry in whom softness of heart has 
spread to the head, who say: ‘How can 
we guarantee that everybody w’ill love 
one another at the end of the war?’ 
The first step in guaranteeing it is to 
knock Germany out. It is now said 
that a part of the peace agreement 
must be a league of nations which will 
avert all wars for the future and put a 
stop •to the need of the nation main¬ 
taining its own strength for its own 
defense. Many of the adherents of 
this idea grandiloquently assert that 
they intend to supplant nationalism by 
internationalism, and that the United 
States must take the lead in doing 
this. In deciding upon proposals of 
this nature it behooves our people to 
remember that competitive rhetoric is 
a poor substitute for the habit of res¬ 
olutely looking facts in the face. 

“Every American pacifist is in actu¬ 
al fact, whether he knows it or not, 
the tool and ally of every foreign mili¬ 
tarist and imperialist. We ought al¬ 
ways to act fairly and generously with 
other nations. In international matters 
1 hold that we should have the same 
standard of morality that we have in 
private matters. But we must remem¬ 
ber that our first duty is always to be 
loyal and patriotic citizens of our own 
nation, defenders of our rights, main¬ 
taining her noblest traditions. These 
two facts should always be uppermost 
in our mind when we take up any pro¬ 
posal for a league of nations. We can 
then be loyal to great ideals as 
as true to ourselves. 

“Test the proposed future league of 
nations, so far as concerns the pro¬ 
posal to disarm and to trust to any¬ 
thing except our own strength, by that 
rule. In such a league we have to de¬ 
pend for its success upon the adhesion 
of nine nations which are actually or 
potentially the most powerful military 
nations. Unless our folly is such that 
it will not depart from us until we are 
hetrayeii in the mortar, let us remem- 
l>er that any such treaty will be worth¬ 
less unless our own prepared strength 
renders it unsafe for any other nigtion 
to break the treaty. The sound nat¬ 
ionalist is the only type of really help¬ 
ful internationalist.”

The Hunting Season in Maryland. 

Mr. E. Lee LeCompte, State Game 
Warden, who is also a member of 
the Conservation Commission the 
State, has addressed the folluw’ing let¬ 
ter U 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

This Department is receiving daily, 
inquiries regarding the open season on 
game in this State. For the benefit of 
your readers. I would appreciate the 
publication of the following: 

The first open season is ou Doves, 
which under the State law opens Aug¬ 
ust 15 and closes December 24th. How. 
ever, the Federal Law supercedes our 
State Law and opens the season Sep¬ 
tember 1. and closet it December 15. 

The open season on Yellow Leg Black 
! breasted and golden plover. August 15 
to November 30. 

Hail birds September 1 to Novem¬ 
ber 30. 

During the season of 1918, the Fed¬ 
eral Government closed the season on 
Reed Birds. However, on January 17, 
1919, there was an order issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. opening the season on Reed birds 
in this State from September 1 to Oc¬ 
tober 30. 

The open season on S^iuirrels, Aug¬ 
ust 25th to October 1, closing until 
November 10 and open until December 
24. However the following counties 
are exempt from this law; Anne 
Arundel, Talbot, Charles, Prince 
George’s and Calvert, the open season 
for squirrels is November 10 to Decem¬ 
ber 24. St. Mary’s County has no 
closed season. 

i’artridges, Pheasant, Woodcock. 
Rabbit and Wild Turkey November 10 
to December 24. However, there is a 
closed season on Ring-Neck Pheasants 
in Baltimore, Wicomico, Harford and 
Dorchester Counties, and a closed sea¬ 
son on Quail in Frederick County until 
1921. 

Wild-fowl, including Ducks, Geese, 
Brant. Jacksmipe and Crow Bills—No¬ 
vember 1 to January 31. 

It is illegal to export any game (wild 
water fowl excepted) out of Maryland. 

Shooting from a power boat prohibit¬ 
ed under the Federal and State Laws. 
Shooting at night, shooting on Sunday, 
also prohibited. 

The State Wide Hunter’s License 
Law, from which funds a District Dep¬ 
uty Game Warden torce has been main¬ 
tained, has been very beneficial in in¬ 
creasing our Game in this State, and 
we appreciate the cooperation our Dis¬ 
trict Deputy Wardens haye received 
through the fee Deputy Wardens and

it would be wtll for all interested 
in the welfare of the Park and any 
change for its improvement to remem- 
l)er that only those who have a deed 
recordefl in Oakland for one or more 
lots can vote. Only those who are 
thus qualified to vote for themselves 
can hold and vote by proxy for any 
other qualified voter not personally 
present. Xo i er.son can vote more 
than four proxies. Corporations, but 
not partnerships, have a vote as such. 
Proxies, except for use in religious, 
educational, charitable, fraternal, or 
literary societies or public cemeteries, 
require ten-cent revenue stamps. The 
future of the Park may <lepend large¬ 
ly upon the attendance and action at 
the meetingon the llUh of next month. 
Every voter should be present either 
IK*rsonally or by proxy. Unless you 
are sure that the person in whose 
hands you desire to put your proxy 
has not already four proxies to vote, 
it would be safest to send him your 
proxy in blank, authorizing him to 
fill in his own name or the name of 
some one who will be present with¬ 
out holding four proxie.s besides his 
own vote. If this precaution is not 
taken, some proxies might be cut 
out by the terms of the by-laws gov¬ 
erning the same.

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Censor Helped 
Defeat Germany 


Performed Great Service In 
Guarding Allies’ Interests 
During War. 


THWART MANY FOE SCHEMES 


British Official Expunged **Lord of 

Hosts" From Lloyd George's Speech 
as Kaiser's "Aid de Camp" 
—Smuggling Prevented. 

The British postal censor Is soon (To- 
log the way of the telegraph and cable 
censorship—out. Judging from crltl- 

dsniH In America, such ns that of the 
# Merchants’ association to the postmas¬ 
ter general, the going of this war In¬ 
stitution will be Just Hs j<yously wel¬ 
comed abroad ns In England. But 
whatever the petulance of those who 
think war restrictions have held over 
too long, the postal r«*nsor. In the opin¬ 
ion of those who have watchedi his 
work from the vlewpt»int of British and 
allied security througlioiit the war, 
has been of the greatest service In 
defeating Germany. 

The nearness of the date of the de¬ 
mise of this Institution has called forth 
consldernlde lnf(*rmation about Its 
work. Thus far, however, there has 
l)een no amusing side such as was 
shown during the obse<iules for the 
cable censorship. 

Just after Mr. Lloyd George stieercd- 
cd Lord Kitchener as secretary for 
war It Is n inted that he prr>vlded the 
ammunition for the cens<»r to give the 
paragr.Mphers a lease on war life. Mr. 
Lloyd (Wnirge went to Bramsluitt to 
bid go(»d by to a Canadian division 
about to rrf»ss the chaniui. After 
the InspiM’tlon he tna<le a spee< h from 
his motftrear, eonclfiding with a quo¬ 
tation from the Bible: “Arol may the 
TiOrd of Hosts he with you.” Corre- 
sponclcnts who sent their dlsput<hes 
first to the censor were surprised to 
find ti»e final words <»f the se<Tetur.v 
running In this fashion: ’’And may 

-he with yt*u.” Tt 

was ninnslng. but also s<rlous. In the 
minds of the news writ»*rs. so they 
pn>test€*d. However, they got their n*- 
ply from the ciMisor’s department! 
“The kaiser, having rinimed the Lord 
as his nld-de-camp. no referenoe must 
be mmle to the Divinity In this c(»nuec- 
tlon.” 

Encrr.y Schemes Thwarted. 

As 1 said, the postal eensf»rshlp has 
ns yet turned up no morsel of rela¬ 
tive choleiTcss. I’he p<*stal censor¬ 
ship, however, has thwarted many en¬ 
emy schemes thrit make Just as In¬ 
teresting or more interesting read¬ 
ing. I-'iirtluTmon'. the British jsistal 
censorship was a much fartlier rc’Hch- 
Inp organization than was attemptcMl 
In America, simply hccauve England 
was the ehnnmi through uhich virtu¬ 
ally all (luestioiialile mail muttcT flowed. 


The postal een.sor in London was the 
dam which held the flood of continental 
mall until each portion of It could be 
passed upon and approved before be¬ 
ing scattered over the wide world. 

An Idea of the Immensity of the task 
ran be obtained from the fact that a 
staff of nearly a hundred expert lin¬ 
guists was constantly employed to ex¬ 
amine and approve mail matter writ¬ 
ten and printed In more than a hun¬ 
dred languages and dialects. Manu¬ 
scripts In every conceivable tongue 
found their place In this great mass 
of mall, estimated at about 150.000 let¬ 
ters dully. 

Much of the mall was passed with 
only mechanical Inspection, so sure did 
the examiners become of certain cate¬ 
gories of conununicntions. Bift con¬ 
siderable more than the time saved on 
harmless mall was consumc^d In ex¬ 
haustive examination and tests of 
questlonnhlo matter, some of which 
was subjected to all manner of acid 
and X ray Inquiry to detect hidden 
messages. 

Smuggling Prevented. 

There was also for a time a great 
smuggling campaign, harmless looking 
bundles such us newspapers contain¬ 


ing various commodities then obtain¬ 
able In enemy countries, such as cof¬ 
fee, rice, t(»l)ncco, sugar, and so f»n. 
Some even contained rubber hiddtn be¬ 
tween the pages of the pup^’rti. 

The most-Vmglit-after evidence was 
that of military character, and the 
censorship of mulls more than repaid 
Its expensive outlay In detecting In¬ 
formation that might have wrought 
havoc with allied arms, or at least 
help<^d Germany In no uncertain de¬ 
gree. There Is little doubt that none 
of that character of Information which 
the censorship obtained will he mode 
public, but officials directing Hrltaln'g 
war machines have not been slow to say 
that thanks to the postal censorship 
much valuable military Information, of 
every conceivable character, came to 
their attention. 

Propaganda was the greatest and 
most constant effort of the Germans. 
The most harmless appearing sets of 
newspapers and magazines, some of 
them with covers dated beftVe the 
war, dispatched from neutral nations 
to Individuals or societies, such as sci¬ 
entific organizations, were often found 
to contain the latest German neeusa- 
tions of British mismanagement In 
Egv pt. India or Ireland. Be(*ks, not al¬ 
ways In German, were found to con¬ 
tain everything except what the title 
proclaimed. The postal censorship to¬ 
day possesses an intensely interesting 
museum of many of the propaganda 
carriers the fiermans si'nt out, or 
caused to be sent out from their agents 
in neutral countries.

LINE FOR HARRY W. NICE 


Reception Tendered the Candidate at i 
the County Court House Thursday | 

A1 Goodman, staff correspondent of 
the Baltimore American, who acconi- ; 
panied Mr. Harry C. Nice and Mr. 
Alexander Armstrong, Republican 
candidates respectively for Governor 
and Attorney General, of Maryland, 
upon their visit to Garrett county last 
Thursday, gave the following account 
of the day’s doing to his paper, which 
appeared on Friday morning:

tion. As they streamed out the can¬ 
didates met them and each man was 
introduced. There were just 133, the 
one man shy being detained. Mr. 
Nice expressed his gratification at 
this splendid response, and he and 
Mr. Armstrong ^ook each warmly 
by the hand. 

“The candidates were told there ^as 
one other locality in the 14th district, 
known as the Corner, where there 
was the same unanimity politically j 
and they regretted that time would i 
not permit them to go there also, j 
Subsequently, how'ever, by arrange¬ 
ment with the county committee, 
representatives from this as well as 
other districts in the county, with the 
single exception of Grantsville, at¬ 
tended the reception held in the 
beautiful Court House, and it was 
here that county politics held sway 
for a neriod of two hours, neither 
candidate missing a trick. They 
met and talkeil with everyone pres¬ 
ent. 

“Throughout the afternoon the 
Governor was very much in evidence, 
his cheery salutation ringing through 
the Court House lobby following each 
presentation.

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YANKS IDOL OF ENGI.AND 


Ice Was Completely Shattered By the 

News of the Americans* Fropress 
at the Front. 

Now that America's part in hurling 
Mt Fopocatapetl and a few other bits 
of bric-a-brac the Kaiser is being read 
aloud in the family living rooms from 
Bangor to San Bernardino and from 
the 49th parallel to Corpus Christi, the 
general public is unable to grasp the 
real signiticance of the mighty labor¬ 
atory work that was performed in the 
British Isles and of American Aviation 
during the early months of the United 
States participation in the war. • 

In order to understand properly the 
difficulties which beset the pioneers of 
the Aviation Section, it is necessary to 
state that when war was declared the 
United States found itself empty hand¬ 
ed as to aeroplanes and training aero- 
domes, as well as sadly delicient in the 
matter of flying and mechanical per¬ 
sonnel. 

The task of developing and expanding 
the Aviation Section from an organi¬ 
zation, consisting of a small number of 
efficient officers and approximately 10,- 
UOO men, to a powerful and virile arm 
of the service, loomed up as a stupen- 
dious undertaking —one that might well 
have daunted man in the days of peace. 

By this time it had been demonstrat¬ 
ed that war no longer could be classified 
as an exciting pastime for fox hunting 
gentlemen in “pink" coats or a season¬ 
able diversion of cross country riders in 
buck-skin breeches. 

War has become a grim business-one 
rei]uiring Specialization spelled with a 
capital “S.“ and. Specialization of ex¬ 
pert aeroplane titters and riggers, in¬ 
strument repairmen, bombers, machine 
gunner.s and fabric workers could be se¬ 
cured only by careful instructions and 
tedious work on machines actually in 
use at the front. 

This, then, became the job of the 
American Aviation officials in England 
— theirs the reBjKinsibility of training 
fully and completely a sufficient num¬ 
ber of efficient mechanics to look after 
the machines of thousands of American 
fliers under instructions in the United 
States, France. England and Italy. 

In short, there were in training in 
England on June Ist, 1918, approxi¬ 
mately 16,000 men. During this month 
the first of these English trained squad¬ 
rons began to move to their stations be¬ 
hind the grimly silhoutted front line 
battlements in France, in response to 
an urgent summons from General 
Headquarters of the American Expedi¬ 
tionary h'orces. 

Some squadrons had been ready for 
many weeks, and, when the siren sound¬ 
ed it needed no “encore” to start the 
ball rolling. 

During the momentous twelve months’ 
preparation the Aviation Section took 
over and maintained no few’er than 71 
separate training .stations in England. 
In other words, the supply of American 
Air mechanics trained in England was 
far in excess of the number required at 
that time to assemble the parts ar\d re¬ 
pair the machines of the American air 
lighters actually in service in F'rance. 

The accumlation of personnel and the 
over-growing matters of executive and 
administration detailed necessitated the 
expansion of the Headquarters in Lon¬ 
don to such an extent that in the 
spring of 1918, the lA)ndon Aviation 
Btatf numbered more than 50 officers 
and in excess of 100 enlisted men, while 
the dingy two or three rooms in the 
Goring Hotel had given way in the 
march of progress to a four story head¬ 
quarters structure at 35 Eaton Place, 
London, S. W., which hummed with in- j 
dustrv from early mom until late at 
night. 

It as at No. 1 training depot station. 
Stamford, that cadet Harold Ainsworth 
was killed. He was the first member 
of the American Air service to lo( se 
bis life in England. He was stunting a 
Curtiss J N 3 the morning of December 
19th, when, at a point l.iXK) feet, his 
port planes broke and he plunged to his 
death. It was a great blow to the whole 
station, for he was a fine soldier and a 
splendid fellow. Practically the entire 
strength of the post took part in his 
funeral—both British and Americans. 

The British welcomed the first Ameri¬ 
can soldiers with the perfunctory Eng¬ 
lish hospitality of peace times. That is 
to say, the men were greetc^d by the 
civic authorities at solemn functions, 
were taken to luncheons or dinners and 
that ended it. 

American soldiers, on the other hand, 
enjoyed the novelty of the new condi¬ 
tions. All displayed keen interest in 
the romatic signs on the saloons —“The 
Bald Faced Stag,” “Hare and Hound.” 
'•Rising Sun,” * The White Horse,” 
'•The Black Swan,” “The Coal Hole.” 
The American soldiers were very well 
behaved, however, and there was little 
fre<]uenting of these “pubs.” The 
American soldier also found much 
amusement in the British Royal cere¬ 
monies and ramification of knights, 
bsrts. sirs, lords, barons, dukes and 
other titles. 

Gradually as friendship ripened and 
SB the British discovered that possibly 
some of the stories that they had heard 
of the wild Pawnees and roving beasts 
of prey running amuck down the boule¬ 
vards of New York. Chicago and San 
Francisco, might be classed as fiction, 
they opened wide the doors of reserve 
and sowed the seeds of the splendid 
comaraderie that ultimatele resulted in 
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fie Kentucky 'Burlej^-

the entente cordiale calculated more 
than anything else to shape the destiny 
of the world in days to come. 

When official dispatches began to 
chronicle the prowess of American 
troops in France, the **Yanks” became 
the matinee idol in Great Britain. 
Everybody vied with everybody else in 
entertaining the American. The home 
of lords and dukes were opened wide. 
The hospitality of all golfing and social 
clubs everywhere was otferrd freely 
and lavishly to the American officers 
and men. English girls from the high¬ 
est families flocked to the various Y. 
M. C. A’s. and inna*to volunteer their 
services as waitresses. Dances, part¬ 
ies and rece[)tions followed in kaUidis- 
copic succession, culminating finally in 
an lnder»cndence Day high jinks on 
July 1th, 191H, that fairly shook the 
u.sual British reserve in its foundations. 
That high jinks in London will never he 
forgotttm hy Hnvbo<ly, British or 
American, who had the good fortune to 
be present. 

This year I had the plea.sure of spend¬ 
ing the Ith in the vicinity of the beauti¬ 
ful Ryan’s Glade. (White Church). 
There the people of that vicinity far 
and near gathered together in peace and 
harmony to celebrate this glorious day. 
The day was a perfect one and while 
strolling through the beautiful grove, 
with friends of old, enjoying the fresh 
mountain breeze, and listening to the 
speeches given bv Mr. Hamill, Mr. 
Lc^gge and others of Oakland and near¬ 
by pertaining to Independence, brought 
back memories of Independence day, 
1918, spent in London. England. There 
is no comparison of the two days. 

In London the British were simply 
startled at the wild enthusiasm and 
celebration of the “Yanks.” If ever 
the American boys celebrated Indepen¬ 
dence Day it was done in London. You 
did not haye to read the newspapers 
that morning to know that there were 
going to be great “doings”, either in 
I^mdon or up-country. It was in the 
fiags that began to flutter from every 
window —American with the British. It 
was in the friendly wave, the sweet 


smile from every girl in England. Pap¬ 
ers on the morning of the 4th carried 
the news that the one millionth Ameri¬ 
can had sailed for France. All London 
poured into the streets. There was a 
flag raising of the stars and stripes at 
the Y. M. C. A. “Eagla Hut”. All day 
long the jollification continued. There 
were luncheons, dinners and no end of 
speeches, and the papers the next 
morning hummed with the tidings. 

There was so much 4th of July that 
people scarcely noticed that the Old 
Sultan of Turkey had celebrated the 
day by passing unto the beyond. 

High officials and diplomats may have 
told each other across official luncheon 
tables prior to Indejiendence day. that 
Anglo-American friendship was sealed 
hut as a matter of fact friendship had 
its official seal attached and labeled by 
the spontaneous get-t«»gether of the 
stay at-home people on Independence 
Day of 191c the greatest Uh in the 
history of both nations. 

While President Wilson was speaking 
a world-famous speech at Mount V’er- 
non the King was fairlv cheering his 
Royal head ofT at the sna(>py hasohall 
game between the Army and the Navy, 
out Chelsey w av our Army and Navy, 
mind you. The Air Service team lost 
two to one.

. Before the Fire. 

I We are in the living room as the 
shadows begin to fall and the time of 
comradship with heart speaking to 
heart arrives. A bit of fire flickers up¬ 
on the hearth making warmth and in¬ 
ducing confidence. "Four feet on the 


fender” spell happiness for the pair a.s 
they sit sometimes voiceless but al¬ 
ways aware of each others presence in 
a silence that speaks as fully as words. 
There is a rythm of two souls that car¬ 
ries the current of comradeship so that 
lives are moulded by it and each catches 
something of the other’s character to 
hear away from the hour’s tryst. Such 
IS the hour of worship. It is at the 
fender of spiritual fires where God and 
man sit together in a comradeship that 
often does not need speech to express 
its intimacy. Noise is never worship. 
The friend who tried to discover the 
secret of the life of one of Go<l’s saints 
concealed himself in the room ami wait 
ed to sec what might happen. There 
was the quiet reading of the word and 
when the hfM>k was closed it was simply. 
“GcKKl-night. we are still upon the same 
old terms.” Intimacy with the Al¬ 
mighty would possibly expre'^s the 
thought as w’ell a.*< any other, whatever 
else It may be always there is this shar¬ 
ing of soul so that into the life of the 
worshipper flows a stream of influence 
from the other soul to which he opens 
his deepest self. There is the helpful¬ 
ness of the crowded assemtily where 
all are engeged in the same h^gh (fuest 
but for each there is the essentially 
solitary comradeship that makes it an 
individual affair. For the man who sits 
with the crowd and allows his mind to 
carry out the filanning of business for 
the next day has his attendance for his 
pains: he has not met God and has not 
worshipped. He could not help feeling 
the thrill of the companionship of other 
men like himself uniting in ritual, song 
and prayer but in refusing to follow 
that free impulse in turning aside from 
the essential thing in worship he lost 
what was meant to be his and weaken¬ 
ed his power to enter it at another time. 
God waits but ability does not. 

The Master ok Worship 
Jesus is the Master of us all in the 
realm of worship. It was the habit of 
his everyday life that appears in con¬ 
tinuous act. VVhen he visited Naza¬ 
reth “as his habit was” he went to 


the synagogue and shared in the wor¬ 
ship 80 imperfectly expressed there. 
His prayer life was constantly in evi¬ 
dence so much so that the disciples 
said, ‘Teach us to pray. We never 
knew Its meaning until we saw your 
practice of it.” In the upper room be¬ 
fore they went out, “They sung a 
hymn.” The voice of their Lord rang 
as clearlv as theirs in the words of that 
old lYalm. The writer to the Hebrews 
in explaining something of the great¬ 
ness of this life sai 1 that he “Learned 
to listen intently hy the things he ex¬ 
perienced.” The temptation revealed 
H mind filled with scripture. Constant¬ 
ly there was the use of every possible 
device thru which the intimacy with the 
Father might be expressed and He be¬ 
came the Master of worship in precise¬ 
ly the way «*verv other master has at- 
taine<i hi.s place, the constant practice 
of the element of his art Whether it 
i.s in music, in painting, in oratory, 
sculpture, mecnanics or any other field 
mastership is the result of constant use. 
Said a famous singer, “If I neglect my 
practice for a single day I sense it; if 
fora week, my audience does.’* Here 
is the .secret of the lack in so many of 
our lives. We not only tail to practice 
whit we know of worship but we have 
never been taught the art of it. Wor¬ 
ship is instinctive but the art of it is 
not and this must be taught. Here is 
the great opportunity of the church to 
change the entire life of its constituency 
in a generation by teaching childhooil 
how to worship and so grow into the 
likeness of the person worshipped. If 
Jesus needed that process our duller 
spirits cannot rite without it. 

The Teacher of Worship. 

This lesson gives a great picture of 
the Master at work teaching another 
soul. It is the well side of Sycher. 
Jesus was sitting wearily upon the 
curbing when a flippant woman came 
carrying her pitcher. Courteously he 
addres'el her. Life was there, how¬ 
ever wrong the guise in which it walk¬ 
ed and he saluteilthe life that might be. 
His appeal was to her power instead of 


to her need, to her highest self instead 
of anything lower. Whether he ever 
got his drink or not no man knows but 
he got his case, she listened and at first 
caught by her curiosity was led gently 
into the heart of higher things until she 
was asking about worship. She thought 
it her own question not seeing how 
deltiv she had been drawn to ask it. 
Then the truth w-as told that real wor¬ 
ship was in the spirit and not in the 
form or place of the act. Anywhere 
one may find (jod’s altar fire and enter 
into comradeship with Him but su¬ 
premely in the place where others share 
it. One might think her case a hope- 
les.s one and the fact revealed of the 
success of our Lord in bringing her to 
the place of understanding the heart of 
worship as well as the application of it 
in her life forbid-* despair under any 
circumstances. 

The Worth ok Worship. 

Is comradeshij' with fine souls worth 
while? .And if it be the finest soul the 
answer is only emphasized. But the 
worth of it IS revealed in the life of the 
worshipper This woman was trans¬ 
formed and changed the moral atm<.)S- 
phere of her town in constnjuence. The 
spirit caught in worship is injected into 
the life of the days that follow so that 
all the output of that life is ditTerent 
from what it would have been other¬ 
wise. Work becomes the expression of 
the worshipful spirit and the task itself 
may even take on an element of wor¬ 
ship in the sense of comradeship in cre¬ 
ative effort. The Yorkshire worker 
whose favorite passage concerned Jesus 
the carpenter found his shop glorified 
by Jesus who had “the same trade as 
me.” There is the worth of the worship 
in itself sufficient to justify all demands 
for it but the place where it can be ap¬ 
praised is not in the act—The Pharisee 
had that-but in the life that follows 
it. If under the test of the street it 
shows power then there may be no 
further question as to its value.

’ Work of Historical Division of the 
Council of Defense 

The State of Maryland, through the 
Historical Division of the Maryland 
Council of Defense, is undertaking to 
have written up the “War Service 
Record of Every Marylander.” Forms 
prepared for this purpose have been 
distributed throughout the state. An¬ 
nouncements will be made in the Bal¬ 
timore newspapers and in the newspa¬ 
pers in each county of the places 
where the forms are available. 

Governor Harrington, by proclama¬ 
tion, has named Saturday, August 16, 
as “Recording Day”, to start the 
“drive.” The campaign to secure the 
records will continue until completed, 
but it is hoped to secure as many as 
possible on this opening day. The 
purpose is to have written up the 
“War Service Record” of every 
Marylander who was in the military 
or naval service of the United States 
or of the Allies in the great war, 
whether before or after the entrance 
of the United States into the war, 
and whether in overseas service or in 
this country. 

The governor asks, therefore, every 
Maryland soldier, sailor or marine, 
or nurse, to attend on August 16 
and to fill out a “War Service Rec¬ 
ord.” If the soldier or sailor lost his 
life in the service, or if he has not 
returned to the state, a member of 
the family is requested to fill out the 
record. It is desired to include those 
whose homes W’ere formerly in Mary¬ 
land, although they may later have 
lived elsewhere. 

The person appearing to fill out a 
record should bring along discharge 
and other papers that may be of as¬ 
sistance in supplying exact informa¬ 
tion as to date.s. etc., in relation to 
the military service. A photograph, 
(preferably in uniform) of every man 
is desired along with the record, and 
copies of citations and clippings, let¬ 
ters or diaries of special interest. 
These records will be preserved in the 
•State War History Collection. 

The organization of the historical 
division includes a historical com¬ 
mittee in each county of the state. 
The names of the full county com¬ 
mittees will be published wdthin the 
next few days in the newspapers of 
er.^h county and in the Baltimore city 
papers.

SUMMER NORMAL SESSION 

CONCLUDED SATURDAY 

139 Students from Various Counties 
Delighted With Results. 

Another very successful summer 
session of the Frostburg State Nor¬ 
mal School closed on last Saturday. 
One hundred and thirty-nine stud¬ 
ents from counties widely distributed 
over the state were registered. The 
entire session was characterized by 
earnest intensive application of both 
teachers and students to the prob¬ 
lems of the elementary teachers of 
the state. The final summation of the 
work reveals a decided improvement 
in the type of work done and a more 
vital professional spirit is manifest. 

The corps of instructors consisting 
of Dr. W’m. R. .McDaniel, vice presi- 
<lent of W’estern .Maryland College; 
Lucile D. Smith. A. M., Ward-Belmont 
(^ollege; Franklin E. Rathbun, A. B., 
superintendent of schools, Garrett 
county, Maryland; Dr. Robert S. Cot- 
terill, head of the department of his¬ 
tory, Western Maryland College, and 
Grace S. Dando, principal of the Model 
School, are especially qualified in ex¬ 
perience and university training for 
the w’ork assigned them and have in 
every instance given interesting and 
instructive courses of high order, well 
adapted to the needs of the element¬ 
ary school teacher. 

/In addition to the regular w’ork 
Slate Supervisor of Music T. L. Gib¬ 
son gave two weeks of instruction in 
music to the entire school. In these 
two weeks he not only aroused vital

! flue to the opportunities afforded by 
' the system of summer schools and 
j other teacher training facilities.wouid 
mean higher salaries and in turn high- 
1 er salaries would call for higher (juali- 
fications on the part of the teacher. 

The opening of the new dormitory 
' has added a new spirit to the school 
; life at the normal. More intimate 
I friendships are formed and a more in¬ 
tense school spirit results. With the 
dormitory equipped with all modern 
convenieiK-es. it is, and the delight¬ 
ful Frostburg climate, there can be no 
better place for successful work. 

The indications are that the Frost- 
hurg Normal w ill have a large enroll- 
j ment in the Junior class at the open- 
; ing of the school Septeml>er 15. X 
number of teachers, whose experience 
and summer school credit will enable 
them to complete the course in one 
year, will enter the senior class.

Route Home from Oakland, Victim 

George Newmier, of Donora. Pa.» 
W'as instantly killed and four others 
were more or less seriously injured 
when the automobile in which they 
were riding upset on the National Pik# 
near the foot of Winding Ridge, a few 
miles w'est of Keyser’s Ridge on last 
Saturday morning about nine o’clock. 

Others in the car w'ere Mr. and Mrs. 
Jesse Grant and two children, of Do* 
nora. Of the four Mr. Grant was tho 
most seriously injured, suffering from 
cuts and bruises about the body and 
a badly sprained back. Mrs. Grant 
and the two children suffered mostly 
from shock. 

The party w’as on its w’ay from a 
camp located near Big Round Glade, 
a fewr miles west of Oakland near the 
Big Youghiogheny River, to Barnes* 
ville, Pa., to get and bring Mr. New- 
mier’s daughter back to the camp. 
Three and a-half miles east of Addi* 
son the road makes a sharp turn at 
the foot of Winding Ridge. Rounding 
this curve at the same instant w'as 
another car, and to avoid a collision, 
Mr. Newmier turned his car to the 
extreme right, when the machine 
skidded and striking a small stonepile, 
turned turtle in the roadway. 

Mr. Xew’mier was crushed to death 
when the overturned machine caught 
him beneath it. and catching on fire 
his clothing w'as partly consumed be¬ 
fore his body could be extricated from 
the wreck. By some miraculous cir¬ 
cumstance the other occupants es¬ 
caped serious injury. 

The injured members of th^ party 
were taken to a Uniontow'n (Pa.) hos¬ 
pital. Mr. Newmier is survived by 
his wife and two children. He was

Too often we ex¬ 
pect others to come where we are. a 
man speaking in the Y. M. C. A. meet¬ 
ing in Baltimore said: **rve been a shop 
worker for 26 years and I’ve never seen 
g preacher in all that time. Why don’t 
they coroe where we work?” Trumbull 
tells of s minister who called and told 
the wife that be would like to see her 
bothand.

Asks Congress to Appropriate Million 

and p. Hnlf for Research Work. 

In order to prevent a recurrence of 
the epidemic of influenza which caus¬ 
ed 55bi)00 deaths in the United States 
last and this year, C3nKres8man 
Eimeon D. Fess^ of Ohio, has urged 
upon the House an appropriation of 
$1,500,000 to the Public Health Ser¬ 
vice for an investigation of the causes 
of the disease and the methods of its 
prevention. 

In his resolution, which has the en¬ 
dorsement of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. Fess narrates that n 
large proportion of the great number 
of deaths were produced by pneumo¬ 
nia and other complications, that in¬ 
fluenza, pneumonia and allied diseases 
now cause approximately one-tenth of 
all deaths in this country, that medi¬ 
cal science is not yet in possession of 
complete data as to the cause, modes 
of transmission, prevention and cure 
of influenza, and that therefore the 
possession of this knowledge is of 
grave social and economic concern to 
the nation.

Those 
who hold their “easy” money too 
cheaply make hard buying for those 
who must part sparingly with their 
limited funds and. by the same token, 
those who demand luxuries without 
accounting the cost may expect to 
pay more for necessaries. The trouble 
IB not so much the high cost of living 
but the cost of high living. 

Some one remarked very sagely 
that if all the wealth of the rich were 
equally distributed among those who 
have little or nothing, the rich would 
foon have it back again and the other 
class would be in the same positinn as 
before the division was made. This is 
the natural consequence because the 
rich, or the great proportion of that 
class, learned to accumulate wealth by 
habits of saving and would no doubt 
recognize the necessity of saving 
more quickly than the class that had 
never been accustomed to it.

When the Washington Administra¬ 
tion nailed up the price of wheat it 
screwed up the price of labor, for 
labor had to have more and more 
wt ges to pay the grossly excesive 
food prices which were made by the 
Washington Admini.stration when It 
made the grain prices. And when the

up the price of labor it screwed up 
the cost of every single thing that is 
made by labor. 

The Washington Administration 
need not search the country over, it 
fieed not search one foot beyond its 
own doorstep, for the cause of the 
fearful cost of living which, from 
having become a discomfort, now 
grows to be a menace to the country.

In the early houis of Ihursday of 
last week there passed into the Great 
Beyond the .soul of one of t’ne gentlest 
of God’s creations, Evelyn Lindermr.n 
Robinson. Evelyn Lin.Jerman was 
married to Mr. Edwnn! .Moore Robin- 
sun, May 5th, 1917, at Bethlehem, Pa., 
and died at her home in Oakland July 
31st, 1919. She was born in Bethle¬ 
hem and was tbe granflaaughter of 
the late Asa Packer, the tourider of 
Lehigh University, one of the leading 
institutions of learning in the coun¬ 
try. Her father, Mr. Robert Linder- 
man, was the president of the Beth¬ 
lehem Steel Company, preceding Mr. 
Charles M. Schwab as the head of the 
great industry, and was a man very 
prominent in both the civic and social 
life of the community in which he 
lived and wherever the influence of his 
personal and busine.ss interests ex¬ 
tended. Mrs. Robinson's motaer, who 
still survives, was a Miss Sayre, a sis¬ 
ter-in-law of the former Miss Jes.sie 
Woodrow Wilson, the daughter of 
President Wilson. Mr Robinson’s 
father, a man prominent in both New 
York and I’hiladelphia, was of the 
firm of J. P. Morgan &. Company. Mr. 
Robinson, after the death of his father 
and mother, was brought up by his 
uncle, Mr. John .Markle, of New York. 
He is also a nephew of Mr. Markle, cf 
Hazelton, Pa., and a graduate of both 
Harvard and Lehigh Universities. 

Evelyn Rohin.son was educated in 
France and Italy, and w'hile her hus¬ 
band was serving with the First 
.American Army in F'rance as an of¬ 
ficer in the Gas Service, she was with 
.Motor Transnort Corps in x\*ew York 
City. 

.Mrs. Robinson came to Oakland 
with her husband in .April last and 
took up their residence here, Mr. Rob¬ 
inson f*eing engaged as one of the 
assistant engineers of the Dodson Bi¬ 
tuminous Coal t'orporation in the de¬ 
velopment of the latter 8 coal property 
near Wilson in this county.

FOR SHANTUNG STEALj

Germany Did Not Ciet It From China ; 
in Return for Outrages at Time ■ 
the Boxer Trouble. 

Contention on the uart of those 
favoring the cession of Shantung to j 
Japan that that province was prop- • 
erly taken from China by Germany 
at the time of the Boxer uprising, 
and that therefore the present seizure 
is not the duplication of another 
wrong,is answ’ered by Senator Philan- 
<ler C. Knox, of Pennsylvania, former 
Stu retary of State. 

“The Bo.ver uprising occurred in 
1900.’’ explained the Senator. “It was 
the result of the coup d’etat of the 
Empress Dowager. Shantnug was 
leased to Germany in 1897 or 1898, 
three or four years h«*fore the Boxer i 
uprising occurri <I It was known as | 
early as 189G that Germany had <le- ' 
veloped the policy, and it was so pub¬ 
licly stated in the Keischlag, that she : 
must have a port and a sphere of in- : 
fluence in China, ami there was to be | 
the Bay of Kiaochow and the environ- ' 
ment of the Shantung Peninsula. 

“Germany’s opportunity came in ‘ 
1897, when two missionaries, not two i 
diplomats ministers, weix* murdered | 
in the neighborlioinl of Kiao<*how hv 
highw’aymen. The.se highwaymen were 
not representotives of the govern¬ 
ment. They w’ere mere outlaws. And 
Germany’s ri"ht to demand indem- * 
nity for their death or a vast cession 
of valuable lerritm•^ in China would : 
he just as goo<i as Great Britain’s I 
right would he to demand a cession of 
the State of Maryland if two cf her 
subjects had been killed, as they might 
have been, by outlaws in this cify of ■ 
Washington recently. 

“When the Boxer uprising broke, 
out the representatives of the for-1 
eien nr.tions were impounded in the 
City of Peking. They were given by I 
the Empress Dowager twenty-four I 
hours in which to leave. In a confer-' 
ence held on the 19th of June of that ^ 
year in the compound it appeared I 
that a majority of the ministers and ' 
the foreigners decided that they would 
pno\e off to Tiensin on the following 
morning. 'The British opposed this 


move, becau.se Tiensin was a long dis¬ 
tance away and it would take a mile 
of carts to transport these foreign¬ 
ers to that city of refuge through a 
thickly populated country where the 
Boxers were having it all their own 
way Tin y urgid that it meant death 
lo tueni all. Karon von Kottler, who 
represent!*!! t’ne German government, 
took it upon himself, brave man that 
he was. to visit alone the Chinese of¬ 
ficials to see if he could not have the 
order rescini*.!. On hi.s way to the 
foreign office he was murdered by im¬ 
perial soMiers. So his life saved the 
others. But the indemnity of 1350,- 
riOO.OOO ilemanded for his <leath, was 
demanilod four yt ars after the cession 
!»f Sliantung to Germany.**

The Historical Division of the Mary¬ 
land C'ouncil if Defense Wants the 
War Record of Kvery Soldier of 
(iarrett ('ounty, for which the Nec¬ 
essary Arranjfements are now He- 
inK Perfected—Every Soidier is E\- 
' pecfed and Earnestly Requested to 
ReKip.ter at The Polling Place in his 
l)istrict on August D>th, 1919. 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

Will you kindly publish the follow¬ 
ing for the information of the soldiers 
of Garrett county: 

It is desired by Governor Harring¬ 
ton and by General IVancis R. Waters, 
chairman of the Maryland Council of 
Defense, to have a complete service 
record of ALL Marylanders who be¬ 
longed to any branch of the .Military 
or Naval Service of the United StaU‘s 
in the late World War. 

Governor Harrington will shortly 
I issue a proclamation naming S.ATUR- 
I DAY, .AUGUST Ibth next, as the day 
throughout Maryland when every nmn 
I who was in the United Slates service 
will be requested to go to the polling 
place in his <listrict. taking with him 
his discharge papers and all other 
papers of interest, and there give in¬ 
formation to the registrars for a full 
card index record. (Where the soldier 
i.s on the above date away from Gar¬ 
rett county, his next of kin Is asked 
to supply the necessary information). 

The registration officers who have 
been named by the Boar4l of Sup^rvi- 
of Elections to act at the primary 
election and the fall regi.stration, arc 
requested to help in this ratriotic 
work on the above date.

the coming election, thereby demon¬ 
strating the ’’political power” of the 
(Jemian Alliance in the United States. 
The letter said in part: “Our State 
Alliance took a most decided stand 
against w*oman suffrage at its annual 
convention hqld at Columbus on Au¬ 
gust 25th last. Our (ierman women 
do not want the right to vote, and 
since our opponents ilesire the right 
of suffrage mainly for the purpose of 
saddling the yoke of prohibition on 
our necks, we shall oppose it with all 
our might.” 

.A portion of the declaration of pur- 
p(»se and principles as revealed by the 
lierman-American .Alliance in 191H in 
a hearing before the Committee on 
the .Judiciary of the United States 
I^enate holds the follow’ing paragraph: 
“in a hundred years the .American 
people will be* conquered by the vic¬ 
torious (ierman spirit so that it will 
pre.sent an enormous (Jerman Empire. 
Whoever does not believe this lacks 
ifintidence in the strength of the Ger¬ 
man spirit.” 

This is one of the agencies that 
has spent hundre«ls of dollars to de¬ 
feat the .American-horn women in 
their struggle for i>olitical free<iom.

.\ New I'ield Has Hi'en (Ipened for 
ftarrett and Allegany I'rodticf 
(’oneerning the Western .Maryland 
Seetl Potato (Jrowers* Association of 
Frostburg, conipose<l of Garrett and 
Allegany county farmers, Dr. C. E. 
Temple, in a recent issue of the State 
College .Journal, published at State 
College, .Maryland, says; 

The work of the several departments 
of the .Maryland State College during 
the past four years, stimulating pota¬ 
to pro<laction in Western .Maryland is 
T»eginning to attract attention. Let¬ 
ters have been received from a num¬ 
ber of states asking for Information 
in regard to the methods used in pro¬ 
ducing and certifying seed potatoes 
of the W’estem Maryland Seed Potato 
Growers* Association at Frostburg. 
At the outset GOO bushels of certified 
seed potatoes were obtained from 
Caribou, Maine, in 1915, and distri’o- 
ute<l among 52 farmers in Allegany 
and Garrett counties, at cost. Each 
year a number of perioni receiving 


this seed have protluce^l certifieci seed 
stock. The State Pathologist inspects 
the fields at the blossoming time for 
varietal mixtures and again bt- 
I fore the vines die for disease, 'ihjse 
I fieMs meeting the requirement.^ of 
j these two field inspections and an in- 
I spection of harvested potatoe.s are 
' recommended to the as.soe‘iation for 
i certification. 

i Tliis work has stimulated much in¬ 
terest in public-spirited men in West- 
j erin Maryland and the interest of two 
I of them is largely responsible for in¬ 
creasing the acreage planted to po¬ 
tatoes in that section. One of them, 
.Mr. Frank Watts, cashier of the Cit¬ 
izens’ National Bank of F^rostburg, 
is responsible for supplying the funds 
to start the work. The other man, 
who has rerjuested that his name be 
not made public, has offered $590 as 
prizes on potatoes, to be given by the 
Cumberland State Fair Association. 
Some of these prizes will be placed on 
the largest yield per acre and others 
on the field freest from disease and 
varietal mixture. The remainder of 
the 1590 will \h* placed on the pota¬ 
toes exhibited at the fair. This is 
probably the biggest thing ever un¬ 
dertaken here in .Maryland on this 
crop. However, it is not unu.^ual in 
the west to have as much as $500 
placed on the highest yielding acre in 
the state. In Idaho they have been 
able to increase their yields up to 
more than 7(K) bushels per acre lar/e- 
ly through the stimulating influence 
of the annual $500 prize for the high¬ 
est yieMing acre in the state. olFered 
by the Oregon Short Line Railway 
Company. In Maryland a prize of 
this sort wouM have great infiueuce 
in stimulating a larger acreage of 
potato«»s, especially in Western .Mary¬ 
land where the potato is the bt*st cash 
field crop that can be grown. The 
prixluction in that nart of the state 
does not supply the demand of Cumb¬ 
erland and the nearby mining towns. 
In 1912, 8,000 carloads of jiotatiH'S 
were loa<le<l along only 40 miles of 
track in southeastern Idaho. There 
are more than 40 miles of state road 
in (Jarrett county alone where the po¬ 
tato grows at its best and if the pro¬ 
duction of potatoes were greatly in- 
crease<l along that highway they 
could reach the railroads by autotruck 
It would be the biggest thing that 
could be pulled off in Western Mary¬ 
land to enrich the people on that al¬ 
most virgin, fertile soil.

TELEPHONE PROPERTIES 
ARE RETURNED 


After a year of Federal control, the telephone property which makes 
up the Bell Telephone System is returned to its owners by the United 
States Government. 

While the property has l>een proj)erly maintained it is not the same 
property which the Government took over on August 1, 1918. It is not 
as adequate for its job or as well-manned as it was; that it is not is in no 
way the fault of Federal control, which was eminently fair. It is due to 
causes for wlich neither the Government nor the Company are to blame. 

A year ago today we were at war. Labor and material needed for 
both telephone o})eration and construction were turned to military uses. 
Some materials were so vital to the carrying out of the war that even 
the work of })roviding telephone facilities for the Government was re¬ 
tarded and no part of them could be spared for commercial telephone 
pur]>oses. 

No less vital was the Government’s neeil for those skilled to create, 
maintain and oper.ite the va.st intercommunication system neces.^ary in 
modern warfare and in the conduct of the vastly increas(*d Government 
services. • 

Thousands of telephone men were already at the battle front. Thou¬ 
sands more were under arms and still tele|)hone experts and skille<l oj>- 
erators went into the service of the Government and its tril)utary indus¬ 
tries by the tens of thousands. 

The reserve of plant and e<juipment was drawn upon until it was en¬ 
tirely used up and the exjaudenced staff was gradually depleted. To 
find others to take the places of those who hatl gone was ditlicult. To 
train them takes time. 

During the year came victory and tlie armistice; ainl instantly tlie 
ijusine<s world sprang into intense activity. The demand for telephon** 
service pas.'^iMl all former reconls. To replace the exhauste^l n serve 
which had been (tarried for just such purjM)ses and to replace the skilled 
forces to meet this unprecedented emergency there l>egan a rush for con¬ 
struction, fur readjustment, for high pressure repairs, for feverish exten¬ 
sions. All thesi* must lx* continued with incrt‘asing effort. 

The return of the property comes in the very midst of tliis ra< e Ir- 
tween an overpowering demand and an upbuilding of a system whose 
growth was held back and whose forces were stunted by the vital needs 
of war. 

Much progress has i)een made in the upbuilding of this system but 
far more is still required to iiu^t the swift growth of busines.s; and aho 
to give ••first aid*’ to every other busine.ss or every other s«Tvice strug¬ 
gling against an unj)recedenterl demand. 

Prosperity which creates this emergency in st^i vice creates also a 
scarcity of tho.se desiring employment in the service. Under such con¬ 
ditions telephone service generally has not Ihmui and could not l»e up to 
the pre-war standard. It is lH»yond human |K)Wcr to immediately over¬ 
come the hantlicap which the situation imi>ose.< 

Tlicre are no |nH)ple in any public or private endeavt>r who are work- 
inn more tireles.slv or strenuouslv for the <*ommongo«Hj than tliose of the 
telephone <'ompany. Service has always Ixvn given. More of it must 
be given and it must Ik; impro\aMl. That improv**m«*nt in some ca.w^. 
will take months. Eventually service must win the rac‘e witli demand.

Governor Harrington Has Designated 
Saturday for Taking War Histories 

Governor Emerson C. Harrington 
has issued a proclamation designating 
Saturday, Auguest 16th, as “Record¬ 
ing Day,” when the records of each 
Maryland man who served in the mil¬ 
itary or naval forces in the great war 
will be written for the Historical Di¬ 
vision of the State Council of De¬ 
fense. 

In an interview accorded a repre¬ 
sentative of the press a few days 
ago, the Governor said in part: 

“1 have signed and given to the pub¬ 
lic print the proclamation calling upon 
the people of Maryland to observe 
Recording Day on the 16th instant, 
and I want to add my very earnest 
plea that every person interested in 
right honors to our soldiers and every 
person devoted to Maryland history 
will give personally both time and at¬ 
tention to making that day serve the 
great purpose which we have in mind. 
That purpose is the securing of the 
record of every man and woman in 
the different forms of military ser¬ 
vice during the great war. Our state 
history has sufTered because the rec¬ 
ords of previous wars were not gath¬ 
ered promptly. Maryland never got 
the full credit for the work of her 
brave men. We must not let that 
happen in the present time, but we 
should act at once and assemble for 
j permanent preservation the namets 
and records of our glorious 60,000.” 

The Historical Division of the Mary¬ 
land Council of Defense has organized 
committees in the counties and in Bal¬ 
timore to assist in compiling the rec¬ 
ords of individual service. All Mary¬ 
landers who served, whether under 
the flag of the I’niteil States or with 
our .Allies, are asked to furnish the 
committees with the details which 
may enable them to present an accu¬ 
rate and complete account of the part 
.Maryland men and women took in the 
great conflict. The places for this 
registration will be at the usual poll¬ 
ing place in each district of the coun¬ 
ty, at the court house in Oakland and 
at The Republican office. 

If i>o8sib!e photographs of the reg¬ 
istrants in uniform should be brought 
and discharge or other papers that 
may be of assistance in the work. An J 
in cases where the soldier or sailor 
cannot attend, a member of the fam¬ 
ily is reque.sted to come forward and 
give the information. 

The record will constitute a roll of 
honor, and one that will be dearly 
prized by the descendants of our war 
heroes and heroines, hut it will be 
something more than a private or in¬ 


dividual roster. In the largest sense. 
Recording Day will represent a con¬ 
tribution to patriotic duty. It will 
help to preserve the record of Mary¬ 
land in all branches of the service 
during the most tremendous period of 
national history, and will furnish im¬ 
portant particulars for the chapters 
in which her achievements and her 
sacriflees are to be set forth. No 
Marylander who is entitled to be in¬ 
cluded in these records should be 
missed from them. This war census 
is for the glory of the State, quite as 
much as for the glory of the individ¬ 
ual, and Marylanders should mobilize 
for this service on August 16 as they 
did during the war for service against 
the enemy.”

POLITICAL GLOOM STALKS ON 

HEELS OF CUMMINGS TRIP 

All reports coming from inside cir¬ 
cles of late indicate that the Admin¬ 
istration has been shocked by the ad¬ 
vices which Democratic National 
Chairman Homer S. Cummings has 
conv^eyed to the President and Admin¬ 
istration leaders since Mr. Cummings 
made his tour of the country. 

Mr. Cummings went through many 
States, to the Pacific coast and back, 
and held meetings at state capitals 
and elsewhere with the original pur¬ 
pose of perfecting organization and 
mobilizing the enthusiasm for the 
Wilson Administration w.iich he was 
expected to discover, instead of this 
Mr. Cummings seems to have found 
himself fi sort of receiver for all 
sorts of stories of dissatisfaction 
among the people concerning the con¬ 
duct of the present Administration. 

# It has been his not entirely pleasant 
mission to return to Washington and 
lay before the President, members of 
the Cabinet and the chief aides of 
the President the facts. Since then 
there has been an atmosphere of 
deepened gloom in Administration 
quarters. As for the Democrats in 
Congrress, who have long^ had appre¬ 
hensions about 1920, their appre¬ 
hensiveness has been increased. 

In a general way it appears that 
the President took up with interna¬ 
tional affairs including the covenant 
for the league of nations in the ex¬ 
pectation that the attention of the 
American people would be diverted 
from the Administration’s blunders 
and shortcomings of the war period. 
There are those who have not ceased 
to believe that it was the intention 
of Mr. Wilson to run for Prsident 
again on the strength of achieve¬ 
ments at Paris. But the reports 
brought back by Mr. Cummings re¬ 
veal that the public mind, although 
for a time it was diverted by the 
spectacle of the Presi lent’s voyage 
into internationalism, is now center¬ 
ing by far the largest share of its at¬ 
tention on matters at home. These 
matters President Wilson has given 
practically no atteneion for about 
seven months. A set of Cabinet offi¬ 
cials who to speak mildly cannot be 
regarded as supermen, have more or 
less diligently assisted in getting 
things muddled up. The public does 
not like it and a large share of it is 
saying so and the echoes have been 
caught by Mr.' Cummings as he has 
been swinging about the circle. Even 
the President’s warmest admirers 
have never accused him of liking to 
hear bad news and it may be imag- 
ined that there was little eagerness 
shown at the White House when the 
chief political ambassador made the 
report of his observations. 

It is said however that in large 
measure as the result of the news 
brought to Washington by Mr. Cum¬ 
mings the Pre:^i'ient will now devote 
more notice to affairs relating to the 
United States. 

As yet speculation has not satis¬ 
fied itself as to what w’ill happen to 
Mr. Cummings for his rashness in 
telling the truth.

LAW NO LONGER OPERATIVE

ORDER OF PLBLICATiON. 


OF A 


WHEREAS, By proclamation is¬ 
sued the 15th day of January, 1919, 

I suspended the operation of the elec¬ 
tion laws of the State, and all rules 
and regulations adopted thereunder, 
as and to the extent authorized by 
Chapter 78 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of Maryland of 1918, to the 
end that the provisions of said Act 
authorizing and providing the means 
for duly qualified voters absent in the 
military or naval service of the United 
States to vote by mall at general, 
primary or special elections, might be 
and become effective, as therein set 
forth. 

AND WHEREAS Said Act was 
passed and my proclamation there¬ 
under issued as a war measure, with 
the object of giving the soldiers and 
sailors of Maryland, who enlisted es¬ 
pecially for the war with Germany, 
the opportunity of voting during their 
absfcence in service during said war. 

AND WHEREAS The said war is 
practically over and peace is about to 
be declared, and the soldiers and sail¬ 
ors of Maryland, for w’hose benefit as 
aforesaid the said Act w’as passed and 
my Proclamation issued, have prac¬ 
tically all returned to Maryland and 
been demobolized, so that the con¬ 
dition for w’hich the Act w’as pas.sed 
and aforesaid proclamation issued is 
now or is about to be over. 

AND WHEREAS Section 228 of the 
said Act provides that whenever the 
condition w’hich resulted in the issuing 
of the said Proclamation terminates, 
it shall he the duty of the Govemor.as 
soon as convenient and proper, by 
Proclamation to end the suspension 
of the election laws, whereupon the 
provisions of said Act for absent vot¬ 
ing shall become inoperative. 

AND WHEREAS, In view of the 
aforegoing, it is now* convenient and 
prop.er that the Proclamation contem¬ 
plated by said Section 228 should be 
issued.

^ George Snyder, Near Eglon, Victim of 
Mishap While Storing Hay in Barn 
George Snyder, aged thirty-five, 
was the victim yesterday of a fatal 
accident, his death occurring last mid¬ 
night as a result.

POTATO WART IN THIS COUNTRY 

Growers Should Report First Ap¬ 
pearance of the Disease 

One of the most serious enemies of 
the potato grow'ing industry, the po¬ 
tato wart disease, has recently been 
found in the United States. It has 
been known for some time in Europe 
and has caused increasing losses in 
the crops of England and Ireland. Prob¬ 
ably the disease was introduced to this 
country by infected foreign seed. Im¬ 
portation of potatoes is now prohibited 
and other measures have been taken 
tow'ard the eradication of this pest. 
In Pennsylvania a strict quarantine 
has been imposed on the Infected area 
making it illegal to sell suspected po- 
totoes. A campaign of nublicity and 
investigation has been undertaken by 
the Plant Disease Survey, a branch of 
the Department of Agriculture, the 
purpose of w'hich is to make possible 
the extermination, or at least control, 
of the potato wart by determining the 
extent of prevalence of the disease 
and by calling the attention of the 
public to its serious nature. In this 
connection Mr. A. C. Martin, a rep¬ 
resentative of the Department, is mak¬ 
ing a survey in Maryland and spent a 
few ^iays this week in Oakland with 
County Agent Towler. Thus far no 
indications of the disease has been no¬ 
ticed in the state. 

.\lTected potatoes have rough irreg¬ 
ular, spongy, outhgrowths which us¬ 
ually start at the eyes, but may event¬ 
ually cover the whole tubler. These 
so-called warts are light brown at 
first, but later becomes black, and fin¬ 
ally decay with age. They are pro¬ 
duced by the action of a parasitic fun¬ 
gus. The disease does not affect the 
vines above ground, materially, so it 
is not easy to detect before harvest 
time. 

After infection has appeared, it is 
difficult to eradicate since the disease 
can exist many years in the soil. An 
ounce of prevention in the form of in¬ 
vestigation in worth a pound of cure. 
There is no know’n remedy for the di¬ 
sease in the form of a treatment, and 
since it is hard to get rid of when once 
acquired, it is important to ascertain 
the places where it exists and prevent 
the invasion of new territory. It is 
quite possible that the disease is pres¬ 
ent in localities where it has not been 
reported, since comparatively few 
have heard about it, and are aware of 
its dangerous character. 

In Pennsylvania it was found first 
in city gardens, but it has been creap- 
ing into sections where potat^s are 
raised commercially. 

It is the duty of every grower.

Plowing with tmetors presents some 
problems that never bother the roan 
w*ho uses horse-drawn Implements. It 
is necA'Ssnry to lay nut fields, so that 
a high-class job of plowing ran be done 
over the entire orA'a with the minlniiiin 
use of a horse-drawn pb»w in start* 
ing and finishing the work. The meth- 
rxls in gAUieral use are divldeil into 
two classes—tho.se in which the plows 
are elevated ami no plowing Is done 
iicross the endp, and those In which 
the plows are left In the ground con¬ 
tinuously.

There is a howl against doctrinal and 
a clamor for practical preaching now 
a days. But practice is founded on 
doctrine. Sound doctrine, which Paul 
required, is healthy teaching Christi¬ 
anity is N system of doctrine, as well as 
of life. Sound doctrine is contrasted 
with the teaching of false teachers 
which lowered the tone of Christian 
life. A true moral life can rest only on 
the basis of the facts of the gospel 
plan of salvation. 

Heterodoxy any thing other than the 
word of God teaches. It opposes the 
teaching of Christ it is heterodox. 
Sound doctrine is the health of religion. 
It is wholesome. It tends to heal di¬ 
visions in churches, as well as between 
God and the soul. It is wholesome as 
contrasted with other literature, much 
of which is good, but there is an ele¬ 
ment ot evil in the writings of the best 
authors. 

Some literature has too much senti¬ 
ment or romance, some feed the intel¬ 
lect yet starve the heart. But the gos¬ 
pel of Jesus saves and sanctifies body, 
soul and spirit. It gives true culture to 
the mind* feeds and nourishes all the 
graces of the heart and so becomes a 
doctrine of holiness. One of the char¬ 
acteristics of the last days in the turn¬ 
ing away from the faith once for all 
delivered to the saints. Sound teaching 
will be rejected as unimportant. They 
say there is no value in doctrine. Live 
well and that is enough. True Chris¬ 
tian living is the fruit of sound doctrine, 
hence the necessity of knowing the 
scriptures. There is safety here. But 
are we at liberty to put w’hatever con¬ 
struction we please on the word of God? 
There are laws for the interpretation of 
language, which must be recognized. If 
the Bible is designed to reveal Goa’s 
will it cannot be intended at the same 
time to enshroud it in mystery by figu¬ 
rative and symbolic language. 

Written in human language by human 
agcTits, it is of no practical value, un¬ 
less we can arrive at its meaning as w« 
do the meaning of another book. 
Whether the events refer to the past 
or future we must rest upon the author¬ 
ity of God’s word and on this authority 
it is no harder to understand what shall 
be, than it is to believe what has been. 
What is needed most of all in the study 
of the Bible is an humble submissive 
spirit crying **Speak Lord for thy ser¬ 
vant heareth.” How do we know that 
that Jesus was bom in the flesh, that 
He was despised and rejected of men, 
that He preached and worked miracles, 
died on the cross and rose again and 
ascended upon high? We know it on 
the testimony of the word and thus we 
mav know of things to come. When we 
read the Bible we are to take it in its 
literal sense unless we know that a 
spiritual sense is to be given it or that 
we must give the figurative or symbolic 
meaning. 

We must recognize and accept the 
dactrines emphasized in the Bible. 
Such as the Fall of Man, by the en¬ 
trance of sin with the awful results. 
Sin which made the death of Christ a 
necessity as a sacrifice for sin. the ne¬ 
cessity of regeneration, of justifleation

At the Recent Meeting of County Ed¬ 
ucational Board. ^ 

The Board of Education of Garrett 
county held its regular monthly meet¬ 
ing in its office in the Court House at 
Oakland on Friday, August I5th. Con¬ 
siderable business of more than ordi¬ 
nary importance and interest was 
disposed of by the school authorities. 
Teachers for the schools of the county 
were appointed as follows: 

Swantcn, Elsie Stump; Frankville, 
Hazel I. Daw’son; Sand Spring, J. J.

Steyer, Myrtle L. Wilson; Merrill, 
Margaret R. A they; Beachy, Mary M. 
Glotfclty; Kitzmiller Granlmar and 
High, A. W. Ramsdell, Geneva E.

The above named teachers include 
all the applicants for positions who 
have valid certificates. 

The Board of Education at the meet¬ 
ing, passed the following orders in 
reference to teachers’ salaries to pre¬ 
vail in Garrett county during the 
school year of 1919-1920: 

“The salaries of teachers holding 
first grade certificates of the first 
class w'ere placed at $100 per year 
over and above the State minimum of 
$500 for beginning teachers for the 
year as provided in the State school 
law, the $100 additional to prevail 
also in the graduation of increases as 
set forth in the State school law for 
the 3, .1 and 8 year.s’ experience, etc. 

“Th* salaries of teachers holding 
.second grade certificates of the first 
class were placed at $50 per year over 
and above the State minimum of $4.50 
for beginning teachers for the year as 
provided in the State school law, the 
$50 additional to prevail also in the 
graduation of increases as set forth 
in the State school law' for 3, 5 and 8 
years* experience, etc. 

“Provided, however, that this scale 


of increases of salaries does not pre¬ 
vail in any sense to salaries of teach¬ 
ers holding provisional certificates 
and life certificates. On the other 
hand, teachers holding provisional 
certificates and life certificates are to 
receive the same salaries as pre¬ 
vailed during the school year of 1918- 
1919; in other words, the increases 
w'hich have been made apply only to 
teachers holding regular certificates 
as authorized and created by the State 
school Uw which went into effect in 
the State of Maryalnd June 1, 1916. 

“Detailed requirements for certifi¬ 
cates to be rated as first class by the 
county superintendent have been sent 
to all teachers of the county; addi¬ 
tional copies will be sent to any teach¬ 
er upon request.” 

These increases in salaries will cost 
the county from $8,000 to $10,000 ad¬ 
ditional this year over the preceding 
year, payable to teachers alone in or¬ 
der to open all the schools of the 
county. This extra money w'ill have 
to come from widespread economy and 
carefulness in all school expenditures, 
as well as from as large an aggregate 
days’ attendance of pupils to the 
schools for the year to secure as much 
money from the State treasury next 
year as possible. 

There are many applicants for ap¬ 
pointment as teachers of schools, but 
at this time they do not possess valid 
certificates but steps have been taken 
b> many of them to secure valid cer¬ 
tificates W'hich W'ill relieve somew'hat 
the shortage of teachers for schools 
of the county which prevails at this 
time.

These are days of selected service so 
that the person who is httinfi: for a par- 
"ticalar task Rets it while another is put 
into another place. The church has al¬ 
ways pursued the system for called men 
have been the ministers and leaders 
from the days of Moses until now. The 
lesson gives the picture of some of 
these workers upon God's farm that we 
may learn something of the qualifica¬ 
tions needed in the work. First is a 
group of boys who have been selected 
because of their high type of mentality, 
physical htness and social adaptiveness. 
They were the first Rhodes Scholars in 
history for chosen upon the basis of 
personal merit they were set down in a 
foreign university whose standards 
differed from their own. Daniel was 
their leader but they all easily came to 
the foremost places. But it was not 
thru conformity but by their loyalty to 
the home standards so that the things 
that they had already proven true in 
the winning of their positions were to 
be continued in the new life. Moral 
standards were not to be abandoned 
and the boys won thru their obedience 
precisely as our later youths in khaki 
have done in France to the amazement 
of their generous hosts who would have 
treated each one as Bishop Hughes 
was treated with a veritable 
procession of differing bottles 
of rare wine until he was able to call a 
halt. Work was to be done and only 
fitness from unbroken training could 
keep them up to the mark. Putting 
God's work first other things fell into 
their rightful places and they hold po¬ 
sitions of honor in the great record of 
the Eternal. Another figure appears 
in the text from the New Testament, 
this time a grown man who has scars 
all over the bruised body from stones, 
and stripes, and blows from lictor's 
reds. "His bead was bloody but un¬ 
bowed." This is Paul, university man, 
Pharisaic leader, Christian missionary, 
who knew enough of the need of physi¬ 
cal stamina to employ a trained direct¬ 
or of his health in Dr. Luke who drew 
a considc ^‘ably smaller salary than does 
Billy Sunday but who filled the same 
position. Paul speaks of the training 
for the games and his own employment 
of the same idea so that his body was 


never allowed to defeat his spirit. He 
kept his body under lest he should be 
"disqualified." Moral loyalty that re¬ 
fused to put a stumbling block in the 
way of any and held him rigidly to the 
performance of those things that would 
not injure marked every act of his life.* 
And such are the sort of folk that God 
seeks for place somewhere in His far- 
fiung fields. 

THE VICTORY OF THE PERSON. 

Final victory or defeat is settled upon 
the plains of personal life. Do 1 learn 
the secret of self-control? If 1 do there 
awaits me a larger field outside but 
failure here dooms all the rest. Bishop 
McIntyre would never have held that 
position hak he not won bis fight as a 
boy of sixteen when Pearson upon his 
very first day of employment insisted 
that no man could become a brick-layer 
without drinking beer. Daniel would 
never nave been heard of if he bad not 
struggled with his own strong desire 
for social conformity upon which rested 
so much of his hope of perferment at a 
foreign court. And it was a real fight 
i because he had been chosen because of 
these very social qualities that desired 
to please rather than antagonize. But 
having hoisted the fiag of personal pur¬ 
ity he refused to lower it and having 
forced defeat upon policy within he was 
prepared to carry it to the far heights 
on the outside. Paul faced a social 
nature whose strength can be measured 
by the lists of his friendships appended 
to all his letters and demanded that it 
obey his will to exalt his Christ. Fail¬ 
ure here would have ruled him out of 
the company of the Immortals. Upon 
what motive may we make our fight? 
It hurt the body but that may be the 
plea of cowardise and will aid only the 
weak. It damages social standing but 
this is merely the prop of policy. It is 
unchivalrous to do anything in my own 
life that will debase womanhood or 
childhood and formerly my own pleas¬ 
ure I'll damn no other man's daughter 
to a condition to which I would not con¬ 
sign my own. Here we come to the big 
ground to which even the blase roue 
bows with the respect which he refuses 
to the man who controls himself from 
either of the earlier motives. This was 
the thing that ruled Paul and must rule 
every other worker of the King. This is 
the Cbristly rule that is the only real 
control of self. 

THE VICTORY OF THE NATION.

A democracy 
of freemen has decreed that for the 
sake of fitness to serve the high call of 
leadership it will control its appetite for 
a debasing thing.

COL. A. (L STLRGISS. 

After several years of suffering as 
the result of an attack of ar.i ular 
rheumatism, death came to the relief 
of Col. A. G. Sturgiss cn last Friday 
morning at three o‘< lock, his pa-sing 
to the beyond being wiihout apparent 
pain, just a quiet, peaceful transition 
from the cares and pains of the earth¬ 
ly to the heavenly world. 

Col. Sturgiss was the son of Rev. 
and Mrs. Alfred G. Sturgiss and was 
born at Meadville, Pa., on September 
fi, 1846. At the age of sixteen years 
while a student, he enl sted in the 
Union army, this being in the year 
1^62, serving for a number of months 
thereafter in the S4th and the 177th 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry, from which 
unit he was discharged the same year 
of his enlistment. He re-enlisted in the 
service in 1864 and the following year 
he was promoted to a non-commis¬ 
sioned office in the ranks, being hon¬ 
orably discharged at the close of the 
war, after valiant service. Following 
the close of hostilities he engaged in 
business activities, and in 1870 he 
became prosecuting attorney in Mon¬ 
ongalia county, West Va. The same 
year he was married to Miss Emma A. 
Wagner, of Morgantown, to which 
union there were three children born, 
Mary Frances, deceased; Mrs. PL L. 
Boardman, of Washington, D. C., and 
Mr. William A. Sturgiss, of Oakland. 
In 1873 Col. Sturgiss and his family 
removed from Morgantown to Oak¬ 
land, where he e.stablished the Stur¬ 
giss Pharmacy, and where he contin¬ 
ued until the day of his death to re¬ 
side. 

As an aide on the staff of the State 
Commander of the Grand .Army of the 
Republic, and as commander of Crook 
Post of that organization, the title of 
Colonel was conferred upon him by 
a general order issued by the head of 
the state organization. In the church 
Col. Sturgiss took an active part un¬ 
til illness prevented his attendance 
upon the ser\’ice8. As a member of the 
G. A. R. he rendered valuable service 
to his old comrades and as a Knight 
of Pythias he was enthusiastic in the 
welfare of the lodge and the members 
thereof. He was an active Republican 
and exceedingly loyal to his party and 
its principles. 

His funeral took place on Sunday 
morning from his late home on .Alder 
street, where the services were con¬ 
ducted by the Rev. W. M. Shultz, 
pastor of the M. E. church. The ac¬ 
tive palJ bearers were Messrs. Fred. 
A. Thayer, A. D. Naylor, Joseph E. 
Harned, Arthur Townshend, Harry 
Lonr and Charles S. Davis. The mem¬

AN ORDINARY “REfi’I.AR (il Y” 

P. C. BarncH, I.aw>or of Cumberland, 
Recalls Boyhood Days of Candidate 
P. C. Barnes, an attorney of 
Cumberland, and a former play¬ 
mate of Harry W. Nice, Republi¬ 
can candidate for Governor, has 
written an interesting account 
of the boyhoocl of “Barrel” Nice, 
as everybody in the George’s 
Creek called him. “Barrel,” as 
he explains, does not refer to the 
shape of the candidate, but is a 
title bestow'^ed upon him because 
he obtained a barrel of flour for 
a poor widow. 

To know the people, understand the 
people and appreciate them in the 
fullest sense one must live with 
them in their homes, enter into their 
sports, work with them, play with 
them, rejoice with them and sorrow 
with them. 

Harry W. Nice has done all this 
and much more. He has fought for 
them, and fouht |hem when he 
deemed their positieti wrong and his 
own the right one. It follows then 
that he must understand them with 
the great knowledge that can only be 
ganied by such contact. 

Twenty-five years ago Rev. Henry 
Nice was appointed by the Balti¬ 
more Conference pastor of Barton 
Methodist Episcopal church at Bar¬ 


ton, Allegany county, and in the 
heart of the George’s Creek coal re¬ 
gion. He took up his residence there 
with Mrs. Nice and his family, con¬ 
sisting of Harry and Albert and 
daughter May, another son, H. Clay, 
now deceased, remainin in and trav¬ 
eling out of Baltimore for a dental 
supply house. The arrival of a new 
preacher is usually an “event” in 
Barton, and the w’hole town gener¬ 
ally turned out to greet and size 
him up. The term “whole town” is 
not intended to convey the impres¬ 
sion of largene.ss or expanse of area 
when applied to Barton. Residents of 
the town when asked as to the sort 
of a town it was would reply: Twelve 
hundred and sixty-two people, five 
mines, 13 saloons, 6 stores, 3 churches 
and 2 doctors. This formula was short¬ 
ly aft^r the arrival of the Nices re¬ 
vised to: Barton has Harry Nice and 
12G2 other people. 

It took Harry Nice just one w'eek to 
capture the hearts of every resident 
of the town. He was large, fat. a 
genuine wit, a great practical joker, 
possessed a heart of gold and could 
lift more, hit harder in a boxing 
bout, outrun, outswim, outshoot, out¬ 
work and knew more about books 
than any other boy (for boy he was, 
then being but 17 years old) in the 
town. He was square; abhorred 
meanness and oppression; w’ould fight 
any boy or man that w’ould impose 
upon the weak or inflict needless pain 
on a dumb animal, for l.e was withal 
devoted to animals of all kinds—dogs, 
eats, horses, e^en mules shared his 
atTcctions, and within a week after 
the “houst^ warming” at the parson¬ 
age Harry had a veritable animal 
show establishe<l in and around the 
church and parsonage property. 

He despised a cheap “sport” or a 
crooked one or a one-sided decision 
on any question and speedily became 
the umpire and judge and, in fact, 
final arbiter in all disputes. He heard 
both sides, w’eighed the evidence and 
made his decision, usually the right 
one, and he w’as big enough to en¬ 
force his decree. 

He encouraged the boys to adopt 
manly games and sports, and marbles, 
skit and leap frog, speedily gave way 
to football, basebell, boxing and 
wrestling. Penny ante and other 
gambling games, under his guidance, 
gave way to rifie shooting, horseback 
riding and fishing. He knew the right 
w'ay to do things, and being just out 
of the City College of Baltimore, he 
had all the latest “dope” on games 
and sports. He got up early in the 
morning and taught other boys to 
do it. He organized expeditions and 
explored the mines and mountains 
around Barton, and one of his fa¬ 
vorite diversions was to get up at 
2 oVlock in the morning and walk 
to Dan’s Rock, highest point on the 
mountains, seven miles from Barton, 
to see the sun rise. He organized 
camping and fishing parties and on 
one of the latter himself caught the 
largest black bass ever taken from 
the upper Potomac. He brought more 
than the story of his catch home. 
He brought the bass and it weighed 
five pounds two and a quarter ounces. 
It later graced the pastor’s table as 


the piece dc resistance and all bass 
catches since on the North Branch 
of the Potomac, which is only five 
miles from Barton, are gaged by the 
Harry Nice bass. 

The winter of *94 and ’95 w'as a 
bitter one, with much snow and zero 
weather. Harry Nice, then attending 
Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa., was 
home for the holidays. Rev. Mr. Nice 
in the course of his pastoral labors 
had discovered a case of peculiar dis¬ 
tress and poverty near the town. A 
widow, whose late husband had been 
the victim of a fatal mine accident, 
wdth her little children^ were in dire 
want. Rev. Mr. Nice set about al¬ 
leviating this‘distress, which he had 
mentioned at the dinner table to his 
family. Harry Nice called a meeting 
of the boys; laid the case before them 
and suggested that each boy give up 
his Christmas money to go into a 
fund for groceries for this family.The 
plan was adopted and in carrying it 
out It was decided to have some of the 
boys get a bag each of flour from their 
home supply. Harry Nice advised: 
“Boys, let’s each bring a 25-pound 
bag and make it a barrel”, and they 
did, and on account of the w’eather 
this barrel of flour thus made up 
and w'eighing over 200 pounds, was 
carried by Harry Nice and other 
boys up the hillside through the snow’ 
to the widow’s home on a handbar- 
row’. Barrel Nice he is in Barton and 
he w’ill never be anvthing else to the 
Bartonites. He will be elected Govern¬ 
or over Albert C. Ritchie by SOOO or 
10,000 majority. He will make a good 
Governor, but if you ask anyone in 
Barton who is (iovernor of Mary¬ 
land you will get the answer, “Barrel 
Nice,” and they w’ill resent any at¬ 
tempt to have Harry live it down. 
They are as proud of him as if he was 
their blood kin, and if election dis¬ 
trict No. 9 of Allegany county (Bar¬ 
ton district) casts a single vote for 
Albert C. Ritchie somebody in Bar¬ 
ton will be under suspicion. 

Barrel Nice was noted for his strict 
morality. He was not prudish or 
foolish, but immorality he despised 
and condemned and he did much to 
heighten the moral tone of other 
boys in Barton. In this characteristic 
he is not unlike the late Col. Roose- 
^ velt, and indeed this comparison is 
I frequently draw’n by his close person-

Suit of Griffith and Other8 ARainat 
C. H. Jennings Will be Tried 
When the United States District 
Court convenes in Cumberland Mon¬ 
day, September 29, with Judge John 
C. Rose, of Baltimore, presiding, a 
large number of important civil and 
criminal cases will be tried. Among

VISITOR DIES AT HOTEL 


Rev. T. M. Hawes, D. I)., of Louis¬ 
ville, Ky.. Victim After Brief Illness 
The community was shocked last 
F>iday when it became known that a 
visitor at the Commercial Hotel had 
passed away suddenly a few hours 
after his arrival there.

J. W. Galbreath,Road Roller Operator, 
Sustained Painful Injury Yesterday 

On the Oakland-Accident State road 
at a point a short distance north of 
Sand Flat, J. W. Galbreath, operator 
of the state road roller, was very pain¬ 
fully hurt an hour or more before 
noon yesterday when he was truck by 
an automobile bearing an Akron, O., 
pennant and sustained a compound 
fracture of his right leg, in addition 
to other injuries of a less serious na¬ 
ture.

SOl'ND IKKTRINE 
Resuming where we left off in our 
last article by way of illustration let 
me say that Elijah was a mighty man 
of yalor. He met Ahab, the wicked | 
king, and gave him God*s message j 
against his sins. He had met tt.e 


prophets of Baal and def^ted them. 
He prayed and it rained not for over 
three years. Again he prayed and rain 
came in profusion. At length the time 
came for him to be translated. Elisha 
stood his test, saw kis Master go and 
received a double portion of his spirit. 
The theological students of the semi¬ 
nary at Bethel, believed the spirit of 
Elizah was resting on Elisha, but they 
did not believe his body was in heaven. 
They thought it was somewhere hidden 
away. They would institute a search 
for him. Elisha protested against this 
action. The students, probably en¬ 
couraged by the faculty, persisted and 
for thirty days fifty men searched for 
Elijah’s body. That Jerico College ac¬ 
cepted the doctrine that the spirit of 
Elijah was in the world, but they repu¬ 
diated the presence of the living Elijah 
in heaven. 

Some of our modern Theological Semi¬ 
naries are like that of Jerico. They 
talk much of the spirit of Christ in the 
world; they see it in the church, in 
short, in every human being. It moves 
in the telegraph and telephone and | 
rapid transit, in short all are the result I 
of the spirit of Christ. They talk about I 
men being in spirit to write, or speak. i 
or com|MH»\ or paint. The spirit of 
Christ is giving woman suffrage; it is I 
raising men’s voice against war; is, 
purifying politics—indeed everything | 
that is good in philosophy, art and 
•cience, or that is uplifting man is the 
spirit of Christ. 

It sounds very nice and is rather at¬ 
tractive, but really it is Evolution with 
a new name. It is Cain’s new religion | 
looming up again, or to put it in an-' 
other way. it is man’s deification ofj 
himself. It is, when reduced to the low-1 
est terms, simply the claim that every I 
man is a Christ of God. He glorifies 
the natural spirit in man as the spirit 
of Christ but rejects the thought that I 
Christ in a living body is on the throne j 
in heaven. The Christ of the Jerico | 
type never rose from the grave in his | 
real and true body. They claim He has 
no body. He is only a ghost Christ. ^ 
They explain the miraculous on natural 
grounds. I 

A professor in one of these schools | 
said Jesus did not walk on the water, j 
but on the ground, for a mist rose | 
above his knees and from the boat it 
looked as if He walked on the water. ! 
He was asked, **How about Peter walk-1 


in4 on the water.” The reply was, 
”Th3y were not far from shore; the 
water was shallow; it was filled with 
long floating grass which in a way held 
him up. He seemed to be on the waves, 
but he lost his nerve and began to slip 
and slide. He thought he was falling 
and so cried out for help!” A fine 
specimen this of Jerico Theology! Such 
theologians constitute themselves into 
a court of final judgment. They have 
a sort of contempt tor those who do not 
go out of the doors of their institute. 
How they like to ring the changes on 
the phrase. **Scholarship is agreed” 
verily ‘‘knowledge will die with them.” 
They scout the idea of a literal resur¬ 
rection, or that the body of Jesus is in 
(leaven and not a few quail before 
them and either cease to testify or are 
ashamed to proclaim the old faith. We 
have today men who profess to be 
Christians, yet try to prove that there 
is nothing miraculous in Christianity. 
Some openly deny the Virgin Birth of 
our Saviour. They sarcastically and 
even blasphemously smirch the charac¬ 
ter of the virgin mother and send her 
down the ages as nothing better than a 
fallen woman. Yet such unblushingiy 
hold up Jesus before the world as 
a bastard; or an illegitimate son. 

The death of Christ, is in their judg¬ 
ment, not an attonement for sin, while 
the cross is a symbol of brutal barbar¬ 
ism. What do you think of a preacher 
who says Christ did not rise in the body 
in which He died but He is a phantom. 
He laughs at the doctrine of hell; says 
all are by nature the sons of God and 
ot course no son can be lost. Just now 
the changes are being wrung on the 
social teachings of Christ and the great 
work of the church, they claim, is to 
save the world socially and not to re¬ 
deem it. Then there are those who 
laugh at the miracles of the Bible, but 
fairly break their necks in the race to 
keep up with vagaries of spiritism. 

They will sit by the hour in a medi- 
amistic.seanc, waiting for communica¬ 
tions from the other world. The Bible, 
to them is not certain about the future, 
yet they accept the declarations of 
Herbert Spencer as the very breath of 
the Almighty. These are the kind of 
men the Jerico colleges are sending out 
and asking for their ordination and that 
they be given sway in our churches. In 
heart such do not believe the Bible to 
be the word of God. The churches need 
to rise up ani repudiate these semi¬ 
naries and their product. The time has 
come as foretold by Paul “whenthey 
will not endure sound doctrine; but af¬ 
ter their own lusts shall heap teachern 
having itching ears and shall turn away 
their ears from the truth and shall be i 
turned to fables. ” The remedy is the 
sound doctrine of the Bible. “The en¬ 
trance of thy word givethlight.” There 
is no need to apologize for the Bible. It 
will do its work if it has a chance. 

What do you think of preachers who 
hold out the idea that soldiers who gave 
their life in the world * ar are saved be¬ 
cause they were in a holy cause. It 
was God’s work, therefore are they 
saved? Jerico Theology again. Such 
teaching repudiates Jesus as the only 
saviour of the world and makes the sal¬ 
vation of these men depend on what 
they have done rathe#than on Christ. 

It is a false sentiment. It’s a play to 
the galleries; a stopf or applause. It is 
a self conceited declaration that shows 
their unfitness to be leaders in Chris¬ 
tian thought. They are blind leaders 
of the blind. Such may cry peace, but 
there is no peace. They do not see any 
necessity for repentance, though God 
commands all meq everywhere to re¬ 
pent. Of course there is no merit in re¬ 
pentance for we need to repent of the 
sinfulness of our nature and ot every 
sinful hct and especially the sin of not 
receiving Jesus Christ as our Saviour. 

There is great need now of giving 
heed to the doctrine of the Sabbath. It 
was given for our profit, not for our 
pleasure. Keep it holy. The doctrines 
or teaching must be sound. There is 
too much at stake. Souls are tremb¬ 
ling in the balance. Character depends 
on the teaching and character deter¬ 
mines destiny. What concerns each of 
us above all things is this, have we 
truly and sincerely accepted Christ as 
our Saviour and King? If so then there 
18 no power that is able to pluck us out 
of our Saviour’s hand.

“From the reports we get and from 
the samples sent in, ii sn ms eei tain 
that Southern Maryland and the Einst¬ 
ein Shore will have very little wheat 
that will be for seetl. The .‘ume will 
be true of many farmers in the whiat 
counties and in the neighboring states. 

“Would it not 1 e a wise policy to 
urge those of your faiMurs who have 
good seed wduat to hold the same for 
seetl instead of selling the same to the 
millers? It would undoubtedly bring 
an advanced price for this purpose. 

“I anticipate a big demand this fall 
for goo<i clean wheat not onlv from 
farmers of this state but from those 
of other states, and it would undoubt- 
etlly be a help to your farmers if you 
had listed in your office the farmers 
who have such seed for sale with 
whatever additional information in re- 
ganl to it that you can get. such as 
the amount, varity, freedom from dis- , 
ease, yitdd per acre, etc.” •

. TEACHER SHORTAGE WILL 

BE SOMEWHAT RELIEVED 

Instructions With Severe Limitations 
Sent County Superintendent. 

The State Superintendent of Schools 
after having been pressed with infor¬ 
mation concerning the great short¬ 
age of teachers in Garrett county, has 
sent the ft>llowing letter of instruc- 
' tions to County Superintendent F. E. 
Rathbun. While the letter does 
relieve the scarcity of teachers it still 
imposes such restrictions upon the 
county school authorities that all of 
the schools of the county will not be 
able to secure a teacher who is quali¬ 
fied to meet the requirements of the 
State Superintendent. 

However, every citizen is requested 
to make an effort to enlist into the 
teaching force such teachers as may 
meet the requirements and conditions 
of the State Superintendent set forth 
in his letter. Provisional certificates 
are not to be encouraged, but they 
will soon disappear, it is believed, 
since teachers holding regular state 
certificates will hereafter receive 
higher salaries. 

The letter from the State Superin¬ 
tendent, referred lo, reads as follows: 

State of Maryland 
DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 
.McCov Hall. Baltimore. 

September 3. 1919. 

To the County Superintendent: 

The discussion relative to the issu¬ 
ing of provisional certificates at our 
conference last week lacked some de¬ 
tailed recommendations, which I now 
make in this circular letter for the 
information of the county school 
officials. 

1. We are still facing unusual con¬ 
ditions, which make it impossible to 
procure enough teachers who hold 
regular certificates to supply all vac¬ 
ancies; and because of this situation, 
many of the vacancies must be filled 
by issuing provisional certificates. 

2. The county superintendent grants 
provisional certificates, wdth the ap¬ 
proval of the State Superintendent. 

^ For the reason that the approval rests 


M 
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with the State Superintendent, he rec¬ 
ommends that, in nominating teachers 
of this class for positions, the county 
superintendent make the following 
distinctions in the order of prefer¬ 
ment, viz: 

(a) Those who hold State certifi¬ 
cates which have expired because of 
failure to renew them as specified 
in the school law, provided the work 
of such teachers was satisfactory; 

(b) Those who have held regular 
certificates, (say, within a period of 
ten years), but. whose certificates 
have expired by limitation, provided 
there is satisfactory proof of fair 
success when employed; 

(c) Graduates of approved high 
schools, eighteen years of age, who 
have not met the minimum profession¬ 
al requirement; 

(d) Those whose scholastic attain¬ 
ments are less than high school grad¬ 
uation, provided the county superin¬ 
tendent believes such persons possess 
sufficient academic training to meet 
the needs of the particular schools to 
be taught by them. Should it happen 

, in emergency cases that the person to 
be appointed possess less training than 
a school should have, it will be an ad¬ 
vantage to select a person some years 
older than eighteen, so that her ma- 
turer judgement and general infor¬ 
mation may partly compensate for de¬ 
ficiency in scholarship. 

3. Do not grant a certificate alone 
for the reason of satisfying a com¬ 
munity clamor for a teacher, with no 
thought of her fitness. It will be far 
better for the school situation gen¬ 
erally and for the people of the par¬ 
ticular community if you allow the 
school to be closed temporarily rather 
then permit a thoroughly unqualified 
person to take charge of it. We must 
not sacrifice our standards in educa¬ 
tion to meet unreasonable requests. 
The teacher employed on a provisional 
certificate should be worth the cost 
I incurred in conducting the school, and 
: make the school worthwhile for the 
i children who attend. The county 
I superintendent in issuing provisional 
‘ certificates should ask himself in each

case whether it is more desirable to 
issue a provisional certificate to the 
candidate available or to allow the 
school to be closed. 

4. Salaries to be paid teachers hold¬ 
ing provisional certificates should be 
reasonably less than those paid reg¬ 
ularly certificated teachers of the 
same grade. The exceptions should be 
those who were prevented by illness 
from attending summer school and 
who have presented a physican’s cer¬ 
tificate to that effect. Other teachers 
who failed to renew their certificates 
in the regular way should suffer a 
loss of salary of not less than fifty 
dollars for the year. In all other 
cases involving provisional certificates 
there should be a reasonable salary 
reduction. 

5. Certificates of the second and 
third grades can be renewed or ex¬ 
tended only in accordance with the 
school law—“on evidence of success¬ 
ful experience and completion of not 
less than six weeks of additional ac¬ 
ademic and professional preparation 
in a standard institution”. The re¬ 
newal may be obtained through un¬ 
iversity extension courses, or by cor¬ 
respondence courses conducted by a 
standard college or university, or by 
courses in a standard institution dur¬ 
ing the regular school year, as well as 
by taking a summer course. - 

6. Teachers should know that there 
are but two periods of the year when 
the State Department w’ill consider the 
grading and renewal of certificates, 
viz: June 1 to July 15, and September 
1 to October 15. It will lessen the 
labor of this department if the coun¬ 
ty superintendent acts as a medium 
between teachers and the State Super¬ 
intendent, and handles, as far as pos¬ 
sible, all certificates, whether for rais¬ 
ing the grade or for renewing them. 
If you have certificates now' on hand 
awaiting renewal, please forward 
them. 

7. Under senerate cover I am send¬ 
ing a package of blanks for reporting 
applicants for w’hom you wish au¬ 
thority to issue provisional certifi¬ 
cates. 

It i.s not necessary to fill out a 
provisional certificate request form 
for teachers whose regular certificates 
have expired. It will be sufficient if 
you list them in a letter stating that 
you re<|uest authority to issue them 
provisional certificates. We can then 
make proper entry on the record of 
each teacher here in the office. But do 
not employ applicants without regular 
certificates unless you report them 
for provisional certificates.

BITTEN BY RATTLESNAKE 


Miss Pansy Wood, of Hutton, Victim 

of Venomnous Reptile Yesterday.. 
V Miss Pansy Woods, aged sixteen 
years, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wil¬ 
liam Woods, of Hutton, w'as bitten by 
a rattlesnake on the right knee yester¬ 
day while engaged in picking berries 
on Snaggy Mountain about six miles 
west of Oakland, and is in a serious 
i condition at the home of Mr and Mrs. 
Joseph Baker on Liberty street in 
Oakland, whence she was taken after 
having received surgical and medical 
aid by Dr. Hinebaugh. 

From what can be learned the girl 
with a number of companions went to 
the mountain from their homes in 
Hutton yesterday morning with the 
intention of spending the day in the 
woods gathering berries and they were 
about to start on their return when 
the repile stung the Woods girl who 
stated that she w'as under the impres¬ 
sion that she trod upon the reptile 
about the same moment another girl 
in the party perceiveing her danger 
cried to her that a snake was beneath 
her feet, when she jumped and her 
shoe catching in her skirt threw her 
immediately upon the snake, which 
squirmed away and escaped into tne 
tiliek undergrowth covering the moun¬ 
tain side. 

As soon as pos.sible after the girl 
had been stung by the reptile she was 
brought to town in an automobile, but 
tv^ hours elapsed from the time she 
had received her injury before med¬ 
ical attention was st*cured. With pres¬ 
ence of mind that would do credit to 
those much older in years the young 
people accompanying .Miss Woods 
formed a tourniquet and bound it on 
her leg above the wound, thus keeping 
the poison injected by the fangs of the 
reptile from circulating to a gnat ex¬ 
tent through her system, which proba¬ 
bly saved her life. While her condi¬ 
tion is serious and the results cannot 
be foretold her physician has every 
hope for her recovery.

Former Oakland Resident Met With 
Serious Mishap Saturday 

On his way to his home in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C.. from Oakland, in company 
with his four children in an automo¬ 
bile, having left here on Saturday 
morning, the car of Mr. C. B. Johnson 
wa.s badly damaged w’hen it was run 
into by another car driven by a colored 
minister hailing from Uniontow'n at a 
point thirty miles east of Cumberland 
and on a narrow’ iron brijge at the 
foot of Sideling mountain, w’hile the 
occupants of the Pennsylvania car 
w'ere all more or less injured. 

Mr. Johnson in a letter to a rela¬ 
tive in Oakland stated that he had en¬ 
tered upon the bridge with his oar 
under perfect control when he saw 
an approaching car from the east dart 
uiKin the structure at a high rate of 
speed.

standstill, perceiving that a collision 
could not he avoided and threw hit 
hands before the face of his little son 
Reverdy to protect him from the fly¬ 
ing glass of the windshield when th# 
cars came together.

Because clover follows Imnieillately 
after the wheat crop some attiMition 
should Im* gIviMi to this crop. It Is 
the soli builder of the rotation and 
d(»serv(*s good treatment and nil jhis- 
alble encourngcinent. It Is very lin- 
portJint tliat the soil !m* sw»M*tened hy 
tlie liberal u.'-e nf lime. <Mover tlirlves 
best In an nlUallne soil. It is not ah- 
eolutely nec< .v.sary. ho\\^*ver. that the 
lime In* applied prior to planting on 
the raw soil hecausi* the clov<*r miikcs 
little growth tmtil Afay and .Tune of tin* 
following .v«*ar. It Is tindouldedly best, 
thougli. h«‘caus4* It permits working It 
Into the soil. If this Is done precniition 
iihouhl 1 m> taken to make sure that 
the lime Is tlionmghly Incorporiifed 
with the surface soil and allowed to 
rciaain for four or tlv«* days l»efore 
planting. When It Is Impossible or 
Inconvenient t«i put the lime on be¬ 
fore plantitig. It should he applied any 
time before the wheat Is uj» three or 
four Indies the following Spring. It 
may he protltahly applied In mid¬ 
winter 

It must also he remembered In plant¬ 
ing wheat that tlinothy responds to 
lime and that the see<l is small. It 
must, therefore, have a fine seed hcnl. 
In order that small simmIs may grow 
the earth must pack around them so 
they may obtain sufficient moisture to 
■tart and carry on the pnK*ess of 
ftrmlnatlon and enable the young 
plant to work Its way through the 
•oil. Neither timothy nor clover start 
well in a lumpy S4dl. It should he 
thoroughly prepared and all the lumps 
crushed. Where It is possible to ap¬ 
ply lime, It will do much to assist In 
breaking the lumps It makes the soil ! 
loose and assists In crumbling the hard 
pieces of soil which so oftta prevaot 
B perfect stand.

The actlon.s of lime on soils art 
many fold. It Is the common Impres¬ 
sion among many that It Is of value 
only on low wet land whic h is common¬ 
ly a.S8uined to he sour. Many persons 
realize that soils become sour un<ler 
cultivation and that lime corrects 
acidity, hut there are few who really 
realize the Importance of Its use or 
the relative value of tlie dlfT*‘n*nt 
forms and the action of t*ach. On the 
other hand, many farmers buy what¬ 
ever may he had without full consid¬ 
eration of the relative value of the dif¬ 
ferent materials that may Ite ui»plled. 

Lime la a plant forwl, and in many 
cas€*s its application muj' serve that 
function. (Jeiierally soils contain 
enough calcium to supply the require¬ 
ments of cn*ps, hut alfalfa and other 
closely related crops require not only 
a sweet soil, hut enough Ilnio to sui>- 
ply their large m‘ed.s af that element. 

Tlie indlre«*T actions of lime are even 
greater than Its efTe<ts ns a footl. 
These effects are numerous and are 
not the same on all sells. In heavy 
sells lime impreves the mechanical 
crinditieii ami the capuelty to take up 
and hold moisture. It acts upon the 
supply of plant food stored in the soil 
and assists the dec<»niposltlon of (or¬ 
ganic mutter and mineral substances. 
Mest Important of all is the Intluence 
which lime excTts upen the micro¬ 
scopic life of the soil, so essential in 
cliaiiglng dormant to active forms of 
plant food. 

MMie mechanical efTocts of lime nr« 
Intricate in nature and less well un¬ 
derstood tlian the cheinh‘ul and bac¬ 
teriological effects, and yet they are 
very Important, though they are not 
easily measured. 

Burned Hines are more effective is 
this change than carbonate (llm<^ 
stone) forms. Ever>* farmer who has 
used burned, hydrated or prepareij 
slaked lime ha.s undoubtedly noticed 
that heavy soils hecuine less stlck.v, 
more crumbly, more friable, more easi¬ 
ly cultivated, and water pa8.seH through 
them more rapidly us a result <*f In¬ 
creased porosity. Tliey dry out more 
readily after a rain, ami In spring, 
plowing or planting Is advanced. This 
condition Is lironght ah<*ut hy the lloc- 
culation nr aggregation of the line clay 
particles. 

I’pon light soils the reverse Is true, 
Tlirough the improved condition of th« 
humus in the soil an eppllcutlon of 
lime Increases the cohesive power c»f 
the soil, resulting In a greater water 
holding capacity, as well as an Increas¬ 
ed pciw’er to absorb moisture from Im- 
low by caT»lllarlty.

Hclatively stnuH hi»- 
pllcntlons of lime may produce a very 
marked change In the character of tlie 
soil. These physical effects are merely 
supplemental to the chemical and hh> 
logical effects produced hy lime, and 
when all these are taken together tliey 
account for the veyy general fftuietlclul 
results derlvcMl from tlie us«* of lime.
